Pekln, Marcii 11. — Tim ncgotlationa 
looking- towards a .settlement of the 
diRlculty between China ami Japan 
growing out of the seizure by Cliiiia 
of tho Japuncao .steamer Tatsu 
-Maru, are now maklngr favorable 
Iiro{;rcs.s. Tho Cliinese foreign board 
tiniay approved tho draft of a tlocu- 
nient in which China aeeept.s the iiro- 
po.i-als made by .Tajian yo.stonlay. 
Cliina will pay Japan :;i,4l)0 yon (?lo",- 
000) and retain tho arms that form iho 
cargo of the Tatsu Maru. She will pay 
al.so ton thiusana taoU aemurrage on 
the steamer. It is expected that tho 
Tatsu Maru will bo released on 
Jlarch XC. 

In addition, Japan agrees to adopt 
and entorcQVatrjofregTriatloiis to pre- 
\ent future traffic In arms and am- 
iminition from Japan to China, but 
she refuses to include the /territory at 
.Aiacao in this limitation; China will 
-soon take up negotiations .%vith Portu- 
gal regarding tho contraband trafflc 
at Macao. She hopes that an ac- 
curate delimitation of Portugnie.se 
water.s nt Maean will now bo secured, 
and that the gambling for which 
Macao is notorious, ns well as the 
smuggling done tlirougb tltat port, 
may be materially restricted. 

Secret Cruise 

Hongkong, March 1-1. — Information 
hns been received here from Formo.sa 
that the first Japanese naval squadron 
will sail today on a secret cruise. The 
cruisers Takoma, Akitsushlma, Asatna, 
and a flotilla oC smaller ..vessels liave 
been made ready to sail-at a moment's 
notice since March 1. 

The Tat.su Maru case has caused a 
.Kcn.sation In the navy, and some action 
in this connection is surmised. 

A dl.spatcli from Toklo under tho 
date of March 9 announced that a part 
of the first Japanese nuvai .squadron 
was to leave port on Marph, i4. Other 
prcparatlonH for tho departure are 
[)roceedlng rapidly. 

At the oHlce of tho admiralty in 
Toklo, it was declared that the squad- 
ron was about to begin a series of 
manoeuvres. It was pointed out 
further that this fact was announced 
two montlis ago, and that, tlierofore, 
the activity at Sasebo should not 
necessarily be con.^ldered in connec- 
tion with tlic dlilieulty witli China 
arl.sing from the Tatsu Miiru Incident.

New York, Mareli 11. — Former 
Comptroller of the Currency A. B. 
Heptiurn, now president of the Chase 
National Ijimk, after r two months' 
sojourn lif Europe, gave, ou t an in- 
terview today. In wliich he said: 

"Tlie one thing th ic most vjtrongly 
impressed Itself upon tho mind of a 
careful observer in Europe at tlio 
present time is the fact that the con- 
tinent of Europe doe.s not like the 
United States. They regard us as a 
bumiitlous people that ought to be 
spanked into some sort of decorum, 
ajid tliey would welcome and rejoice 
in any international complications not 
involving themselves that would bring 
us Into difficulties. We are their 
commercial and flnanciai rivals, and 
our growing Importance aS" a naval 
and mlli'tary power disturbs them. It 
disturbs the international balance of 
power as it heretofore existed, and 
upon which their diplomacy has here- 
tr.fo're been based. Neither does tho 
continent of Europe like .Tapan, and 
for similar reasons. Her recently 
achievement naval and military pres- 
tige and her English alliance have 
brought Japan to tlie front In the 
family of nations, as an aggre-'sive 
force tiiat must In reckoned Willi in 
world politics. It follows from this 
condition of affairs that nothing 
would bo contemplated wltli greater 
complacency by continental powers 
than a war between tho United States 
and Jaijan. . 

A taxing of the strength and a 
wasting of the resources i>f these two 
powers, not involving themselves, 
would fend 'to restore their relative 
power and precedurc In the council of 
nations. This explains 1.hc! repeated 
rumors from Piiris, Berlin ;ind St. 
Petersburg of ImpiMulIng diffieiilties 
between tiie Ignited States and .Tapan; 
llii> wish Is fatlior to t!ic thought, ami 
tin; continual iircdlctloii of trouble is 
m:i(ie in the liope of inciting the same. 

"It was never more apparent than 
now that the only lOuropean friend wo 
have Is England. England Is tlie only 
l^uropcan power that would not wel- 
come a condition of affairs tliat might 
nring to us disaster or defeat. Eng- 
land's interests parallel our.s, anil 
anything that would Impair oijr pres- 
tige would be alike prejudicial to her."

The distance 
from Prince Rupert to the Copper isJver, where the contract terminates Is 100 miles. The line from llia moutli 
of the Copper River to the head of KItlmaat Arm is only indicated in a general way. The course is subsianti- 
ally;as laid down on tho map, but It may run on tho opposite side ot the lake from that on whicli It Is marked. 

From the mouth of the Copper river eastward the location of the line has not been definitely fixed. Routes 
have been surveyed in several directions, but it is understood tliat the company has not decided whether to go 
iilj the Skeena and thence down the Bulkloy Valley, or to take a more easterly course and enter the latter val- 
ley by way of the Telqua. The latter ropte Is the shorter.

Very few revolyera have been 
sold by tho merchants dealing In such 
articues. It Is true that several wea- 
pons have beon sold, hut the demand Is 
no more urgent than at»other times.

T!:-,- Indians ■submitted with " tho 
usual Oriental calm to the iiroccduro 
at the iiuaraiitlne .station and lived 
ciuielly duy by day until some news- 
papers drifted to (heir camp mid 
babus translated news that the Natal 
act was being strictly enforceil ami 
not only would the Indians be returned 
to India, ))ut they would be lined and 
imprisoued for laudhig. Tlien there 
was great e.Nciteuient; Siiihs .-;o I'ar 
forgot their caste as to eat from llic 
same pot as Jlindus, and in tin; big 
barrack there was wild excitement. 
Orators discussed the situiitiou tren-, 
;ddly and greal was the distress and 
tippreliension. It was due to this state 
of mind tliat the two escapes broke 
(luaranline; they thought it was the 
only way to secure liberty In the new 
land where fortunes were to bo easily 
won. 

Tile excitement continued until a 
copy of the (Colonist .readied the (piar- 
antine station containing tlic judg- 
ment of Judge Morrison, which made 
the Nat.il act Inoperative. .

tor under arrest of police under Natal 
act. It \:i not good ■ news. But It is 
an order. We deslrtj 'that we fihall die 
Instead of returning' -'.Tiiack so many 
thoLi.sanda of uiilcs, whence we came 
from Punj.'iub, jiiul one man is from 
Madras. AVi^ are sick and ctmnot llnd 
with our heart to oat because of these 
thing.'j. 'It Is better to kill ourselvcB 
than rcfus-c to Inuding under. such Na 
tal act. To die is to be none worse 
tluin going from this iilacc 

"1 am educated man; there is also 
school teacher whlcii ijus some educa 
tion. 1 liave succeeded in failing to 
pass tlie examin.'ilions of schools of 
Prawal Pindi. Tlieso men wdio speak 
of coming to labor in llelds of farms 
or ni-akc kucIi laboring works as shall 
bo reciuireti of him, speak only for 
himself when ho seeks ilie work; I 
shall study In the medicine." 

"But when you received the news 
that you could land wero you still 
emaciated with distress?" asked the 
Interviewer. 

"Stand aside, friends — no not mind 
these poor fellows. Sahib; they aro Of 
low cfiste and not understanding that 
respect is proper. Forgive him as wb 
forglvo our debtors.^ said the Inter- 
viewed. 

"Yoa, when we read from news- 
papers that honorable judge has nulli- 
fy these Natal act by a Daniel come 
to jhdgmeht, wo are glad in our 
hearts. 'We -know that we do not need 
lo die, now; .that wo shall not be sent 
again forty thousand miles over seas 
to India. The order Is that wo shiill 
have landing. It is not just, for how 
shall till) Hrlllsli subject be prevented 
[roiu liis landing'.' if It were so, the 
order slioiikl l!a\'e beiui known before 
ticket is sold. 

"I liave not cloriuence to express 
.sorrow that two such rogui!s as bring 
disgrace to all lioni>si people have 
made their runawaj' fnun this place.

It 
appear.-j that our "BluenoKc" friend.s 
on the Atlantic coast have introduced' 
a system which, if not the very latest 
thine out, for expedltlntr the proces.s 
of polling', certainly has obvious ad- 
vantages over the method commonly 
followed. We are indebted to the Man- 
itoba Free l're.ss for thus enllghten- 
Ins us on thi.s matter: 

The method of vothii^ in New 
Brunswick Is different from that In 
vogue here. In the volini; conipart- 
ii>ent are jiads of hallot.s, one ballot 
lor each candidate. The elector toais 
off the ballots bearing ithc names of 
the candidates he desires to vote for, 
puts them in an envelope, which Is 
• .Mupplled to him by the deputy return- 
ing oflicer, and returns tlie envelope 
to the deputy, who puts It In the ballot 
box. There Is no marking of ballots 
at all. The system Is not without ad- 
vantages. It would make dlfllcult the 
operation of the floating ballot device. 

■ We had a reference the other day 
to a somewhat extraordinary situation 
Jn' Vancouver In respect to the matter 
(it relieving the distress amongst the 
l^nemployed. It will be remembered 
*tKat a large number of men who 
Were being supplied with food 
and .shelter by the civic authorities 
refused to worli for a small wa^e on 
Railway construction, and that, be- 
cause of this refusal, they suffered a 
material loss of public sympathy. But 
it appears tliat this indisiiositlon on 
the part of the 'destitute unemployed 
to accept viroj'lc'at a small though liv- 
ing wage is very general In Its Indu- 
tince throughout the continent. Thus 
jwfi find tlie following paragraph in the 
libwell (Mas^.) ■ Oourler-CItlzen: 
''H^A curious feature of present Indus- 
trial conditions is that farmers all over 
the country are complaining that they 
cannot got liolp enough. Even at this 
season, when farm laborers are not In 
special demand, the .supply is Inade- 
quate; Evidently there are thousands 
of able-bodied men who still prefer 
semi -.starvation in the cities to good 
living and fair wages on the soli. It 
might l)e tlioiight that the idle would 
.1iunp at a chance for employment, l)ut 
they don't when It Is a farmer's Job. 

Many people have no doubt made 
the mistake of supposing that the 
conviction would shortly dawn upon 
the suffragettes of London that they 
had ijerhaps succeeded in makin;,' 
themselx'es sullicU-ntly ridiculous. Mow 
gI•eatl^■ they have been in error will 
be disclosed on reading the following 
little special cable despatch: 

London, March 0. — The latest device 
of the suffragettes is a kite, from 
which hangs a banner inscrll^ed: 
"Votes tor \V'onicnl" It is ke|)t (lying 
over the Houses of Parliament. 

With the possible exception of Rua- 
'sia, no nation in tlio world has suf- 
fered such a tremendous loss uf pri,'s- 
tige in recent years as the United 
States. Quickly on the heels of as- 
tounding graft scandals there follow- 
ed a scries of frightful disasters ob- 
viously due to neglect on the part of 
the autUoi'ities to see that jiroper i)ri'- 
cautlons were used to safeguiird 
human life. Then came a sudden 
bfeak-dp.w.n of the financial system, 
and last in the list we have the Cleve- 
land fire catastrophe. The people of 
"Effete lOurope" arc coinmenciiiB to 
take cognizance of the deplorable sit- 
uation in the United States and are 
Inclined to think that after all the lat- 
ti'r country has not got much to lioast 
about. I''ollowing is a special cable 
dispatch, appearing In an eastern ex- 
change : 

Berlin, March .'). — An account of 
P.\Q large number of German children 
estimated according to the cablegrams 
at 75 per cent., among the victims of 
the Cleveland fire catastrophe, occa- 
^Idns particularly horror-struck com- 
ment throughout the Fatherland, The 
papers publish brutally frank refir- 
onces to the cheapness of life in Am- 
erica, and '.wonder how many niorc' 
death-dealing experiences like the iro-

which "Effete Kurojie" has king re- 
garded as an elementary principle of 
government.

rehabilitate this argument. In the 
complex civilization of today the sttile 
Is .adding, and mast necessarily add 
dally, to its functions matters quite re- 
mote from e.Kteriial defence. At the 
same time franchise questions as such 
arc coming to be rtgarded with less 
and less interest. It is extremely Im- 
probable that either the one and a 
quarter million of women who would 
probably be enfranchised under yester- 
day's bill or the eight millions who 
might come to be let in later wmilil 
very mucii alYrct the balance of jiar- 
tles, still less that they would iiffect the 
actual government of the country. Cer- 
tain votes, such as that for temperance, 
might be strengthened by the admis- 
sion of women. As to others, of which 
the same Is assumed, e.g., ftictory legis- 
lation, there would probably in fact he 
the greatest diflerences of opinion. Th.o 
ultimate argument for yesterday's bill 
remains not the expeotatlon of any 
particular influence upon legislation or 
administration, but the dittlculty, or 
rather the Impossibility, of justifying 
the disqualification on the ground of 
sex of a person otherwise fully quali- 
fied to vote. 

London Daily Chronicle: The pro- 
gramme of the session is full, if not 
overfull, alread>'. It would be liupos- 
slble to give time for the discussion of 
this new lilll in committee except by 
withdrawing some other piece of pub- 
lic business. It would be utterly tm- 
reasonable to exiioct this to be done in 
the case of any private member's bill 
of a strongly contentious nature. In 
the case of a bill like the present one, 
involving a grciit constitution.al chan.ge. 
the thing would be Impossible and Im- 
proper. The carrying of the second 
reading >"esterday has a signlilcance, 
and will ]ierhaps give an impetus to 
tlie cause, but a vote In what «'as well 
understood to be an academical discus- 
sion Is not the same thing as a vote 
on a public bill, where each member 
goes Into the lobby under full resjjon- 
siblllty for the practical consequences 
of his actlAn. And more generally 
there Is the broad position taken up 
by Mr. GladstoneMn yesterday's debate. 
As an individual member he pro- 
nounced in favor of the bill, and he 
voted for It, but on behalf of the gov- 
ernment he explained that ministers 
did not Intend to Include this bill -in 
their programme. No gov€rnmont 
or ought tq, do so till .and unless f^o 
proposal has been prominently .'befo.jc 
the electorate as a question of Imme- 
diate practical politics. Great consti- 
tutional changes cannot be decided .by 
a Friday afternoon's discussion on ; a 
private member's bill. 

London Daily Mall—Lord Arthur IIIll 
has resigned his seat for AVest Di'iwn. 
He was only elected in September, 1907, 
and his Odyssey since tlien has been 
strange.

A function In which all old residents 
o£ Victoria, Irrespective of religious 
views, 'vlll take the Ueenfcst Interest 
is the Jubilee of the convent school 
conducted by the sisters of the order 
of ,St. Anne. Fifty years ago on the 
2Sth of next June the lirst throo do- 
voted sisters arrived In Victoria after 
an arduous trip via Panama and San 
Francisco. Two oC these ladles arc 
still alive and well, and though in nr 
near the oiglilios still perform their 
daily a;vocatlons In the institute on 
Humboldt street. The jubilee eolobra- 
tiuns will last for four days beglnulng 
on Friday, Juno 27, and closing on 
Monday with a requiem service in 
memory of departed slaters and pupils 
whetlier Catholic or Protestant. 

The local convent school of St. Anne 
has probably an unique record In that 
the great majority of Its pupils have 
been Prot-jstants. This has been duo 
partly to tlio nict that Catholics aro 
in a minority in victorla.-and ..partly 
to the higii reputation aa an odiiea- 
tional establishment wiiieli tho con- 
vent school, has always deservedly en- 
joyed. An executive committee con- 
sisting partly ot sisters and partly of 
old pupils has been formed to formu- 
late and carry out' tho details of tho 
affair, although there aro still a few 
places to 1111. A .sjiecial feature of the 
arrangements Is tho way the sub-com- 
niltteea will be formed, it being tho 
intention to have throo sub-commit- 
tees consisting of old pupils drawn 
from each of the three last decades. 
Tims the ineinber.-, of cacli sub-com- 
mltteo will l)u oC about tlio .same 
standing and will have been oUi school 
fellows. 

An Elaborate Affair 
Tho functipn will bo an elaborate af- 
fair although the details arc not set- 
tled as yet. A handsome progranimo 
describing pictorially the progress of 
the institution has Ijeon designed, ono 
of tlio features being a poem ou tho 
occasion to bo written by a girl in the 
senior class. They have all entered 
the competition, and tlie most suitable 
will have the honor of being en- 
graved on tho programme. 

Tlie starting of the school is due to 
tho late Bishop Modesto Domors, who 
died July 28, 1890. Bishop Demer.s 
was the llr.it priest to sot foot in Brit- 
ish Columbia. He made his way across 
the continent on horse bacl-c and in 
canoes witlii another young ijrlest, who 
afterwards bocanie the well hnown 
Bishop Blanclmrd of Oregon. Bisho]) 
Demers landed hero from his canoe 
at what is still known as BIshop'8 
Rock In 1847, but It was not for njno 
years (ifter that that he asked th&, 
sisters of St. Aniio to send rejiresonta- 
tives out here. 

Request From Bishop 
In August, 1S5C, tho mother general 
of tho order of St. Jaequi.'a do I'Aclilgan 
about forty-live miles from Montreal, 
was surprised to receive a letter from 
the bishop aslting tho society to send 
out some ropruscutallves to- worjc 
among tho Indians and halfbrocds. In 
those days Vancouver Island was a 
terra incogiiita In tho casl, about all 
that was known being that It lay an 
illlniilablc distatico to the westwards 
and was proiuinaljly inhabited by sav- 
age men and wilder beasts. There 
was, however, no hesitation In re- 
sponding to the call, and three slstor.s 
volunteered to go out, two of whom 
aro atlll allve^ thtilr names' l^elng wit^y.' 
held liy recfti^sjt'ph' account) of the tga-' 
ditions of tHe order. ThSse devoUS 
women arrlv,eS'iat-S.an Francisco abotii 
the time of'.lhQ' Dig rush 'to Cariboo,! 
and the records o'f th'o convent cfon- 
tain ma'ny;'.a'n--a'nec'dote 'Of whalrthey 
A cnt throitgh. At San Fmnplscb they 
had the grdatefft'dlfriculty Ift'^oatfdlng 
the vessel on account Of" the 'eager 
hordes of gold scoUera and were event- 
ually carried aonio half mile on tho 
backs of i:tuIatto portei-a through the 
surf to the ship, one of the porters 
nearly dropping his precious freight 
on tho way. 

At Victoria' they were met by the 
priests, who coliducted them to a little 
log cabin on the west side of what is 
now Humboldt street The place had 
been bought for the purposes of the 
school by the bishop for the sum of 
$100. Tho place was very bare, even 
some of the most necessary furniture 
being lacking at first, but some of 
the few white ladles then in tlie town 
eamo to their assistance a'ul St. 
Anne's convent selioul was founded. 
.Since then tho liistory of the convent 
is inextricably Interwoven with the 
history of tho .social life of Victoria 
and the northwestern coast generally, 
Cor many girls from Seattle and tlui 
sound cities aro being and have been 
educated there. 

A Question of Principle 
From tlie beginning the institution 
grew and nourished till finally it was 
boused in tlie spacious building so fa- 
miliar to Victorians today. The con- 
vent, however, has had lis vicissi- 
tudes, and on one occasion for con- 
science sake the then mother superior 
risked what seemed to bo heavy blow 
to tho prospects of the school. It was 
In the time of the late governor, Sir 
James Douglas, three of whose daugh- 
ters were being educated there. A 
dance was being given at Esquimau 
on board a warship and there was a 
grievous dearth of partners. Sir 
James wrote asking leave for two of 
his daughters, at that time lietweeii 
tlio ages of fourteen and sixteen, to 
attend tiio dance. But the mother su- 
perior would not let them go. .She 
had been (rained in the rigid rules of 
etiquette which: jirevailed In the best 
French soclely oL' CJuebec, and it was 
one of the rules of llie schools of ibe 
order, which slio felt bound to obey 



pital was a new departure. Still they 
did not hesitate when ^Dr. '.Helmcken 
many year-s ago pointed.- out ■ the', need 
of a good hospltaU 1^ Viotttrfa ■ artd 
uskod. .the .sisters to* undoi-take tho 
task. They sent a number of tlioir 
members to ther.^tates for, a prelim- 
inary trulning wnlch .was completed 
on their return by the' local physlclana, 
This was the beginning QiT St. Jo.seph'.s 
hospital, to which a la^'o and badly 
needed addition Is now being built, tho 
best possible tribute of public appre- 
ciation. Thus it will bo seen that the 
sisters have deserved well of Victoria. 

The organization for the jubilee 
celebration Is proceeding apace, and 
all pupils and friends of St. Anne's 
academy are invited to attend a meet- 
ing to be held at the Institute hall on 
AVodnesday afternoon next at li o'clock, 
at which arrangements for tlio golden 
jubilee of tlio academy will bo made.

Ten Offenders From New Westminster 
Jail Are, Brpug)it to Vic-

-Vnothor batch, of prisoners from tho 
Now Westminster JjiU'' were brought 
over ^to the provincial Jail here last 
night In charge of Provincial Con- 
stable^ Campbell of Vancouver. Last 
wcclcl'ourtcon prisoners were trans- 
ferred to tills jail, which is now filled 
to Its capacity. Tho lack of room at 
tho Now AVGstinln.5ter jail, where the 
arrival of offeiider.s is greater than tho 
niiinbi?r of those released, necessitates 
tho transfer. All tl;c iirl.^oners trans- 
ferred are serving sentences of two 
years or under. Tho accommodation 
at New Westnilnstor is at present so 
taxed that twenty-live prisoners -will 
also be transferred to the Jail at Kam- 
loops. 



The Provincial Government Re- 
quests Governor to Invite 
Armada 



Hon. rtlcharil McBrlde, on behalf of 
the ju'ovlnclal government, lias re- 
quested the Lieutenant-Governor to 
Invite through tlie proper elianneis the 
American lieot to vi.=,it Victoria and 
Vancouver during W.- stay upon the 
Pacille. 

Tlie ])ro\'lnclaI government feels 
that the occasion Is fr.'iugiit with con- 
siderable iniporlanco to the Pacilic 
Coast generally and hence their ac- 
tion. The government has lieen asked 
by tho A'ancouver authorities to take 
such action, and Dr. lOlllott S. Rowe, 
tho .secretary of the tourist association 
of that city, waited ' upon the gov- 
ernment In that -connection yester- 
day. 

The invitation will probably be con- 
veyed through the secretary of state 
at Ottawa to the United States navy 
department and to Admiral Kvan.'. 

Admiral Evans' is the recliiient of 
numerous invitations of like nature at 
tho present junclnre. Tho following 
resolution was adopted by tlie city 
council of Sydney, . Ansl-ralia, recently : 

"Tliat the corporation of Sydney 
extend a hearty welcome to Roar- 
Admiral Evana In comniand of tho 
United States battleship fleet, now on 
a cruise to the Padiflc, and tnVlto him 
to visit the mother city of the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth. 

"1. As,, a tribute of esteem to tlio 
great branch of the Anglo-Saxon race 
In the mighty republic of the "West, 
allied to us in blood, literature and 
language. 

"2. As a recognition of their enter- 
prise In an historic circumnavigation 
Of the globe wltli a magnllicent licet 
bound to their colonial possi'sslon in 
the Pacinc, an Important highway to 
Australia. 

"3. As an appreciation of the per- 
nianont position of the Hnltod States 
In tho Pliilippines as neighbors in an 
ocean which Is de.-dlned to 1)0 tlio 
scene of great development and 
ej) I ich- making i-'\-i'nl s. 

"1. As a realb'.atUin of the wider 
fields and opportunities afforded tor 
the co-operation of the British Em- 
pire and the United States in the 
preservation of the peace of the 
world."

Tho Idea of installing a gas power 
plant aa an additional and independent 
source of power for the high pressure, 
salt w.ater .'system of lire protection 
has boon practically abandoned by vho 
city council. At last Jlonday nigiit'.s 
mooting of tlio council the necessity of 
a secondary source of power wiiicli 
could be used .~hould the oloctrlo 
power by which it is intended the 
pumps sliall bo worked fall through 
any accident or by being cut off by 
lire, was considered. It was .suggested 
that a gas jilant would an.swor the 
ljuriiose and furnish the ^aO horse 
poiver ^vhich would be required to run 
tho big pumps. Tlio matter was reicr- 
red to tho 'city electrician to m»il:e an 
estimate of tho cost' of installing such 
a plant, but his figures show that tlie 
cost would bo pracitcally prolilbltlvc 
The expbnditurp 'entailed would 
amount to about $25,000. 

This expense is necessitated by tlic 
installation of a reservoir to store a 
sufllcient amount of gas to keep tlie 
plant running for several hours, should 
even the gas supply be cut o(I. In 
other cities where gas la used In this 
system of protection. Such reservoirs 
have boon found necessary, and it is 
considered by the fire wardens that In 
order to make the local -high system 
plant adequate In all respects, sucli 
reserve supply is required here. 
Is Too Expensive. 

As the $25,000 required to instal rlie 
gas plant Is felt to be altogether be- 
yond the means of the city, thr- prujjo- 
sltlon of a Kteam plant to lake the 
placo of the electric power, should tlie 
latter b'i interfered with, will be con- 
sidered by the council. Tho cost of 
Installing a steam plant to bo run 
from tlie city's electric" lighting plant 
will, it Is estimated, be about $5,ooo, 
making tho total cost of the high 
pressure system. Including the twelve - 
inch main on Government street from 
Herald street to Brqughton street, 
about |70,Q00, as compared with $55,- 
000, the first estimate. "With this ad- 
ditional source of power, however, the 
system wouId .be practically self- con- 
tained and be ready for any emergen- 
cies. 

The matter will Qgaln come up for 
consideration at tomorrow night's 
council meeting, and It Is expected 
that by tiie fpIlOwlng meeting the hy- 
law will be Introdiicod and put through 
its various stages, "when It will bo 
submitted, to the people, along with 
several Other by-laws, which will re- 
quire the assent of the ratepayers, 
siich as the Surface Drain and School 
by-liiws, the latter to raise about 
$100,000 for additional school accom- 
lucdation. 

Pr-cparing Estimates. 

For tho past few weeks tho council 
in several extra sessions has been con- 
sidering tlio estimate for the present 
year. Tliese liavo now been pretty 
well decided upon, and tho matter is 
expected to como before tho council 
tomorrow night, when final action will 
be taken. In connection- with the cs- 
timales there have been considered 
the requests for increases in pay of 
tho employees of a number of the civic 
departments, the applications for 
grants made by tho Jubilee hospital, 
the y. U. C. A., tho Tourist's asso- 
ciation, and other bodies. 

Aid. Jlablo will introduce a resolu- 
tion asking that a by-law be prepared 
under which tho appointment of a 
public jjrosccutor can bo made. Tho 
police commission at a recent meeting 
decided that such an ofUcial was a 
necessity and appointed one. This ac- 
tion will have to bo ratified by by-Itt\\'. 
Tho measure will also d.eflne tile du- 
ties of such prosecutor. 

Aid. Henderson will ask leave to In- 
troduce a by-law to aiithorizc the 
paving, as a work of local imjirove- 
meiit, of jiortions of Fort street, Lang- 
ley street, ]3road stri^et, Courtcnay 
street and Broughton street, and to 
ralso the necessary funds therefore. 
Local Improvements. 

Aid. Henderson will also move that 
It Is desirable to construct a jierma- 
neiit sidewalk on bolli sides of Fern- 
wood ro.'id, botv.'cen King's road and 
I'edar Hill road, with boulevards, 
curbs and gutter, the property o-wners 
to pay lour-liftlis of the cost of the 
same; also that it perin;inent sidewalic 
be eonstruetod on the we.it Kido of 
Goveniinent street, in front of lot 5;M, 
block S, and on the east side of Gov- 
eTiinu'iit street from Johnson street to 
Pandora street; also to construct a 
porniaiicnt shlewalk on the north side 
of Itlcliardson stree^i bwwcen Cook 
street and Moss .street; aVo to grade 
and macadamize Truteh street and 
construct a permanent sidewalk on tlie 
west side of the same between Falr- 
lleld road and Uieliard.son street, tho 
work to be done by day labijr and 
under tiic Local Imiirovement General 
by -Jaw.

HERE AND THERE^ 

When the project of e.f tabllshlnR- a 
cliildren'.^ ward in the .Tiibllce hcspllal 
wa.s lir.st .spoken of many people 
thought there was no nocd of making 
special provision for tlic little one.s. 
This was not the opinion o! the doc- 
tors and nurses and those lanilliar 
with tlm 'Inner life of the ho.spltal. 
They knew that, however few chil- 
dren came for treatment to the In- 
■■^titutlon, it waK not ri^'ht to leave 
ilieni night and day In the wards 
ulUi adult patients. The lonellne.s.^ 
of a private room was very hard on 
tlio little convalesccnt.s and oiten 
retarded recovery. Through the ei- 
fort.s of generous and kind-hearted 
Krown-up.s,. a.sslsted by some of the 
ehlldron. money wa.s rollected in 
variou.s \v:i.\-ri for the IJuUdlni; of llio 
ward. It i.s not yet .•^lx month.s since 
it was opened, l)ut already tlio need 
for its existence ha.s been liilly .shown. 

There Is evidence In all dirci^tion.'^ 
that tho.'io ccmnccted witli tlie nuinat;e- 
menl of (he ho.spilal bi^lieve tliat 
beautiful and clieerfnl .'inrroiindinf;^ 
lielj) Ihe recovery of the patients. Tlio 
(ir.st siKth that nii>t tlie eye of tlio 
visitor to the hospital on I'"riday af- 
ternoon on leaving the ear. was ii 
Broup of schoolboys engaKcil in a 
football game. There was no oUK- 
geiition in liictr acttve niovemcnt.s, 
and merry voices of illness or .sorrow. 
'J'liey were not near enough to dis- 
turb the is'itlents yet to those who 
could see (lieni from the windows the 
sight must have been a pleasing one. 
The api)rtKich to llic lioa])ltal Is hy a 
holly-bordered wall; :u\d tlie sU\'- 
lark whose clear note.? were lieard 
was the first bird of tlio weason to 
Iind a homo In tho shrubs which liave 
been planted In profusion on the hos- 
pital grounds. In sunny nooks early 
siiriiii; nowers were blooming and in 
( \ er\- window of the building 
■■Daffodils, 

Tliat come before the swallow dares 

and take 
The winds of March with beauty"; 
looked out with a mcs.sago ol cheer. 
Along tho corridors are many other 
plants and as the open door of the 
children's ward was reached, the 
sound of happy voices fell pleasantly 
on 'the car. 

In the larrjo sunny room were some 
eight or nine children, all but one 
well advanced towards convalescence. 
Around a cot where a i)retty lltth; boy 
of live v.as playing with colored cards 
were two little girls and an older boy. 
Tho girls were sl.^ters of the patients 
and wore helping them to while away 
the afternoon with the game which 
they were all enjoying so keenly. 

In the next col a dear little fellow, 
scarcely more than a baby. whose 
lovely brown eye» and jiale face 
.■jjioke too plainly of suffering, was 
looking at a pii-ture book. lie was 
(luite still but .seemed conlented. Ills 
aunt sat lieside him and. tliongli she 
said little, her presence \\;\a evidently 
a comfort to the little invalid. 

IJesirle a wi/uiow, a young girl of 
thii-toeii iir frmrtcn sat reading. Klie 
looked well, Imt when slie ei-ossed tlie 
room, her lamene.ss exiilailied lu'r 
lirc.seiiee in tln' room. In a movable 
Clinch, which a mother Via.s wheeling 
up and down a. coriiihu' w<'re a Imliy 
.and lier little brother. The ln.y was 
llie patient and the band.ages th.at 
swathed tlie poor thin little legs were 
seen as the coverings slipped down. 
It was evidently a treat to the little 
m.'in to h.ave tlie baby beside him for a 
little while. 

.\ screen was drawn around a little 
bf il bi slde wliich a sad facod woman 
sat paiii-nth-. In this cot a Very .sick 
little l)oy lay. The little limbs had 
been racked by rheumatic fever and 
now tho weary, weakened, frail body 
lay almost still, except for the rest- 
less movement of the .arms or an oc- 
casional low moan. Poor little fel- 
low! It was little, Indeed, the most 
atleiiiive nursing could do for his 

coinfort. 

.V nurse was in attendance, moving 
about quietly, noting with flulek eye 
till! iieed.s of the patients and attend- 
in tr to their needs. But her presence 
bi ought no feeling of restraint to her 
little i)alient.s. It w.as wonderful to 
sei! liow' bravely and cheerfully the 
children bun- their pain. There were 
"11 ciiin|il:iinl.-: and no prevl.shi'iess. 
Tile nnim tMi/,-lit U:ivr been the nursing 
of some lar«e family rather than ;i 
w.-ird in wliieli cliildren were recover- 
ing from painful operations. 

N'lj one cnnlil be present for ever so 
short .a time without feeling that the 
clilldren's ward is a great lilessliig. 
It i.s a place in whicli mothers can, 
Willi the utmost <'(Mitidence lea\-e Iheii- 
sufferine; litlli' ones, sure that they

PREFER HUSBAMDS 

AVitli ;ill the ado made nowadays 
about the now woman, who, as Au.^tln 
Dobson says. Js "a.s old us I3ve," It Is 
iTiuch to be doubted whether the nvor- 
age woman has any genuine or deeply 
rooted hankering after Indciiendenoo. 
To bo sure, there are many women 
who, cllavei' and ca,pable, naturally' 
take pride and pleasure in tho talents 
which render them Able to light th^ 
battle of life for themselves, and not 
only to fight butf to win: to owe jno 
man anything. ■But St. Paul quallflcd 
that precept of Independence with the 
injunction to "love one another," and 
tho men who wSally desire to put love 
out of their lives are not many: the 
women are so few as to be practically 
non-existent. 

'i'ho bread of dependence is prover- 
bially bitter, nevertlieless all things on 
earth dejiend on eirciimstanccs, and 
Ihe bread whii'h (s the free gift of tif- 
fectiou may he .sweeter than any which 
was ever earned, however honestly, for 
oneself by the labor of one.-elf, even a.i 
half is bestowed uimi! a dearer than 
oneself. -Then- Is that wblidi scatler- 
eth abroad, .vet inrii asetb ; there I.s 
that wdiich ■witiihohletli, yet tendeth to 
[)o\erl.v.^' No woman counts It ouglit 
save blessedness to have a strong and 
tender arm around her in the journey 
of life, or Is less than ready and wil- 
ling to make a home for the man she 
loves. 

Women who arc leaders In the move- 
ment for "the advancement of women," 
complain that althougl! aU women who 
Iind it iirolltable to do so tivall them- 
selves, witli more or less alacrity, of 
the privileges for which the pioneers 
of womeii'.-i emancipation have battled 
and are still b.ittllng. they give their 
i?hanipions only ii lukewarm sujiport, 
if indeed they are not iirone to lling 
stones at them with the crowd until 
the victory bo absolutely nndlsputabic, 
and the pathway safely cleared. For, 
-•iay they, "self-lhtferest Is the dominant 
force which .ipdves "ih^ average human 
uult, and not until that unit sees that 
Its Interests aro best served by co-op- 
oratlon with its follow units can it be 
Induced to lend its niUo of force to 
any movement. Tho Isolation of wo- 
man has made her apathetic to tlie 
common good of her .^e.\ in tho past 
becttu.so her well-being has so entirely 
depended on man. 

It Is a mistake to. .'^peak as if tliat 
dependence wore a thing of the past. 
It Is not, neither Indeed is it (?vcr like- 
ly lo be. "Male and feninlo created lie 
them"; in the scheme of the universe 
tile sexi>s ;ire interdependent, and It is 
impo.slble to do : away with love and 
marriage which makes them one. 

Although very year more women aro 
breaking free iiud entering the arenti 
of economic Independence, yet rt great 
portion of those are pushed forth by 
circumstance, of nc'cessity rather than 
volition, and would gladly return into 
the shelter of deiiiuidence if a favor- 
able and pleasant opportunity to do so 
wei-e afforded them. Also it is to bo 
fairly (luostioned whether many of 
tho.^e whose mental ability reriuires an 
outlet do not feel In their secret souls 
that the>- hiive missed tlnit v.-hlch in 
life is best v. orth having, and that they 
would give up their careers .should the 
right man lift ;l finger. 

i'llse why is it lliat so many of the 
workers themselves, women who sure- 
ly ma\' lie siiiii)osed to have attained 
freedom, still ;ire susceptible to nia.s- 
culiiH! oi)inloii, ami conform to conven- 
tion V Able, free and .successful wo- 
men insist upim the fact that they aro 
the ••ohl-fasbloned type of woman" in 
llie conventional senqe, although [heir 
way of living and their Ideaa of what 
il "womanly woman" may fitly do, are 
such a.-; their grandmothers would 
have lield up their hands at with hor- 
ror. / 

It was a wise woman who said that 
any who would was welcome to the 
rights of woman, so long as she nilglii 
freely enjoy all her privileges. The 
woman ^vvho can stand alone justly 
may be proud of her .strength, but It is 
much to be doubted whether she 
greatly enjoys the exercl.sc of that 
strength: whether .she would not ra- 
ther lean upon or, at most, stand 
shoulder to shoulder with a good man 
and true. Indeed, the .stronger a man 
mentally Is. tho greater Is her delight 
In voluntarily submitting her will to 
the greater .strength of the man whom 
she loves. 

iVtiture, as ;i rule, has made intui 
ph\slciilly taller and stronger than 
woman, which may be tal:eii as proof 
thai she was meant lo look U]) to him 
and lean niion iilm. Custom and habit, 
for a-on upon aeon, liave. taught the 
woman to look up lo the man, and siu' 
rarely is contented unless slie can :is- 
sume what has euine lo be her iKitural 
attitude. 

It caiiol be denied lhal there ;ire not 
nearly eiioiigli men lo go around, man 
for wom;in: statistics clearly ]irove it, 
and ■■lignies cannot lie." All honor lo 
those who liave made life .so much 
easier for tlie su|ierlliious wom.an, who 
h.ave taught her power, iiiul iiitide of 
her an iiiipoitaiit factor In tin- econ- 
(unic work of tin- wiudd. Nonetheless 
tho tact remains that, as Plato taught 
long .ago, the man and woman are 
each a lienilsidiere which has Its coun- 
terpart in tile oi)|iosile sex; the two, 
when united, formim;' a perfect wlade. 
J'lach is iKH'csstiry to Ibc^ oilier, and 
there should lie no talk of deiiendcnce 
or Indeixmdeiieo between man and 
wife. 

A bo.v at a district scluiol gave a.s 
his own original delinitlon of a lius- 
band "A man who marrlc.s a woman to 
lake care of her," and tho idea was 
grcutly to Ills credit. A man ought to 
marry a woman expecting to take care 
of her, and to make that his first duty 
in life. 1 1 or maternal function. Us ex- 
igencies and requirements, constitute 
the .■strongest of claims upon hia man- 
hood, and where that Is .not called Into 
exercise she still requires' protection; 
she is or ought to be necessary to his 
happiness In her niitiiral relation of 
companion, sympathizer, helper and 
consoler. If tho women' need tho men, 
tho men , equally -are, as"' said' Mrs. 
Poyser, "poor creatures without tlio 
women. — Helen Oldfield In" Tncoina 
Ledger.

FOUNDER OF HARVARD 

'^"To the west of tho beauiifuTMoni- 
.morlal Hall, in Cambridge, Massachus- 
etts stands a statue of John Harvard, 
Who gave his name to tho oldest of 
American Universities," writes Lyndon 
'Orr In Munsey'-s Magazine. "The In- 
quiring visitor, who thinks, perhaps, 
that ho i.s gai-.lng upon a likones.s of 
that geatle-nilndcd scholar, .«on 
learns that such is not the case, and 
that the statue Is purely an Ideal one 
from the hand of Daniel C. l''rench. 
In modelling It, the artist .haa<not even 
•so much as an old-time prlpt. or a bit; 
of personal description to 'giildb his 
Jmnd. For, curiously enough, although 
fjohn Harvard's name Is known all over 
ithe world, the man himself I.s iihuost 
?as mythical a personage as Agamem- 
non, or Homer, or 'WllJIam Tell." 
■ This writer continues: Not very long 
ago a reward' of five hundred Uoilars 
was offered for any new 'Information 
about John Harvard. 'English iTocords 
were ransacked. Local traditions were 
earnestly tiought for. Everything w.is 
done to wrest from the.past a shred or 
two of knowledge. 'Yet John Harvard 
still remains a figure shrouded In the 
sort of mystery which, after the la|isc 
of centuries, envelopes lives that were 
in their very nature uneventful. 

The meagre Information that we 
possess comprises at least, some 
points of interest. In tho first iilacc, 
wo know that last year was the three 
hundredth anniversary of John Har- 
vard's birth. His father was one Rob- 
ert Harvard, a butcher at Southwark 
— now a central borough of London, 
but then a riverside suburb. Robert 
Harvard apparently died when his son 
was a little child. The mother married 
twice after her husbtind's detitii, and 
made good' matches ho that slie be- 
came well-lo-do, and sent lier son lo 
Emmanuel College In the University 
of Cambridgi-, -where he remained for 
eight N-ears, taking his h.aciielor's de- 
gree in Itetl and becoming a master 
of arts In IGSri. 

John Harvard turned away from the 
Church of Kngland and became a non- 
conforming minister. It was natnriil 
also, that havln;^ married Ann StuUer, 
the dtuightcr of a clergyman he should, 
with many of his cii'inipanlons emi- 
grate to New England, where in 1C:IT 
ho became assistant pastor of the First 
Church of Cliarlestown, in the colony 
of Mtissachuselts Bay. The young 
minister laiew tliat his health was al- 
readv underniined. and ho secm.s to 
have loolced forward to the early death 
which came to him In the -following 
\car. In making his .will be desired 
to do a lasting service to the colony 
of which he had been made a free-- 
man. Two years before, the General 
Court of Massaehusetta had charter- 
ed a college at what was then called 
Now,iTojvn©,.and.had voted for Its e;'- 
tabllshnjent .the. sum of four hundrt'd 
pounds.! John, Harvard in hl.s well left 
to the. college an equal sum. and al- 
so .his whole library, which contain- 
ed two hundred and sixty volumes. 

At that lime, Jn the American col- 
onies, a library of two hundred and 
si-vty volumes was a noble collection 
of book.s and the sum of four hundred 
pounds was esteemed a munificent 
gift- so the nascent college was niuued 
Harvard college, and the hiimlet oC 
New Towne was called Cambridge, In 
hon.ir of the Kn(,'lish university where 
John Harvard bad been trained. And 
this is all that is really known of tho 
man who founded so gri'Ut a univer- 
sity. 

TRIED RECIPES

,A steady downpour of rain fell all dur- 
ing the playing time and tlie Ik-Id was 
In a fearful condition, big pools of 
water covering almost all of tlie play- 
ing Held and the only ground in sight 
was mlniatui'e islands and these were 
veritable nuid banks. 

The players were soaked to the skin 
early in the game and showed but lit- 
tle spirit to take chances In scoring 
gofils, although at times the play was 
quite ej:cltlng and tho attacking divi- 
sions attempted to penetrate the de- 
fences In what looked to be an effort 
to execute combined play. The soggy

Law to Make Contracts WJiicfi 
Oust Courts Jiirisclictioii / 
is Illegal / 

A bill is DOW under consideration at 
Ottawa, wliich, If passed, will become 
law on Sc])lember 1 of this x'cai', that 
will cause changes to bo miule in bills 
of lading for .vater-borne goods. The 
now act, relating to water-carriage of 
goods provides for punishment of 
shipowners, charterers, agents or mas- 
ters by fine not exceeding $2,000 who 
insert clauses in bills of lading where- 
by it is illegally covenanted that the 
slilj) .or agents aro relieved from lia- 
bility for loss or damage lo goods 
arising from the harmful or lmpro|)er 
condition of the ship's hold, or any 
other part of the ship in wliicli goods 
are carried, or arising from negli- 
gence, fault, or failure in the proper 
loading, stowage, custody, care or de- 
llveiy of goods received by them or 
any of them to be carried In or by 
the ship; or any obligations tof the 
owner or charterer of any ship "to ex- 
ercise due diligence, and to properly 
man, eiiuip, and supply tho ship, to 
make and to Keep the ship seaworthy, 
and 'to malio and keep the ship's hold, 
refrigerating and cool chambers, and 
all other parts of the ship in wiiiuh 
goods are carried, fit and safe for 
their recei>tion, carriage and preser- 
vation, are in any wise lessened 
weakened or avoided; or tlio obliga- 
tions of the nuister, officers, agents 
or servants of .any ship to carefully 
handle and stow goods, and >to care 
for, preserve, and properly deliver 
them, arc in any wise lessened, weak 
cned or avoided. 

It is also provided in the new act 
that all parties to a bill of lading aro 
deemed lo have contracted according 
to laws in force at the place of shl|)- 
nient and any ngi-poment ousting or 
lessening the courts' jurisdiction is 
illegal, and an indictable offense pun- 
ishable by fine not exceeding $2,000 

The bill of lading generally used at 
present, that in use by the C. P. K. 
stoamshiiKservice, has a clause which 
says: *.'I1r Is .pxptessly s-tlpulated that 
tho steamships and the owners there 
of forming the through .llne. &hall not 
be liable for. loss or. damage from 
leakage, rust, heat, breakage-^or na- 
tural decay of goods, ' or damage to 
packages from said causes, or for un' 
avoidable exposure to weather, nor for 
loss or damage from fire or e.vplo 
slons, nor for loss or damage to 
horses, niulos, cattle, or other liv 
stock; and that .'said owncrs; will not 
become liable for any value exceeding 
one hundred dollars upon each of the 
abovc-nnni'ed jjackages, unless valua- 
tion, is declavt.'d and so expressed in 
this bill of lading; .-incl the'y are not 
to bo responsible for gold, silver,

Delay at San Francisco In di.-:ehaig- 
Ing tho French bark Boiieliauip pro\ ed 
costly for, In order to save her wheat 
charter, the Frenchman had to rou 
from the Bay city to Tacoma. This 
cost $X,700, but the bounty-earner ar- 
rived four days before tho charter . x- 
plred. By the terms of her chart i r, 
tlio Bonchamp was to- arrive before 
Sunday. She reached San Francisco 
'January J, but it was not. until Febru- 
ary 10 that the worit of discharging 
lier coal cargo began.

Every effort Is to be made by the 
government to hurry on tlie hearing 
of the appeal by the full court, but 
owing to the fact that all the members 
of the supi'eme court bench .-ire. now 
exceedingly busy it is Iniin-obable" that 
the Natal act question can be argued 
before the sitting of the court in Van- 
couver on April 7. 

Tonight or tomorrow some hundred 
and eighty Hindus are expected to 
reach Vancouver from Esqulmalt, 
whore they were debarked from the 
c, P. R. steamship Monteagle some 
time ago because of the presence of 
smallpox on- that vessel ■ when she 
reached this coast from the Orient, 
No Natal act bars tho entrance of these 
men to this province, and the only ob- 
stacle in the way of their enjoying 
perfect freedom lierc is the order-in- 
council passed some weeks ago by tho 
Dominion government reaulrln.g all 
Immigrants to come direct from the 
land of their birth or citizenship. Tho 
Hindus who arriv(?d on the Afonleagle 
all reached Hongkong direct from Cal- 
cutta, being transshipped ut the former 
port to the steamer boimd for Van- 
couver. To prove that they came di- 
rect from India to Vancouver tlie 
Hindus possess orders from the C. P. 
n. agents at Calcutta on the agent.'; at 
Hongkong calling for trans-l'acllic 
transportation. 

Despite the fact that in previous in- 
stances of an exactly similar icind 
Hindus have been admitted by the Do- 
minion olUclals the fedcr;il authorities 
now intend to question the claim of 
the turbanned men to ha\'ing made 
continuous passage. Tho result nuiy 
bii another cl.ash in tho court, with tho 
Hindus as aggressors and tho federal 
govcrmncnt on the def>,>n.slve. The 
goverhniont contends that tho order 
from the Calcutta agenl.s is not posi- 
tive identification of tho men present- 
ing it here — that tho order mi.ght have 
been transferred, say at Hongkong — 
and an atlcmi)t will be made to place 
the burden of proof of identification 
on the Hindus and on the C. P. R. 

What proof tiip Individual Hindus 
could possibly adduce to satisfy tho 
oificials that the order was held In a 
bona lido manner Is still a question. 
It appears that the best they can do 
in that direction is to 'malco oath. 

So far as the C. P. R, is concerned 
it does not Intend to accept the claim 
that tho onus of proof is upon it. It 
was announced today by a prominent 
oilicial of the company that it will 
contend that it la merely a carrier of 
these people — that when they bUy 
tickets in Calcutta for Vancouver they 
are entitled to tranRportatlon, and it 
docs not devolve upon the company to 
establish their identification before 
immigration ofllclals at this pdrt. It 
Is understood that If tho government 
presses the point as against the rail- 
way the matter will be fought out in 
the courts.

nut in view of the contention of the 
licaii'malt Water Works Co. that the 
city h:id not tho right to tho' Gold- 
water which was virtually non-exist- 
ent at tho time of the 1873 Act, and 
tliat it had been created by the e:{pen- 
dlture of • ^he Esquimau Co's money, 
which facts ara set forth in the Privy 
CouncH's decision handed down 31st 
July, 1907, by I^ord I^obertson, LoiU 
Collins, Sir Arthur Wilson and Sir .\1- 
fred Wills, as follows: 

"Coldstream Paver took its origin in 
IhS'i, iUid before any works were exe- 
cuted by till- .\ppellants, in ii series of 
swanip.s rather than lakes.

( fleet of whicli is to add several hun- 
dred acri's to the natural storage capa- 
cities The\ have also bought the land 
oil both sidi-s of the river forming the 
w.iterslied. h.-ive i-onstructed an arti- 
llilal channel more than a mile long 
and laid down -a piiie about half a mile 
long to carry the waters to a reser- 
voir which they have made. From thl.4 
reservoir thoy have laid down another 
pipe about a mile long, and have ex- 
pended upon these works several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

"Tho.se works would appear to have 
lieen necesary in some considerable 
measure In conseciucnce of the ,,bllga- 
tlon Imposd upon them by Section ID 
of their Act of ISKi; to supply within 
15 months after notice, If required, a,- 
000,000 gallons per day to the City of 
Victoria. No doubt llie Appellants 
hoped also to have an Increasing 
demand for water In l;;sMulmalt liself 
and the. r. niusola. but tliesc expecta- 
tions if thev .xisted, have not been

EMBASSY OF JAPAN 

IVlagnificent Building in Paris Which 
Japanese Art and Handicraft 
Have Furnished 

There was :i double interest In tlio 
opening of the magnlliccnt Japanese 
Hmbassy in Paris the other dav. There 
was a iiolltlcal Interest because tb.e 
event celebr.ited in a way the promo- 
tion to .Ambassadorial rank of the 
former legation. Tliere was an artis- 
tic interest because It had plea.sed .Al. 
K'lirino lo collect in 'this handsome 
building, 7 -Avenue Moche, some of 
the most beautiful specimens of mo- 
dern and .■incieiit Japanese handicraft. 

The building is three stories only. 
f>n the third Moor are the ofllces of 
the embassy and the private apart- 
ments, furnished Uirou.-jhout in tho 
]':uroi)ean style. On the second lloor 
are the vast reception rooms, the 
.^cene or this woei^'s ceremony. The de- 
coration of the live rooms on this lloor 
presented a singular dllllcult\-. as it 
was necessary tiiat the general ar- 
rangement and the :Iisposliiou and 
form of the furniture and furnishings 
brought from Japan be appropriate to 
European customs and habits. At the 
same time an <?ffort was to bo made 
to give tho general aspect a purely 
Japanese effect, M. Kurlno has shown 
that in the art of compromise his 
Japanese decorators and cabinet mak- 
ers are quite on a par with Japanese 
diplomats. 

After the visitor has ascended tho 
broad stairway In white stone leading 
to tho first lloor, he enters what is 
called the armorial hall, the decora- 
tion ot whieli consists solely of anll- 
(iue military .symbols from Japan. 
Over the green silk hangings wliicli 
co\-cr the walls of this room runs :i 
frieze of very p.-iii' pink silk, embroid- 
ered from one end lo the other with 
the arms of all the gre:it military 
families ot old Jaiian. The windows 
are screened with silk curtains, the. 
s^ nibollc design of which, while over 
green, recalls tlie antique portieres In 
till- houses of great war chiefs. The 
ceiling Is oi-naiiii-nled witli a dragon, 
and e\-en Ihe el,-ctrle lamps attached 
to Ihe wall :u'e modelled In Hie form 
of tlie conical Iannis of spill lianilioo 
\',iiicli are hung before the 
• lapaiiese eainps. Low wardrobf 
coii\'i'\ doors, decorated richly 
.'■ilkeii knots, r(-)iroibice the l\ 
furniture used li\- the old .laiKiie 
sloring llieir arms. 

'I'lie ironwork on the door 
a eojiy of tliat used In feudal lionse- 
holils. There are a few antique kake- 
mono.-; luiiig about llie walls, and liere 
and there on Hie tables .■iiid ward- 
robes are old br.iiizes, aniique gongs, 
and sabi'es of the rarest workman- 
ship, 'rhroiighoul this lloor there Is 
not a plec- ol' furniture, or a piece of 
sill;, or a curtain, or aiiylliing else 
that has not lioim sent direct from 
,)ap,an. The only tiling on lhi> whole 
lloor wliieli did not come from .lapiin 
are the electric lamps, and these were 
made in Pai'is on Japanese models. 

Next to tills ariiiorlal liiill Is tie 
state dining room, wliorc tho jirlnelilal 
docoratlvo motif Is the maple leaf, 
which changes Its color with the sea- 
sons. First tho visitor sees the green 
leaf embroidered on the •srcen silk 
which covers the wallsi Then a little 
further on tho green leaves are ming- 
led with thOBO which the frost has al- 
ready- touched. About tho flroplace 
there la a mass of green and crimson 
foliage- wonderfully- striking, but per- 
fect In Its harmony. Tills iminense 
room Is furnished with choirs uphol- 
stered in deerskin .ipotted with wiiitc 
Tho ceiling is bo.xed off with carved 
rafters, in each spaco against a light 
background are Incrustratlons of fan- 
tastic biidH. From :Vurlous points In 
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15c Per Box 



glass. The. central chandelier - com- 
prises six of theso ^lanterns, grouped 
about a riclily sculptured bronze. 
AVhen these lanterns are lighted tho 
effect Is enchanting. 

"There are three other principal 
rooms on the floor — The Ladies' Sa- 
lon, the Chryaahlhemum;;Saloni ■ and 
the Bamboo Salon. The, first, of these 
is completely hiing in plrik silk,- em- 
broidered with white, . The ,f urhlttire I3 
iipholsterea In light green.' The marble 
fireplace Is richly garnished with 
blacic, green, silver, and glided bronze, 
These little bronzes are reproductions 
of all the nuisical instritments lised in 
old Jiipan. Ail tiie woodwork in tlio 
room is white, but of a iieculinr v/hlte, 
threaded with black. Tlie .Tapanese 
obtain this effect by covering tlio 
wood of the furnltiiro with a paste of 
cruslied oggsliell, which Is tlien lac- 
quered. 'J"lie.;;e are sevc'ral glass cibl- 
nels in the room filled with porcelain 
statuettes of women, exfiuisite in their 
workmanship, .md there Is also ,1 
screen 'witli ti bas-relief in black and 
wlilte silk, representing a winter 
landscape. 

The chrysantliemuni is tho flower oC 
tiio Mikado. To it is consecrated tho 
".Salon d'Honneur" of the embassy. 
Here it is seen everywhere and in 



every iorm — In tho . electrical lamps. 
In the crystal doorknobs. In tho wood 
of the furnlt'ur«. -flvoti In t}je panels of 
tho coal box.. Chrysanthemums of ey- 
e-ry description, but all "harmonious, 
are also embroidered in the silk which 
cover.ts tlie wall, in tho curtains and in 
the upholstery. 

The ijamboo room Is otiually beauti- 
ful. Tiiero are three lucky trees in 
Jap.an, the bamboo, the pine, and the 
plum tree. Mr. Kurlno wished to 
honor at least one of these. in, the.new 
embassy. Just as the -chrysanth^muni 
gives a prevailing note to ' the Salon 
d'Honneur, here, everything, suggest.s 
tlic bamboo — even the slllt; that covers 
the walls, of tender green.' 

It would rotiuire almost an entire 
volume to describe in detail the fur- 
niture and art objects which transr 
form this Paris residence Into a per- 
manent exhibition of Japanesi*. . ..Each 
piece is unlaue and perfect .of. Its 
idnd. The wealth repreaented by such 
a. collection Is almost incaltuilable.

come to utilize it as a terminal point, but it 
■i^ttst-^^ be said that 'the views of such are en- 
dorsed by the opinion of independent buti 
nevertheless competent observers. He would 
'be bold who would take the position that such 
hopeful expectations arc not justified,_in the 
face of the evidence that the solution ol many 
transportation problems is now engaging the 
attention of several of the big railway com- 
jjanics Aviio are turning their eyes towards 
Vancouver Island. But ])e that as it may, it 
will pro^'c of general interest at tliis time to 
reproduce a very interesting article dealing 
with that section of the island which appears 
in the March number of the ^\'cstern Field, 
from the pen of F. M. Kelly. It is as follows: 
. •'' One becomes enamored of Quatsino, has 
^no alternative. Outside of British Columbia, 
how many people have heard of it? But few. 
Of provincial residents, how many have visited 
it? Less than the few. Off the beaten track 
it is, yet on'y twelve dollars' worth of distance 
from ^^icto^ia. True, it takes three daj's to get 
there, but from the captain down the offi- 
cials of the Tees, are splendid folk, and do 
their very best to make the trip enjoyable. For 
natural beauties the route is imcxcclled, there 
being an ever-changing panorama from dawn 
till- dark. Why, as the vessel emerges from 
•Kyuquot Sound on a clear summer evening, it 
is alone, worth the money to see th'e sun drop 
iinVo^the' great ocean to the westward of Cape 
•Gdokr,- which. looms lazily, a mass of soft blend- 
;ipg; colore, thi^ 

>f Early next morning you * will wake up in 
'Quatsino Sound, very Jikcl}-- at Winter flarr 
^'bor. As the boat leaves her floating dock there, 
you will if wise get up, for the settlement is 
twenty miles away, and you are about to be 
borne along a Avaterway, destined at some fut- 
ure time to be a great factor in the commerce 
of the world. Just now you will sec no evi- 
dence of any move being made to make it so, 
but it will appeal to you as a great possibility 
nevertheless, and you will ask yourself why it 
has been so long neglected. The navies of the 
world could, ill truth, float on this vast shel- 
tered sound, and ^-et you will not anywhere see 
the dirty white sail of a fishing boat, not even 
the rough-cut wing of a native canoe. The 
picture is as it was centuries ago, and so it is 
good- to look upon. 

On Quatsino Sound there arc no awe- 
inspiring mountains covered w-ith perpetual 
snow and ice, the hills arc timbered from wa- 
ter's edge to their very summits, but you Icnow 
that through the vallcyS between (hem wind 
silvery rivers, and that there must be almost 
A'irgin lakes .behind them. These arc where the 
trout have not as yet been wooed with an arti- 
ficial lure, where the angler can pass a little 
time and be supremely happy. And as you 
stand there on the bridge of the steamer, with 
the Avine of the morning air working through 
your veins, if you have but the smallest germs 
of the wild in your blood, they must gather 
strength and multiply rapidly, and you will 
crave for nothing else than to be miles away 
ill the heart of the great woods. But the blood 
of the Iiunter. he -who remembers many da)'S 
spent where the wild tilings roam, how does it 
lea]:) as his eyes take in the A'ista of the rolling 
hills? f low will bis heart beat when the black- 
tail goes crashing away from before him on 
the morrow, when tlic gaunt timljcr wolf lifts 
its A'oice to the black night, when he meets 
bruin front to front in the berry swamp or a 
little later by the salmon ])ool? And how, oh,' 
how will that same heart of his jump when he 
comes on the wapiti bull, superb in its bear- 
ing, the most magnificent of our wild crea- 
tures, the monarch of our island forests. 

Along the wooded ways wc let our 
thoughts wander as the vessel plowed along. 
My friend and I grew to forget that a com- 
mercialism existed, and which would eventual- 
ly reach out and change the work of nature. 
AVe almost wished that it could not be so, 
that tlic vast Avoods Avould be always for the 
people and that the denizens of the wild would 
ever have a sanctuary there. Our drcains were 
shattered wlieji the siren shrieked its greeting 
to the folk of (he settlenicnt ;ind bade us jirc- 
pare to disembark. 

vSituatecl near the Narrows, on the northern 
shore of the soiuicl, is (he sc(tIonicn(, about 
twenty families. Nearby, in the llecatc Cove, 
is an Indian village, a remnant of a once 
strong tribe, now fast succumbing to the civili- 
siation of the white man. Possibly "a hundred 
sotils, white and red, dwell on the shores of 
Quatsino Sound, Avhich, Avilli its liirec arms,' 
West, Rupert and Southeast, follows the brok- 
en line of the land for more tl;an a hundred 
and thirty miles. 

We followed this shore line by ca.sy stages 
in a dug-out. When avc grew tired of pad- 
dling wc would make camp; when avc grcw; 
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tired of the big water wis ,woi}^d' take several 
day excursions through- the timber, often; ex- 
ploring some little river to its source, which 
would generally be a beautiful mountain lake, 

sparkling in a rich setting of many greens. 

We found that the Avaters, salt and fresh, 
teemed ^witli fi.sli ; that the forests sheltered 
much game. Often we beheld deer swimming 
in the Avater, and one "day I counted no less 
than eighty of the pretty creatures on the 
south shore of the West Arm as we paddled 
by. It was no sport to shoot them, the killing 
Avas too easy, and we had plenty of provisions. 
Here is another incident, illustrati^ig how nu- 
merous the deer arc. We camped one night 
in a small deserted cabin on Limestone Island. 
It had been raining jiart of the day, and we 
Avere glad to reach such good shelter about 
four in the afternoon. We made a big fire, 
and by dusk were pretty well dried out. As we 
had lieen making considerable noise, sjilitling 
Avood and so on, 1 did not expect to see aiij'- 
thing out of the ordinary when I stepped out- 
side the cabin door to see Avhat the sky pro- 



tide is an 'exc^tiri^'expdrience.JA^ great body of 
water, poiirsylictween the -limcstone walls,, and 
Avhen running' strong there are many Avhirl- 
pools to watch. Many other things of interest 
there Avere, too. Wc learned the Indian story 
of the natural arch. Close by this arch is the 
site of an old village, Avhicli was Aviped out in 
years past by a marauding tribe from the east 
coast. As the story of the arch goes, however, 
it seems that ages ago an ;ittack by a hostile 
band Avas planned against the village. Having 
.overheard the plottings of the would-be des- 
troyers, a good spirit decided to warn the peo- 
ple of the village to be, on the alert. From the 
mountains behind the head of the West Arm 
it flew, and rushing down with the Avind did 
not stop to circle around the projecting stone, 
but Avent right through it, so gr*at was its zeal 
to deliver the warning. JustJn \ime, too, for 
shortly after the hostile warriors Avere seen ap- 
l)roaching, but finding that their plans Avere 
known they abandoned the premeditated as- 
sault and paddled back ' from whence they 
came. i ,. 



THE FERTILE COWICHAN DISTRICT 

Cowichan Valley, situated about 40 miles 
from Victoria, is one of the most beatjtiful and 
fertile spots on the American continent. Co>Y- 
ichan, including the districts of Comiaken, 
Ouamichan, Sbmeho's, Sahtlam,' Seymour and 
Shawnigan, is a flourishing settlement. , 

The soil is of peculiar richness, being 
strongly impregnated with carbonate of lime, 
Avith usually a deptli of two to three feet and a 
subsoil of blue clay and gravel. The soil is 
suited to all kindsvr-of crops, but is particularly 
adapted to fruit, Avhich grows in great abund- 
ance and of excellent quality and flavor. The 
roads throughout the district are the best on 
Vancouver Island, where bad roads are almost 
unknoAvn, thanks to the efforts of the local, 
municipal council. Very little wheat is gi-own, 
the area under cultivation being too limited, 
but oats arc a principal crop, yielding 60 bush- 
els to the acre. I'eas produce between 30 and 
40 bushels per acre, potatoes froiii 400 to 600 
bushels, hay from two to three tons. Apples, 
pears, plums, cherries, and small fruits give/

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mised for the following day. To my surprise, 
however, I counted six deer witjiin fifteen 
yards of Avhere I stood. 'I'hey looked at me, 
did not appear at all surprised to s^ec me, and 
did not make a mo\-e until I started (oward 
them. Then they bolted and from the crashes 
in the brush I knew that there had been c|uitc a 
few more in the immediate neighborhood. 
Plentiful as the deer were, though, it was no 
easy matter to get within camera range. Many 
times I tried it, and failed. When at length I 
succeeded in getting the animals close enough 
to snap the shutter, the results were not so 
good as I wished for. Such is the fortune of 
hunting with a camera, however. 

Occasionally, Avhile in the timber, we wouKI 
for a brief moment only catch sight of a lithe 

gray-colorcfl beast slinking away. Nothing else 
i)ul a timber wolf, ^he destroyer of countless 
deer. Kverywhere avc beheld their tracks and 
it Avould be hard to compute the damage they 
yearly do. IJear arc very ntuiicrous and we 
saw much elk sign, but only on two occasions 
did wc get in contact Avilh a herd. Patient 
as 1 then tried to be, it was iini)ossible for me 
to get close I'lmugh to shoot them Avith (he 
camera, but felt ;miply repaid for the privilege 
of (jbscrving tliein for a short period at close 
range. 

l''rom what I could gather Avhilc in Quat- 
sino district, (he elk are getting veiy scarce. 
The settlers attrit)atc th.e depletion of the herds 
to (he Indians, who, so (hey statc>, Avill lie in 
wait for the herds to conic down on the 
beaches, and then shoot as long-aSiUny r^iiain 
in range. One Indian, so they informed nic, 
v/as particularly active in: this practice,. They 
named' himj too, and statW he openly boasted 
of having slaughtered six fine -elk only last 
spring. Jle made no use of them Avhatever, 
they Avcre left to rot where they fell. ,So the 
game vanishes, and so the count ly gets no re- 
turn from Aviiat could l)c made a most valuable 
asset.

Sheep raising is carried on to a 
considerable extent, a ready market for sheep 
and lambs being found at Victoria, Ladysniith 
and Nanaimo. Hogs pay well and thrive, and 
poultry give good returns, the prices of eggs 
and fowls being always high. 

The first point of interest after leaving Vic- 
toria is Shawnigan Lake, a beautiful sheet of 
w-atcr, surrounded by rugged hills and d?ep ra- 
vines, where d.ashing streams and bal.hling 
brooks (unibie and toss over boul.ler and fall.i 
to join in <he cliorus of the lappiu.j waiers on 
(he beautiful sh-j. ts of the lake, Aviiere are situ- 
ated two of the finest tourist hotels on the 
Island — the Strathcona and ShaAvnigan Lake. 
This is a favorite summer resort for pleasurc- 
V seekers and during the season the corridors of 
^the hotels are filled to overfloAving, and tents 
can be seen upon the beach in many directions. 
It is a delightful place. 

Three miles further on along the E. & N. 
raihvay Cobble Hill is reached, Avhere a linst 
class hotel — (he Cobble Hill — is situated, also 
a general store, in the heart of one of the, finest 
game resorts of Vancouver Island. Deer, 
bear, panther and kindred wild game affords 
the hunter ample excitement on the higher 
areas, while in the lowlands the Avily grouse 
and pheasant provide good sport. 

At Cowichan Station the country becomes 
more open, the land in the vicinity being suit- 
able for farming, sheep-raising, and the groAV- 
iug of fruit. Cowichan Station is the starting 
point for the ICing Solomon mines, and is just 
two miles from the famous fishing and hunt- 
ing resort at Cowichan Bay. A hotel, general 
store and postofficc are maintained at this 
point, and conveyances can be obtained by any- 
one desirous of traveling through the,; surround- 
ing district. • . . . , • 

CoAvichan Bay is the ideal resort of the 
disciple of I.saac, Vvho, not content with a bas- 
ket of "speckled beauties," Avhicli can be ob- 
taincfl in any of the smaller streams of the 
district, longs for a try at the "big fellows." 
'J'he waters of this glorious inlet of t!ie ocean 
abound witli salmon from July to November, 



and the trolling during this period is unsur- 
passed. Duck and grouse rshooting alsp afford 
excellent sport in th& fall of " the year," The 
Cowichan Bay hotel, an up-to-date and first y. 
class hostelry, is situated on the shore 6f thc'v 
bay, and visitors to this resort will find^all con- 
A'cniences at hand, such as fishing tackle, motor 
boats, sail, rowboats, etc. 

Duncan is an English Western settlement,^ 
and is the leading town in the district. It is 
forty miles from Victoria. In the Cowichan 
Valley are some of the finest and best cultivat- 
ed farms that exist in British Columbia. This 
city is beautifully and delightfully located. In 
the Cowichan Valley are some of the most ex- 
quisite scenes that man cdtild desire, where 
amidst evergreen trees the placid and lazy 
Avaters of the pretty river floAV down Avith 
glassy surface to the nearby ocean. Through- 
out the river's length abundant trout are found. 

In this district is located the Mt, Sicker 
mining district, which is Avidely known for the 
Tyce mine, Avhich has ])roven a successful min- 
ing properly of copi)er carr^'ing gold. Adjoin- 
ing this claim is the Richard Hi., which is ship- 
ping ore to the Tyee smelter at Ladysniith, and- 
is promising large profits to its shareholders.:' 
The Vancouver Island Development .company-, 
is also operating in this district; -^nd upon; nu- 
merous other claims assessment work is being 
done. Coal in this vicinity is abunijant; . } . 

Duncan is a lively and progressive place. 
During the past year considerable building has 
been going on, and in the year to come much 
is expected. The place is the court-holding 
centre of the district, and supports excellent 
graded schools. The ncAvspaper of the valley 
is "The Cowichan Leader," edited and pub- 
lished by Martin Smith. To the publisher of 
this paper the Avriter is indebted for seA-^cral of 
the attractive illustrations' of .the v.Gowichan 
valley. ] ■ 

The commodious and excellent hotels of the 
town arc a source of pride to the citizens. The 
Quamichan hotel, a fine large structure with 
v/ide, capacious porch: sitrrpuiiding it .and a 
■libnielik!e..:air; within, riialc^Ut'^yieasant place 
at -which tovstop. ^-fci-^-^,-'. 

The • Aiderlea ..-Kbtel, situated^ on high 
ground, commands an excellent Adew of the " 
town and surrounding country. 

Duncan has a good waterworks system, 
and inan3j , of the farm houses in. the district 
have Avater laid-^on f roin :tffe;,numerous springis 
and creeks. • ' ^ ^, . 

Somenos and QuaiftiichahTiakes, lyirig one ■ 
and two miles respectively from the tOAvn, are 
faA'orite resorts for trout fishers, Avhile Coav- 
ichan Lake lies 22 miles distant, and can be^ ■ 
reached by stage coach controlled by Mr. H.' 
Kcast, Avho operates one of the most up-to-date 
liA'cry stables to be seen an3^Avhere. 

Crofton, situated on Osborne bay, about 40 
miles north of Victoria, is the site of a large 
copper smelting plant, oAvned and operated by 
the Britannia Mining company. A narroAV 
guage railway connects the tOAvn Avith the 
■Mount Sicker mines, and a stage line runs to 
Duncans. Crofton has two good hotels, and 
several general stores and other business -^Sr.;: 
tablishments. -Like all the towns aloiig thcv. 
line of the E. & N. raihvay, it 19 connected by 
telephoriie with Nanaimo and Victoria. 

Chemainus, a good farming district^,. very - 
heaA'ily timbered, with soil and other ^^cpndir' 
tions almost identical v^^ith Cowithan, 'is the 
seat of a great lumbering industry."" The njill 
of the 'Victoria Lumbering & Manufacturing' 
company, Avith a daily capacity of 500,000 feet 
of lumber, is situated here and, Avith the conir- 
pany's logging railway and lumber camps,, 
gives employment to a large number of men. - 
Chemainus has a well-equipped hosp'tal and 
good hotels. 

The beautiful and fertile district of Coav- 
iclian is situated on the southeast coast of Van- 
couver Island. It is connected by rail Avith 
Victoria and Nanaimo, being thirty-five miles 
from each city. The C. P. R. company have a 
dail}' train service, so that the district might 
soon become the suburban country residential 
part of Victoria and Nanaimo. 

The railroad company run summer sub- 
urban trains daily to ShaAvnigan Lake, in this 
district. Cowichan has also a splendid shel- 
tered bay or harbor, where steamers and other 
ships ply their trade. ' ■

It la apmexvhat 
difficult to explain Avhy this should 
be so, for he Is constitutionally 
nioi'o logical than a woman, but once ho becomes In- 
terested in tho germ theory of diseases n panic 
sel'/es him, and he consumes with avidity every 
treatise on morbid anatomy that he can lay hands 
on. In everv glass of milk he sees, as it were, a 
r.illlion or so lerriblc monsters awaiting a chanco to 
"i'in an entrance to his sacred Ixnly, and there to 
<lial)o!icailv shorten the term of Ids usefulness In 
lliis mumianc snhore. Common sense lor the time 
l)eiMS lie throws to tlie wind. And he inflicts on all 
iind snndrv wlio are im|-ortunato enough to como In 
enntaot with him profound tlicortes. on storlUzing 
q)roce.sses. -Ml tho modern conveniences that tend 
to make lite so comfortalile are, according to him, 
full of faults, hot baths oiien the pores of the skin 
too much, cold baths close them too much, carpets 
and wall papers arc veritable breeding places of bac- 
l.Tia ami tlie fumes of a gas stovo will undoubtedly 
turn our hair red! Once upon a lime In poUie so- 
clet.v it was considered l)ad form to discuss personal 
ailnients. It is now, however, evidently thought to 
be in norfcctiv good taste to describe the condition 
of one's liver "at lunelieou parties, to exchange notes 
with one'.'J neigliiioi- at tlie dinner table on the va- 
garies of one's digestive apparatus, and to relate 
on.^'s exixMiences, upcralive or otherwise, of ones pet 
;-iUBtjun between tlie acts of the last new play. "Wo 
live" altogctlier loo complex an existence," says the 
health faddi.-ts, "let us go back to the "Simple Life." 
and (.forthwilli we are immdated with elaborate in- 
structions for attaining tills ideal state. Undoubted- 
ly some of tlic theories of health reformers are 
(•xcellcnt. It is perfectly true that we are over- 
clvllized, that our social environment Is too artiflcial, 
that we eat and drink too much, and that we are 
too greatly given to the acquirement of wealth, ease, 
and luxury at the expense of our finer and nobler 
(lualities; but whether the methods advocated by 
some of our most enthusiastic apostles of reform are 
going to place us on the right road to recovery is a 
cpiestion which is at least open to discussion. Un- 
fortunately so many of those advocates of the Slnijple 
Life make existence wearisome and burdensome. 
Kvery luomeiit of time which can be spared from 
the ordiiuivy business of life .seems to bo given — not 
to relaxation — but to the consideration of food values, 
of mental eonditituis, of methods of recreation, which 
will not simply amuse but will expand the nerve 
forces, devcloj) the muscles, increase the height, and 
generally promote a Utoiiian pln-sical and mental 
perfection. How many bites one should take at an 
apple how mucli mastication should Ijc devoted to a 
monkey-nut cutlet, are points to the settling of 
which so much earnest thought and discussion are 
essontial ami so much activity necessitaUHl that there 
is little tijne and no inclination left for the more 
•'frivols" of life. One longs sometimes to get away 
from the endless talk on methods and means of riglit 
living, and to forget that one has a body which 
needs such an eternal amount of consideration. Thi^ 
wonder I.k that our gren t-graudfathers ever managed 
to reacli tlie ripe old age that so many of tiiem seem 
to Iiavo attained, judging l)y the inscriptions on an- 
cient tombstones. I remember one in Cambridge, on 
which w:is inscribed. "In loving memory of Sarali 
Jones, who died of grief, aged 09." Nothing to do. 
you sec, with germs of microbes. Some people main- 
tain that all cooking processes arc detrimental to 
health, ;ind that an uncooked diet is the only whole- 
some one. And others that the "no breaK-fast" plan, 
and fre(iiipnt fastings for long iierlods. can alone 
miiintaiu a s.Tlubrious condition physically or men- 
tally. Some unfortunate persons have the hygienic 
disease so badly and in such a virulent form thiit 
their brains become over-balanced on the subject of 
fresh air. The "fresh air lieiid" runs the subject of 
ventilation to death, and insists on the wide-open 
railway carriage window even In a blinding snow- 
storm oi- a thick fog, insisting that fellow-tra- 
vel lci-s who ma.\- be suffering from neuralgia, or 
toothache, or bronchial alTections, can only lieiielit 
by such drastic measures. Oh, why can't those ex- 
tremists ren;'>mber that there is a happy medium in 
ail things? 



HOME LIFE 

The danger that alms at the ver.\- foundation of 
home life Is the woman who h;is no home duties. 
She will then vi'ry soon cease to liiive many home 
interests. Many ]>i'op]e arc .-int to fancy that \)v.- 
cause a v.-oman is highly cultured, lakes a l;een nnd 
enlightr-ucd interest in nil questioii.s of the ilay. and 
lakes her iiart in the various movements that are 
going on In the great world around her, she must 
and does lose :i!l interest and liking lor liome duties. 
But this idea is ijuite .-i mlst.aken one. for it is a well- 
known fact that nian\- of our most t.ilented women 
iiave been .at the s;inie time the most domesticated. 
And by this word we do not nieiiii une wliosi; sole 
conversation is the ri'al or imagiiuuy iiiUinities of 
lier Borvants, and whose thouglits havi> no wider 
range than the nurserj-. '"I'o .suckle fooh: .-iud to 
I'hronlcle small hcer" is to live n nari-ow self centred 
life, which is certainly not condui ive to the wi.se 
ordering of a houseliold ami the comfort and happi- 
ness of Its inmates. Xo one would in the )H-esent 
day wish a woman to be a mere "haus frau," with 
no other interests in life than housework. Huch a 
desire has illed, or at any rale Is dying fasT, a na- 
tural death. Life is opening cjut wider roads and 
now vistas for women. 'I'lie doors th.at lead into tlie 
grealei world outside the lioaie are no longer care- 
fully closed against her, and this Is as it should be; 
but at the same time all llio.-e who have her true 
welfare at heart would regret to see her drift away 
from her home duties. It Is somewhat the fashion 
nowadays with some p<>ople, though fortunately not 
with the majority, to .■-iieak' in slighting tones or 
home and home duties, as If n home meant merely 
four walls. Such talk as this Is a sort of pose witli 
the speakers, and shows evidence of ,1 very narrow 
mental outloolc. They are trying, though perhaps 
unwittingly, to lower wanianliond from the high 
position Nature Intended it to fill, for does not tho 
future of our race, a race that Is iieopling tho vast 
continents beyond the seas:, lie In the hands of wo- 
men, nnd does not the moulding of their character 
licgin in the home'.' It Is no doubt a very trito say- 
ing that "Home Is the vvonian's Kingdom," but it Is 
one she should ever bear in mind, and prove tlio 
truth of by making llm diilirg connected' with It r. 
jiurt of the rightful hcritai,',' which she means to 
iteep 111 luu- ouii hands-, .and not delegate to tho call 
iif a, hireling. . .\!1 thosi'. who have a personal know- 
ledge of our poorer countrywomen, know how tbey 
hivi- and cling to their home, however small It may 
bo. Yes! .and they know, too. how many poor souls 
will work their lingers to the hone and almost Starve 
; • themselves to death, "just to keep tho home to- 
gollier, A woman must liave fallen low Indeed — in- 
deed, must have touched the lowest depth of despair 
— when she gives up tlii.s hope. Is it not pathetic tho 
;;,i;-dread tho old have that some day they may' be 
< .^Ifobllgcd to leave tho lionie for the "house;" as they 
','\ designate that last refuge of tho dBstltuto, tho worlc- 
house. Whoever heard man, woman or child speak 
of It as home? Na, the poor, moan room which was 
their own was liomo— tlie other is only tho house 
Does It not seoin ^both foolish and wrong to do nuglit 
•to lesson tills love of, homo among our people? Bq 
they rich or poor,, of 'high rank, or 'lowly station, It Is 
a lovo that shoiild' bo fostered and encouraged. Too 
tnuoh Is talked about.tho woiTleB of wives and tho 
dIfflcuUles' of 'Bervants and ' housekeeping. if loss 
tverd said, less would bo thoiifejht about thorn, for tlio

CHOPS AND MUTTON CUTLETS 

The average chop, IoukIi, clilllcd and greasy, is 
one of the most unai>iietl;-:ing things in existence, 
and by no means as nourishing as many economl- 
cally-miiided iieople would suppose; but Chops well 
cooked arc <|Uite another thing. 

Try these recipes, and see tho difference: 
"f.'liops agaliil" Tills forlorn cry goes up with 
wearying p(-rslstency from thosi; looked after by 
landladies, and not infreiiuentl\- from the young 
husband, wiiose inexperienced bride, with the "idain 
cook," cannot yet grasp the meaning or the value of 
variety. 

Chops raw, chops black, chops tough, chops 
chilled and greasy! Who lias not met them In all 
these unappetizing stages? 

And it is so aggravating when liousewlves re- 
mark In tones full of conscious vlrtud: "Oh, a iilain 
chop is all I require!" or, "No extravagance on my 
table; a dish of chops is good enough for us!" i 
have no doubt It Is: So it would be for most people. 
If well cooked and served occasionally! 

But these deluded ones imagine that chops — loin 
chops, with all their bono and superfluous fot, and 
tough underflap, are economical! Quite tho rcn-or.so, 
and not only from the above-mentioned drawbacks, 
but also because meat served dry, with, perhaps, u 
potato, does not form nearly such a nourishing meal, 
nor yet go half 30 far, as if preiiarial with vegetables 
and a good gravy. 

Here are some good recipes, showing the possibil- 
ities of loin or neck chops 

IVIutton Cutlets 
These are always popular. you cannot go far 
wnuig It you offer a 'man a dl8h,of well-cooked 

cutlets. 

Ue(iuired: One umind and n half of the best end 
of till' nick of mutton, two tcnspoonfuls of clioppcd 

parsley, wliite I'minlis, one egg. 

Method: Cut the neck into neat small cutlets, 
trim olf s(Uiie of the fat, leaving mily a tliin rim. 

licit up tiie egg and mix the lluely chopped 
jjarslev with It. 

Hrush over each cutlet With the egg, and cover 
it with line crmnbs. 

Ihn-e ri.'ady a shallow frying pan of frj'lng fat, 
l)Ut ill tlie caillels and fry Ihiuii to a golden lirown. 

.\i-ran;;e tlii.-m on a circle of niiished potatoes, put 
a dalut\- little cutlet frill 01} the bone of each. 

.Ser\e them with some tomato, onion, or mush- 
room sauce. 

Mutton Cutlet a l.i Bordeaux 
This is a more el.ihorale waj- of serving mutton 

cutlets. 

Keiiiiired: .Million cutlets as above, 
four large mushrooms, two hard-boiled eggs, halt 
.1 pint el tomato sauce. 

.Method: Prepare and cook the cutlets as already 

desciahcd. 

Cut llii' eggs in sippet sliapes, Ilko those of an 
or.ange; peel and iiuarter the mushroom's, and frv 
them until tender je. a little butter. 

.\rrange ilie cutlets In :i circle on a hot dish 
with the bones all pidntlng u|)wards, place the 
mushrooms and eg^'.si in the centre. 

Pour a little of the" sauce over these, but not 
•over the cutlets, and pour the rest round the dish. 

Loin of Mutton — Rolled and Stuffed 
Thi.i is by no means an extravagant dish. The 
bones wlilcli are takiui from tho meal may be put 
ill the slocdcpot, m- boiled down to make gravy. Then 
the stulling m;dti\s n,,, meat go further, besides 
niakin/r it far inon? savor;,-. 

Hcqulred: l''(uir pounds of loin of mutton. 
l''our ounces of fresh breadcrumbs, two ounces of 
suet, two imnces of liam or bacon, two teaspooiUuls 
of powdered herbs, one teuspoonful of chopped parsley, 
one teasiMHuifuI of choppod onlon, one egg, salt and 

jiepper. 

Method: Willi a sharp knife remove all bonos 
from the loin; this Is quUo easy to do. 

('ut off any suporiluous fat and lay out the meat 
quile Hat. x 

.Mix together tho crumbs, choppovl suet, In'im, 
parsley, herbs nnd onlon.

The way to maicc the gravy is as follows: 



Pour off all'-tho'.^fdt f.rom tho dripping tin, shake 
about a level tablespoonful of Hour Into llie tin and 
fry. It a good' brown. 

i'hcn add about half a pint of stock, either from 
the stockpot or made from the bones removed from 
tho joint. With tho addition of a piece of carrot and 
onion. 

Stir it over tlie tiro till it boils and thickens, 
season It carefully and let 11 simmer lor a fOVV 
niinutes, then strain It round tho nicat. 

Tho dish is ciiually nice either iiot or cold. 

Haricot Mutton 

Here is an old fuvorlle, but how appetizing it is 
on a cold day! Few dishes are more so, if it is care- 
fully iirenarcd and well cooked. 

Required: Two pounds of the best end of Iho 
neclt of mutton. 

Tliree minces of onion, ihroo ounces of carrot, 
three ounces of turnip, two ounces of ljutter or 
dripping, one ounce of Hour, a bunch of parsley, and 
herns, salt, pepper, ;uul ii dust of 'diftcd sugar, one 
jiint or more of stock, or water. ^ 

-Afellioil: Cut the uiuttoii into neat cutlets, cut- 
ting off all but a rim of fat round Iheiii. 

Melt the liutter or dripidng in a frying pan, put 
in tho cutlet.o and fry them carcdiully on both sides. 

lilft them on to a jilate, and jiut in tiie onion cut in 
thin slices, fry them carefully, put them with the 
meat, and fry the rest of tho vegetables, havlne first 
cut them Into neat dice. 

Lift tho vegetables on to a plate; shake In tho 
flour and b/own It carefully. 

Add the stock, stir it until it boils, season it with 
sail, pepper and the smallest dust of the sugar. 

Put bacii tlie meat and vegetables, add tile bunch 
of herbs, and let all simmer very gently for onc 
hour, or until tlie carrot f(M;l;i tender. 

Kee]i tile slew carefully skimmed. 

When cooked, see that it Is corrcctlj' seasoned, 
■arrange the meat in tlie centre of a very hot dish, 
with tho vegetables round, and tiie gravy poured over 
all. 

This should bi.- served in a deep entree dish, and 
unless this can be done. It will be found bettor to 
pour only a little gr.ivy over, and serve the rest 
in a liot tureen. 

lie suri^ to ser\-e this dish very hot. 

Note. — If you possess a casserole, put the stew 
into that Instead of jiutting It back Into the pan, and 
cook it In a slow oven. 

Lancashire Pic 

A plo is alwnvs ti useful standby. 

It can be so easily reheated. This is a particul.ar- 
ly nice kind, and It can be eaten b.v those who dare 
not eat pastry, as it is covered with a potato crust. 

■Reiiuired: Two pounds of the best enil of tlie 
neck of mutton. One large Spanisli onion, two tea- 
spoonfuls of chopped iiarsley, one iiuund of • toma- 
toes, and the white part of a head of celery, one 
jiound and a half of mashed jiotato, one ounce and 
a half of butler or dripping, salt, pepper, slock or 
water. 

-Metliod: Cut the meal Into neat small joints. 

Slice tho onion and tomatoes, and cut the celery 
into thin rings. 

Put a layer of meat into a pie dish, then one of 
onion, tomatoes, celery, and pepper and salt, next 
ono of meat, and so on, until the dish is filled. 

Heat half the butter In .a sauc^pan,^ add the . pota- 
toes, a little milk, and -salt and pepper to. taste. 

Stir this over .the fire... Fill tho dish three parts 
jfjill of stock or water. '.' ., , 

Next put on the potato,- spread It evenly over, 
iieaping it up sllglitly In the centre. 

Mark it prettily with a fork, put the rest of the 
butter in small pieces on the top, and bake In ;i 
moderate oven for about one hour and a half. If 
the gravy Is liked thlclcenedi dip the meat into flour 
before putting It In the dish. ' ' 4 

I think that these few simiile and inexpensive 
recipes may lie accept.able; there Is nothing elabor- 
ate in an.y of them, and they will, I am sure, bo 
finind a great Improvement to tho usual chop and 
cutlet. 

1 would again impress upon my readers tlie fact 
that the haricot mutton needs the greatest care in 
its preiiaration, If it is to be a success, and" that if 
It is carefully preptired, it can hardly fall to be a 
very great success. 

THE HOUSe'^BEAUTIFUL 

For a considerable time there has been a strong 
tendency towards using violet tints in our rooms, 
and I have often wondered why they wen; not popu- 
lar before, considering the beauty of llowers of this 
color. There Is the Iiyaclnth to start with, stiff arid 
prim as tlie lyiiical Dutchman, but much favored in 
its arlilicial jiresentmeiit liy milliners, ^nd follow- 
ing on its heels the pansy, in every range of shade 
from faint mauve to darkest purple, then tho fantas- 
tic columbine in a puce dress. May nnd Juno 
bring us tho humble perlwlnko and the fragrant 
boughs of lilac; July the sweet-scented "cherry jiie" 
(or heliotrope, to give it its proper name), and mauve 
sweet pea. The autumn is ushered in by the purple 
aster, and llie lu'etly white Michaelmas daisy. There 
are the r(-,gal purjile and mauve Irises, the "spiruelle" 
orchids anil \-arious other llowers I have not men- 
tioned, hut the i-iolel eillier at homi' or abroad is 
wdlli us almost all the year i-ound. Dame .Xature is 
the most pirfeet artist; tlierefor(> we cannot do 
wrong in following her suggestion as to color which 
she gives us in nearly e\ery month of tlie> year. 
Wer(> I suggesting a scheme to a friend wliose means 
wen- limited, I should advise a mauve pajier with 
wreaths and ribbons upon it in a iiaU-r sliado, sur- 
mounted by a frieze of Ivory while; a green art 
carpel on tho floor, and loose chair covers of cre- 
tonne, which show mauve colors on a cream ground. 
Tho window curtains would be the difllculty, unless 
they happened to be of the casement blind descrip- 
tion made of ivory 'dilk or cloth; but If a pair of 
somewhat substantial ones were required, they could 
bo of cream linen with a border of purple clematis, 
worked with mauve flax threads. Should no Indus- 
trious womon be found to embark upon this under- 
taking, it would be possible to make them of cream 
bolton sheeting with a bordering of nianve linen, tho 
Inside edge of which could be cut out in scrolls and 
outlined w-llli mauve cord. These are the absolute 
iie('i-ssit ies of the room, bill it is in the little extras 
tliat Ihe faselniition lies, anil liei-e especially a woman 
who is skilful \\-ith her needle can in'oducr' iliarmiiig^ 
results at a small cost. .\ lire screen, for lustaiiee, 
can be lilted with a paml 01' the palest green or 
cream broi-aile, in the centre of which is a large 
oval of cream satin, on which a basket of violets Is 
emiiroldered, 'I'he basket is sus|iended by mauve 
"riblHUis," which encircle the edge of the oval to 
form a hordi-r. A large lireside stool can be eov- 
ei-ed with mauve am! while cretonne, and tb-d round 
with broad niauve rllihiui Isatin ribbon is always 
I'reitv), and daint\- little sofa cuslilmis In mauve 
sateen casi's eaii ha\-e covers of white embroidered 
muslin. The inevitiible |ialm-stamls can he in the 
form of ehon.\- pillars, w-llli bowls or jars of china, 
or brass on the lop, and these can be tilled with 
typical lloweis whenever they are obtainable. In a 
bedriKuii, mie's pi'ediloctlon for this color can be 
carried out In one or two very simple ways. I-^'or 
e.Mimple, ihere are many inexpensive white wall 
impels, with frei/e designs of violets on a White 
ground, whhh would form an excellent background 
for a suite of greon-stBlned furnltUre, such-as was 
in \ Dgue a few years ago, and which many people 
still iiossess In an excellent stato of preservation. 
The curtains can bo of niauvo and white cretonne, 
also tho tollol cover, though this and. the bedspread 
would look better In whlto linen embroidered with 
violets. A suite of white cnaineUed furniture would 
look even better than tho green one' In this room, and 
'with it both curtains and toilet. slip t-ould be of 
mauvo cassia cloth, trinimod'wilh Cosirso while lace. 
To thcise who can afford a more costly scheme for 
drawing room or boudoir, I can hint at a white wall 
pdpor of '^atln effect, with frel-/,e of mauve wisteria 
in long, drooping trails. A ciu'iiel dyed to a 1 Icli 
tint of petunia, curtains of pale heliotrope biocade, 
and a lining of ilelicate mauve jilush for the china 
.cabinet. 'I'o revert to my original statement, ;ih lo 
the popularit.v- of sw(-el vloh't'i, I judy as well sug- 
gesf; a Hellenic of table ileeoraUon, In which they are 
employed. Tiio recepliiclciii should be buaketa of

Middle ago has gone so completely out o" fash- 
ion and is a sttilo In the female sex which Is no 
longer allowed to exist, and nowadays no woman 
siicms able to Imagine what were tho premonitory 
symiilonis which haunted the waking dreams of her 
maiden aunts twenty, years ago. Ijlfe's halfwa.v house 
was never at any time a cheorfiii hostelry, with its 
signboard reading backwards, towards unwrlnkled 
and untrammelled youth and ' onwards uj) the long 
road which ends in rheumatic old age. It Is, after 
all, an Inn of which few people ever care to taste the 
fruits of hospitallt\-, and would Infinitely rather 
trudge along one's liighway nnrefrcshed by tlio littlu 
solaces of incrcashi.g year.s than acl;nowlodgo that 
the dreaded moment has to be faced with tho back 
to the light, .-^s a matter of fact the revolt of the 
middle age has almost become historical, and so 
successfully has the woman oC the day parried tho 
thrusts of Time's rapiers, that lite no longer means 
a ijerjietual relinrpilsliment, one by one, oC all tho 
privileges of you'ch to tho dlgnilicd convenances of 
•years, and slie can with all Justice, even hope to 
keej) pace neck and nociv with tlio advancing gener- 
ation. Tiiere are middle aged men, however, and 
lliey are greatly sought after. A girl Is usually much 
more Ihittered liy the attentions of a man of ten or 
lifleen years older thaji liorself, than by those of a 
youth of her own age," for she thinks that she really 
must be rather a clever person, since ono with so 
wide an e.M'erlcnce should care to talk to her. In 
such circumstances she usually starts reading deep, 
books which she neither understands nor enjoys, but 
nevertheless she has tho satisfaction of feeling that 
she is enlarging her mind, and will thorofore in 
future bo .able to discuss intricate subjects with her 
middle-aged admirer.

ODDS AND ENDS 

AVhon buying a fresh length of carpet for the 
stairs, let it be a couple of feet too long, then at 
regular Intervals have it relald, so that tho part 
which has been stretched over the edge of the stop, 
tints getting most of tlie friction, is pulled a little 
lip or down. This gives fair "wear and tear" all 
round, and will trebly prolong tho 'fife of your carpet. 

Thick brown paper or an understrip of felt, should 
be laid under stair carpets, as this prevents , them 
rubbing on rough wood, and also pleasantly 'deadens 
the sound of passing feet. 

If you have a family of youngsters, you will very 
likely find tliat they arc frequently spilling Ink upon 
the carpets, and other accidents of that kind, and 
many people do not know of a good way to rcmovu 
freshly split ink from a carpet 

Hero is one way. As soon as possible after -the 
ink lias boon spilled, cover It thickly with a layer of 
salt, when this has absorbed the Ink and beco.no 
Idack, place a little more salt on tho top of It. Con- 
tinue to repeat this process till the top layer remains 
absolutely white and free fron any trace of ink. Al- 
low the Ink to remain until quite dry, then sweep 
off Willi a good' clean broom, a hard one, and all 
traces of ink will be found to luive disappeared with 
II. 1 think you will own this Is simple enough. 

It is easy to cut new bread If the knife be dipped 
in hot water, dried and used before It has time 'to 
cool. 

strange though it may sound, cold tea added to . 
stewed fruit, iiuddings, etc., forms an excellent syrup.' 
It should, of course, be added in place of water. 

To clean yellow piano keys, try dipping a clean 
rag lirst of ail in methylated spirits^ and then In 
finely powdered bathbrick. Rub this thoroughly, into 
the keys, being very careful not to let the bathbrick 
get between them. Polish finally with a perfectly 
clean fine duster. 

By the way I was talking to a piano expert the 
other day, and he told me that many people make a 
very great mistake In thinking that it is necessary 
to the E^od of their Instrument, to keep it religioiisly 
closed <vhen It is not being played oh. On the 'con- 
trary, he said. It ought to be always left open, unless, 
of course, one was shutting up one's houise and ' 
leaving the piano unplayed on for some weeks.' He 
said that this shutting up of the piano causes the 
keys to turn yellow, as all ivory will turn yellow, un- 
less kept In a fairly strong light Therefore, if you 
have yellow piano keys, after using the above recipe, 
I would advise you to leave the keys exposed to the:^' 
light of day; nor, said the cx])crt, Is It necessary '.to . 
shut the Ud down at night even! •

to produce rubber for him and to bring him ivory. 
Terrible tales are tola of the cruelty wdtl'i which the 
natives wore treutod. The mls-slonariea who went to 
Congo from the Uitited Stutea and other countries told 
terrible tules of the dolngK of the soldiers. It is siilil 
thut tens or thousands of the wretched negroes have 
been butcherert or tortured liy tlieni. Over and over 
again King Leopold has p'omisedto reform the 
erovornment of the Congo. British merchants as well 
as others profited by the rubber obtained by tho / 
forced labor of the natives. 'This your the British 
government declnrfcd the state of affairs in Congo 
miist cc^me to an end. King Leoiiold has, it appears, 
seen that he can no longer make great profits in the 
Congo, and ho is about to sell his rights In lliat 
country to tho Belgian nation for $9,000,000. If be 
does it is to be hoped that bis countrymen are bct- 
■,ter than their icing, ',Jt is not likely that now that 
« the world knows about tho crimes that iiiive been 
committed by men who ought to have been civilized 
they will, ever be repeated. The groed of gain will 
make men commit any crime, 

The Emperor William of Germany is a very dif- 
ferent man from King Ijeppold. He, however, has of- 
fended the English people. As yyyn know, tho Bnglish 
•:are u branch of the great 'German family. Tho 
Angles and tho Saxons, vvho long ago drove out the 
anoient inhabitants of Britain, came from Germany. 
Now, when people who are relations quarrel, their 
quarrels are often far more bitter than those of 
stranKcrs. Ever slnco Germany conquered France, 
• Jmore than thirty years ago, .she has beei growing 
more and irioro rich and powerful. All l)er people 
are soldiers, they are well educated and are skilful 
worltmeti. But King AVilllara is not satisfied with 
having- a great iirmr — perhaps the greatest in tlio 
world— ho wtmls to iiavo a great navy. Now, over 
.since Quoon ]-;lizaiM i ITs time, when the Spanish Ar- 
mada Wits desiro,\i d, England has been mistress of 
the .seas and Enslishmeii are resolved that no c>.«n- 
try .shall ever ttUio from lier that proud title. They 
•tire proud of llieir navy and are jealous -of tlve at- 
temi)t of any nation to build a fleet equal to theirs. 

When England, in I'JOO. went to war with tho 
Boers the emperor of Oorinany .=!ont a message of 
.sympathy to President Kru^er. Tills roused tho anger 
of the EngH.sh nation and .site liiis never forgiven tho 
emperor for hi.s rash and iini'ri(;ndly action. It was, 
liowevcr. boIieve<l by many that tiie I'^niporor Wil- 
liam, in si)ite of his liipr army and tho Rreat battle- 
shijis he is biiildlng-. thinks war a terrible thing which 
.should bo tivoided tis ions as possil)lo. V,'hoif. there- 
fore, he paid a long vi.sit to his nnele, the kin^r of Eng- 
land it was looked upon a.s a sifin that tho old hatred 
and Jealousy would give place to frlendlinc.'?a and 
confidence. But a little thing lias hopponnd which 
shows that in England the lire i.s far from being 
quenched. 

There are many tliing.s in which a king is les.'; 
free than in his humblest suliject. Ho must be mtich 
more carefu! in his sneeeli, and ho cannot Write let-- 
ters to anybody he lil;e.s on any subject he chooses. 
Xcnv ICinperor William very often spealcs unguarded- 
ly, and the otiier day he wrote a leii.r to Lord 
Tweedmouth, First Lord of the .Vihnir.ilty. No one 
knows just what the letter i.s about, ImM a n-nort vvas 
spread that the Emiieror wanted lo liavo a "voice In 
saxing Iiow many ami what kind of .ships should bo 
built in l.^ngiand. Lord 'l"w<-edmonth denied this. 
J''roin .-lU that eaa be learned, and I luit Is not much. 
It would seem that tlio leiier was .such us one privnln 
gentleman miKlit l)a\o sent In another, and nothing 
\votiId be tiioughl of the matter. If it had not been 
for tlK; an^'r\- feeling sliown in England no harm 
would liave l^i'en done. There are many people In 
England and Uorinany v.dio think that both natlon.9 
might spend their money more proirtably than in 
building great battleships.

Baron Takahlra, the .Japanese ambassador tb the 
United States,, made a long .speech in Now York on 
Tuesday which was intended to bo read by all na- 
tions.

There Is little doubt thut 
tho Japanese nation, brave as it is, wishes now lor 
nothing so much as peace. A great deal of money 
was spent in tlie war with Itussln, and tho people 
want opportunity to tlo tho work for which thoy uru 
so well titted.

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PHYSICAL GEOGRAPHY 

A woU-kiiown student of natural .?cicnco, roaidlng 
In this city, suggests that tho consMcrutlon of physi- 
cal ..geography might ;be.'ro8iim'!d today, so that a^t- 
tentlon may "bo concentrated iipou 'It, for as he 
riahtly says, It Is a topld of extreme Interest, and 
one which ought to play a larger part than It does 
in our common school curriculum. It Is a good thing 
to get In the habit of looking- at the world In a large 
way. • As -the years pass, and the ends of the earth 
are being tied together by a community of interests. 
It Is Important that wo should Icnow more about the 
globe as a whole tlian was necessary, or, for that 
matter, possible, when our affairs were, relatively 
speaking, parochial. In eoniiilying with tho sugges- 
tion, it is a little difflcult to know where to begin, and 
In what follows the effort has been to state a few 
elementary facts only. 

I'Vom our present state of knowledge, it .«epins 
safe to conclude that the area around the Nonh Pole 
■consists of water surrounded by land, and that 
around the South Pole, of land surrounded by water. 
So far as we know, the water in the one case anil thi-> 
land in the other are covered by ice. Xow v.-itli llils 
fact before us, lot us turn to a map of tho world. 
Just here It may be mentioned that maps of the 
world are of two kinds, namely, those drawn m ,a 
spherical projection, and the other.s on what is c.illrd 
Mercator's projection. Tlic latter sliow the cartli 
as a square. The principle upon which Mercator's 
projection is drawn may be thus illustrated. Wo 
will suppose that a map of tho globe has heen drawn 
upon on orange and tliat tlie ijeel ik cut into sec- 
tions by lines drawn from tlie poie.'; to tlie ecjuator. 
If it is then laid out flat. It will bo seen that tlio 
' points which were the poles extend across a distance 
as long as the equator. If you enlarge your map 
proportionately, so as to fill up tho spaces between 
the sections of peid, you will have u inaj) of tho 
Avorld drawn on Mercator's projection. But if either 
kind of map is taken, It will be noted how nearly 
continuous Is the land line around the Arctic Ocean. 
There are only three breaks in it. One is tho narrow 
channel of Bcluing Strait between Asia and America, 
another is made up of a series of narrow channels 
between the Northern Canadian Islands and <;reeii- 
land, and the third the wider open, by whicli 
the Atlantic and the Arctic Oceans are connected. 
Tho 60th parallel of North latitude passes for by 
far the greater part of Its length acro.ts land; the 
60th parallel of South latitude passes for Its whole 
length across water. 

Now with your map before you, note the shape 
of the Continental land bodies. North America Is 
broad at tho North and tapers to almost a point at 
tlie Soutli. If you take Florida, Cuba and Honduras 
as forming part of what was once a continuous land 
area, you will see how nearly North America la to . 
being a triangle. South America is broad at tho 
Xoi'th <and tapers almost to a pojnt at the South. 
Turn now to the Eastern llciiiispliere. Here we see 
Africa broad at the North and tapering to the South; 
and if we take the great chain of Islands lying be- 
tween Australia and As'Ia as forming structurally one 
area, wo have a partly submerged traot, broad a>t 
the, North and narrowing to tho South in Ta.-imanla, 
and between this body and Africa, India i)rojects as 
a great land area tapering to the South, if wo iak.> 
Greenland into consideration, and we ouglit lo do 
so, because It Is a large Independent land area, we 
lind it also Is broad at tho North ujid •ti<per.i to the 
South. 

Note another interesting fact. .Nearly all tlic 
peninsulas in the world project in a .Southerly dlrec- 
•tlon. On the West coast of America there are two: 
the Alaskan peninsula, which extends West of South, 
and Lower California, which extends Kast of .Houtlu 
On the Kast coast of America we l)avi- Nova .Scotia, 
extending South, and Florida in the same directi.in. 
Honduras forms an exception. In Europe, we ha\ e 
Scandinavia, Spain, Italy, Greece and the Crimea, 
all ex)tondlng South; Denmark rurni.-<lios an excop- 
lion and extends .North. In .Asia we liave Arabia, 
Hindustan, Farther India, Korea and Kaniscliatka, 
all extending South. 

The facts hereinbefore mentioned are exceedingly 
interesting, and i)erhaps more signittcant than ap- 
pears upon llie face of them. They seem to show 
that tluTc is a great hoapin;; up of water lowanls 
the South, and it has been elainied by sume writers 
that this Is demonstrable, some of them even going 
80 far as to say that the earth is not anything like 
as spherical as Is commonly supposed, but expands 
'towards the Soutli, somewhat after tlie shape of a 
pear. There .are some curious fai'ts wliicli it 
is Impossible to go into heie, whicli bear out this 
theory. It will bo admitted that the shape of tho 
continents and the peninsulas is such as it would bo 
If such a heaping up of the waters had -taken place.

THE BIBLE 

A city clergyman said recently that the mother 
of Timothy saw tliat lH' rea<l his Ulljle dally. 'I'hls 
illustrates a careP'.ss liabii of s]iriH-li into \'. hi. li mi 
many ministers fall, and ln-eausc of wliirh jnuiii of 
what they say produces no impression wliatc\ or uj)oa 
their hear«M-B. The gentleman referred to knows as 
well as any one else that there waa no .,uch book us 
the Bible in the days of Timothy, that the chances 
of copies of the ancient Hebrew writing.^, 
which constitute the Ohl Testament, boiu^- found In 
the household of which Timotliy was a incniluT' are 
exceedingly remote, and tluit by t"ar tlie ,^n-eater jiart 
of the instruction imparted in tliosc days was oral. 
But the fact that he spoke as lie did indieat.-:! iliat it 
may bo popularly supposed tuat thf: Hiljlo, as we liave 
it now, is a work of o.\treme antiquity or at least waM 
fivaUablo to the Apostles, A few moments' consi i 
eratlon will teach us that this cannot bo true of the 
New Testament, which appears on Its face to have 
been written nt different times during tho life of the 
Apostles and by different men, and there is absolute- 
ly no reason whatever to su|)poso that tho Four 
<";osi)eIs, the Acts of tho Apostles, the Fpistles ami 
the I3o()k- of Itevelatlons were collated into oiu,- vohiino 
at that time or for a long time afterward.;, and, e\-cii 
if tliey had ijei u, Ilie aljseiicr of ,-iiiy iiieaus for re- 
producing copies at a cost wUhln tlie roacli of any 
except a. very few persons, who Would probably not 
want them, malces It absolutely improbable that the 
New Testament could have been a household poa- 
fiesKlon In the families of the Jews. And the same oh- 
si'rvatlnn holds good of tip: Old Testament. In certain 
qiiart'Tf Ihfn; i.s a (.;reat fear about telliiif,' ti^. irulh 
concerning these matters, lest tho authority of tho 
church might bo impaired, but that authority, what- ■ 
over It tnay amount lo— and thl^.ls not under dlBctis- i 



slou In this' article, Is useful to mankind and is doing 
tho work of tho Divine only so far as it Is founded up- 
on tho truth, and this docs not mean spiritual truth, 
but historical truth. It Is true that Jesus satfl: 
"Search the Scriptures," but this must not be under- 
stood as equivalent to "Itead tho Bible," but as refer- 
ring to the whole body of Jewish law and r'rophecy. 
and perhaps also Jewish history, for tho three things 
' are so interwoven that it is diflicult to separate them. 
Tho origin of the books of the Old Testament is 
lost In obscurity. After tho Babylonian, captivity, 
Ezra directed the attention of tho Jewish people to 
tho laws of Moses and his worl> was supplemented 
by iVeliemiali, who wo arc told In tho Book of Maca- 
bces collected a library of "books about tho kings and 
prophets and tho writings of David." This was about 
150 years before Christ, but there is intrinsic evidence 
in the Old Testament books that some oC them wore 
written subsequently to the time of Nehomiali. How- 
over there is very little doubt that by B.C. 150 the 
Old Testament Scriptures were extant in very much 
the same general form as they are today, although 
probably not collected Into one volume, as would, 
indeed, have been impossible with the appliances 
then available. But it is not to bo understood that 
the books were divided into chapters and verses as 
tiicy tire today. This is ii matter of modern editing, 
and it may lie added that In some eases the present 
ilivisioii of l^oolis was not reeo^; n i;-,i'd. It is also 
true tliat some of tlu; books now lOKarded as eanoni- 
cal were looked tipon as of doubtful authority until 
after the Christian era, and that other books were 
included in the collection, which are not now con- 
sidered as authentic and possibly 'dome others which 
have been lo;it. But speaking generally, it may too 
said^that the expression, "Search the Scripture" re- 
ferred to tho present books of tho Old Testament as 
a part of the whole body of Jewish historical and 
ecclesiastical literature. 

The date when tho books Of the Now Testament 
were written is not b> any means certain, and thoro 
i.s sonic doubt as to tlu'ir authorship. The oldest of 
them is tliought to be tlio Eiilstle general of .Tames, 
the aulliontlclt%- of which is established as well as 
iinything of the kind can be. The Epistle to tho 
Hebrews, nithonprli attributed to Paul In tho author- 
ized version. ' tliouglit lo liave been written by some 
one else, . ...1 the names of Barnabas and Apollos 
have been suggested in that connection. Other 
books might be speciilcd, about tho authorship of 
which some question may be raised, but on the whole 
it may be assumed that tho New Testament was* 
written by or under the supervision of the persons 
whose names are connected with them, and hence 
that they were produced within a comparatively short 
time after the Crucifixion. Tlie reference in the .New 
Testament lo statements made in tlie older Canon 
tie the two books logether with a bond that cannot 
bo broken. Taking all the canonical books, they are 
unquestionably what they profess to be — a collection 
of prehistoric traditions, reaching buck to the earli- 
est ages, a history of tho Jewish race, somo of the 
ilnest specimens of Jewish poetry and philosophy, a 
collection of Jewish prophecies, a biography of Jesus 
the Christ, an .Lccount of the doings of the Apostles 
and a series of letters written by tlieni. To these, is 
added the Uool^ of Revelations, wliieli it is hard to 
classify. These boolis are the most rcmarl-cable col- 
lection of writings tliat the world has ever scon. liow 
iiiuii>' authors eontribiited to them we have no means 
of ascertaiiiirig.''biil tin; number was great. There is 
no cN idi iice of collusion between the different writers, 
no reason to suppose, for example, that Paul when lie 
wrote his epistle lo the Corinthians was endeavoring 
to produce something which critics would bo able to 
square with what Ezra wrote live hundred years bo- 
fore. And yet the books do square with each other. 
There may be places where the matching is not as 
complete as it might be, but an allowance must be 
made for chances of error in transcribing and trans- 
lating. If one should go into a great workshop and 
pick up bItM of metal of various .'-liajn'S and sizes and 
made by dlffin-ent people, and liaviiiK put thorn to- 
gotlirr should lind that tlii \- madi.' a pi-rieet inacliine, 
hi' could not lie coiivineeil that they were not all 
made uiid -r the direction of om; guiding mind. Loolc 
at llie l-ilble from tliis standpoint, and see what con- 
elusion you will have to come to. 



RELIGIOUS AND SOCIAL REFORMERS 

Ignatius Loyola and the Jesuits in Canada. 
(N. de Bcrtrand Lugrln). 

Wlion the Iteformatlon was making its Inliuenco 
felt all over Kuropo and the Pope knew his power to 
be weakening and saw his throne In danger, there 
was InBtltuted a religlou!! order, consisting at llrst 
of but nine persons, whose earnestnoHs and zeal were 
to prove an effective power, not oril.\' in restoring 
to a great extent the prestige .u' thr Roman Cliurch, 
hut which, working in heathen ianda, was to cslabliKli 
edueational and religious reforms, benedclal to the 
whole of mankind. 

V.y Ciinadians the name of Ignatius Loyola should 
ever he remembered. Whatever may bo said of tho 
faults of the system ho established, as far as its curly 
existence in Canada Is concerned It worked ,only for 
the great good of bo'lh Indians and white men.'%ravc 
tales have come down to u.s- from those early day.^-, 
of the c-ourage, the unseltlshiu.'ss, the heroism of tho 
Bretlinn of llie .'^o(dety of .lesus, wlio eounted their 
own lives as little worth In comi)arlson with llie sav- 
ing of the souls of those whom thoy had undertaken 
to teach. 

Ignatius Tjoyola had been a soldier, a courtier, a 
gallant, well-versed In the ways of women and war. 
Ho had given no serious thought to worldly things. 
Ho was wounded while lighting against the French, 
and was forced to seek solitude \vhoro tie would bo 
free from all disturbing elements, "His slory Is a 
familiar one," writes Parkmtin, "how In the slck-ro(nn 
while he read tho lives of the Saints a change canio 
o\er him, upln aviiig, like an ctirllKimike', all tlie forces 
of his nature; liow, in th'.' cave of .MInre.sa, the in\-s- 
terles of .Ilea\ eii were revealed -to lilni; liow lie passed 
from agonies to transports, from transport.n to tho 
culm of a determined purpose, Tho soldier gave) 



I. himself. up. to a now warfare. In tljo forgo of his 
great Intellect, heatod.ivbut not. disturbed, by ^the in- 
tense flres of his zeal, 'Was wrought tho prodigious 
enginery, whose power has been felt to tho utmost 
confines of tho world." 

The rules of the order founded hy Loyola were 
very strict, and some of them tijipear to do violence 
to tho noblest instinct.s in man's nature. The noviti- 
ate was long and tlie system of surveillance, where- 
by everyone of tho Urolherliood was bound to report 
upon all acts of his companions, was a very hard 
one. A momber was bound to cut himself loose 
from all family tics, and obedience was the first law 
of the institution; every man was subject to his 
superior and no matter What task was set him to do, 
ho was bound to undertake It unquestlonlngly, though 
he knew it might cost him his life. 

The object of the institution was primarily to 
teach — to teach every one from tlic king upon his 
throne to the humblest cill/.en and the lowliest stiv- 
ago in heathen lands. .No man, woman or child. 
In whate\-er wallc In life, w.-is I'nnsli.lered as unwortiiy 
of mental and moral eiilighleiiiiieiil. .Xs tlie .Society 
grcA' the licKl of its operations naturally extended. 
The Brethren of the Order were not cut one and till 
upon the same pattern: their duties were many and 
various, requiring men of originality and versatility. 
They did not wear the cowl and cassock. In their 
manners and outward appearance there was little to 
distinguish tiiem from the others with vvhom they 
mingled. In many cases, their work was done 
secretly, Insidiously, the Jesuit dlscrulsing himself and 
his mission, ImiiresKlng his doctrines almost by 
stealtli, Ujioii tliose wIkjui lie wisiied to liilluenoc. Tho 
end was always kcjit in view, tlie winning of souls to 
the Roman Church, and almost any means were con- 
sidered Justi liable lo gain tiiat end. 

It is tho history oC the Jesuits' labors in Canada 
that holds tho most interest for us. "Unmixed 
praise has been poured upon its Canadian members," 
writes Parkman. Undoubtedly their work did much 
to advance tho country, and their courageous sted- 
fastness and brave un.seUls'hnesK were shining ex- 
amples for others to follow' it they could and dared. 

In 1634, during the time when our Immortal Cham- 
Iilaln was governor, and three score years after tho 
death of Ignatius I.,oyola, six .lesuits cnnic to Can- 
ada to undertake the conversion of the continent. 
Their small (luarters on the St. Charles Ilivor were 
hastily built and consisted of four rooms, one of 
which was the chapel whicli had as Its sole orna- 
ment a sheet upon which wore parted two rough 
engravings. The house leaked everywhere, was bit- 
terly cold In winter and 'unbearably hot in tho sum- 
mer, yet it had for its digrtliled name the '•■Reslderico ' 
dc Notre Dunio dcs Angc.->," and was in reality the 
cradle of tlio great mission of Now France. 

I''atlier r.,0 Jcunc was the Superior, !i. man of un- 
parallelled courage tind zeal. .\s soon as he had mas- 
tered Algonquin, and tlic winter season drawing near, 
ho left with thirty or forty Iiidluns to spend tho 
hunting season with tlicm, in tho hope of winning 
their regard through close Intimacy. It is impossible 
to describe adequately tho hardships and privations 
ho endured, stnd the loathesomeness of tho winter 
(luartcrs which he was forced lo sharo with tho 
lilthy native.^!. But he made no complaint; he wa;) 
glad to see them at their worst, perhaps, to under- 
stand the better the work he had undertaken. After 
this initiation i^e .leuiie remained at Quebec, where 
iie worked zealou.sly, and where, witliin a few years, 
many members of the' Order Hocked from ]'"ranec', 
lired by tlie eloquence of tho letters he had sent home. 
Here under his direction were built colleges and 
seminaries for tho hi.struction of the Indian chil- 
dren. Here also were established hospitals. Lo 
Jcunc showed zeal not only In seeking the .spiritual 
welfare of his llock, but their physical and moral 
well-being also. So pious did the colony becomo 
under the iniluencc of the Jesuits that one of the 
members In describing Quebec wrote: "In tho cIT- 
mate of Now France one learns to perfectly seek only 
ilorl, to have no dosire but God, no purpose but for 
Cod. To live In New Franco is to live in tho bosom 
of God."

who becatiie tile spiritual iirut.-i toi- at the new settle- 
ment of \'llleniarlc'. while Maisnnnouve was coin- 
inandant. Malsoiiiieuve: \\'liat brave tales the name 
brings to oui- memoriesl fine of the mo.st rom.-mtie 
stories in histoiw' is tiiat of tlie fiuindiiig of ?,Ioii- 
treal. It Is too loiii; to toil hero and it is beside tiie 
purpo.se of the arlldo. Parkman has given a most 
beautiful and graphic description of the journey of 
the colonists and the landing at the Island. As one 
reads, one can sec the flotilla of boats, dcep-ladcn 
with men, arms and stores moving slowly up tho 
river. It Is tho springtime and tho earth Is fair 
with unfolding grass and llower, and fragrant wllh 
the smell of the sup In the budding trees. While tho 
boats drew near tho wooded Island, those on board 
sing hymns of ])ralse, and as tln.'y land I'alher Vlmont 
in his robes of office comes to meet them. Once more 
we quote from Parkman; 

"M.'ilsonneuve sprtmg ashori; and fell on his knees. 
His follower.s iiullalrd ids e.xaiiiidi-; and all joined 
their voiee.s in songs of tliaiiicsKiving. .\o\v all tlie 
eomijaiiy gathered before liie shrine. Hero wa:; 
A'lmont. Hero were tho two ladles with their sim-- 
vants; Montmagny, no very willing spectator; and 
Maissonneuve, a warlike Ilgure, erect ami tall, his 
men clustering around him — soldiers, sailors, artisans 
and laborers — all alike soldiers at need.

Brcbouf, Lallemont, Joguos, Garnler. Chnbanll.^tho 
names- are' almost countless, names to quicken tho 
ptilso of everv Cansidian. In all the annals of history 
none liavo lived more uiisclllshly nor died more 
eour.igeouslv than those men. Tho hlutory of the 
da\s of early Cinnida is a. history of tho JcsultS'TVllO 
worked here, and who. in most cases died Iiere, the 
death of martyrs to their faith, and to- their zeal for 
saving the souls of the savages who persecuted them.

It is need- 
less to say that the Colonist does 
• ynot'agr^eiWith the iauthor's con- 
/clusions ^s to theUtltiriiate destiny 
"of Canada as a natipn\^^^^^ , 

It was in 1901 that I first came 
into personal intimacy with what was then 
popularly called the "Yankee invasion of Can- 
ada." I trav'ellcd 2,000 miles in a "colonists' 
car" crowded with men, women, and children 
from Iowa. and. the two Dakotas; drank coffee 
boiled over a "community" stove, ate with 
them, became a partner to their new hopes and 
new ambitions, ati'd for. majiy weeks after that 
lived among the thousands of Americans who 
had already settled upon the fertile prairies of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. When I returned 
to the vStates, it was with the conviction that 
the "Yankee in\-asion" was inevitably tending 
toward annexation. Everywhere I found the 
old home love among Americans; I, saw 
Fourth of July celebrated as enthusiastically in 
little coninuuiities of the almost unsettled 
]jrairies as in the villages and towns of niy own 
State; I came in contact. with the unpleasant 
rivalry existing between the "true subjects of 
the king" and the patriot in\'aders from beyond 
the border — and I was satisfied then that there 
was more tnuh than romance in the argument 
of the Conservatives that the Liberal policy of 
"drumming up immigration" was bound, soon- 
ier pr later, to swamp western Canada in an in- 
undation of Yankees whose politics aqd^"Am- 
erican tendencies" would act like a boomerang 
upon the destiny of the Dominion. 

Twice during the next five years I went 
over the same scenes. I saw the log homes of 
1901 turned into cattle-sheds and my friends 
of the emigrant cars happy in the possession of 
modern homes; I saw hustling villages and 
towns where before had been only mile posts, 
gazed upon thousands of acres of wheat land 
where before were only rolling prairie ..and 
foi-est. For hundreds of miles I rode horse- 
back throHgh regions settled only by Ameri- 
cans and Canadians. There remained little of 
the prejudice antl rivalry of five years before. 
A new "political idea" was taking root in the 
Wjest — an "idea" that brought Americans and 
Canadians tpggtiicr in fraternal neighborliness, 
and rnadc tlieir..interests one. . ; For the third 
time P returned to the States;^ Hrid; this- - time 
with a modified conviction. '.There would 
either be annexation or a new nation - would 
rise in the.Nofth. ' ; 

Once more I have viewed the results of the' 
"invasion,"' and , this time, after havhig wit- 
nessed its various phases for a period of seven 
years, there is but one conclusion to arrive at : 
The "new idea" has taken firm root. A new 
form of education is, and has been, at work in 
the Canadian West, and in every phase it 
spells the birth of a new nation; Unnumbered 
thousands of Americans — not bankrupt and 
indigent people seeking easily acquired homes, 
but industrious and ambitious farmers from 
tlie West and -\Iid(ric West, with tlieir deep- 
seated ideas of independence and their inborn 
hostility toward anything that smacks of "al- 
legiance" — are mingling in general prosperit}' 
with other thousands of Canadians, whose 
ideas of citizen government, of law, and of so- 
cial ethics can not but meet with their appro- 
bation; and these two forces dovetailing in 
evcry-day li/e, meeting in the schoolroom, the 
church, :i^d the home, are bringing about that 
"mean level" of tliought which looks neither 
to preat Britain nor to the United States for 
its trend, but-which, in the words of an Ameri- 
can mayor of one of the new towns of the 
West, "is. digging out a ctiannel of its own." 
Half a dozen years ago there was a powerful 
op])osition in Canada to the Government's im- 
migration i)oIicy ; tO(la\', from the iiro\'inces of 
the J'".ast lo the i'acific coast, that o])])ositi()n is 
])ractically gone. The "^'aulcees" were feared 
Ijefore they came. Throughout Quebec ami 
the East they Avere regarded by half of the 
population as the "American peril." Now the 
situation is vastly different, and can be realiz- 
ed fully only by those who have watched this 
grp.dual change in the .sentiment of a nan'nii. 
The Americans have crjmc ; they have built 
towns and villages, ;uid lia\'e populated the 
jirairies, but thev ha\'e proved lheniscl\-i's 
pleasantly disappointing, 
antl)' disappointing" have 
Canadian brethren. 



And just as "pleas- 
they found their 



These facts, as I will attempt to show, 
have built up a condition in western Canada 
which exists liowhere else ip the world today, 
and to see which one' mu^t travel beyond the 
border towns and cities. It is in these border 
towns that numerous writers, and especially 
newspaper editors, gather that "material" 
Avhicii never fails to portra)' a feeling of jeal- 
ousy and resentment on the part of Canadians 
toward .Vniericans, and whioli has gradually 
engendered an apjjarent feeling of unfriendli- 
ness between the peoples of the two countries. 
This is eminently unfair. It gives a wrong 
Iiicture of conditions as they are actually work- 
ing ()ut in (/reater Canad.'L The border towns 
of tlie Dominion Ii;ivc' alwaws been jealous of 
the border towns 01 the I'nited States, and 
there are very natural reasons for this. 

Before describing conditjions as 1 recently 
found them in the Canadian West, it may be 
best to give some idea of that great human 
mechanism which is now working to attract 
settlers from the United States, and the re.-^uUs 
it is achieving. This human mechanism works 
directly from Ottawa.. Its campaign in Atn^ri-- 
ca is carried on as cautiously and with as mtich '• 



strategy and thought as though an actual war 
was being waged upon the Yankees; the move- 
ment has its commander-in-chief, its "cabinet," 
its generals, and its officers and men of the 
ranks. Its "fight for people" is centered in 
the United States. Canada is now unanimc/us 
in its desire for new citizens — and cspecialy 
for Americans. They are even preferred to.thc 
English, as one will discover in almost every 
town or settled comnumity of the great west. 
Consequently the campaign has never been 
more effective in the United States than at the 
present time. In the chief cities of cighte,en 
states of the Union arc situated the "gi*ea;"t 
captains" of the Dominion Government's cam- 
]iaigu for settlers. In other words, in each of 
these cities is a chief agent, and under these 
captains are a host of lieutenants, who are 
working ceaselessly in the building of the new 
nation. Every moment these men are- on the 
watch for new ideas, new opportunities. Mil- 
lions of copies of descriptive booklets, millions 
of maps and finely illustrated brochures, are 
circulated among the farmers. Alluring and 
costly exhilrits of Canadian farm jjroducts are 
shown at the State and county fairs. Stcrcop- 
ticon lectures, in which the vast opportunities 
of western Canada are graphically described, 
are given in rural [jiaces. Thousands of dol- 
lars are spent in newspaper and farm-journal 
advertising. And the campaign does not cease 
here, b'rom the far v:Q3t |jrosperous farmers 
are induced to make visits among their friends 
in the States. Their transportation is paid by 
the immigration department, and Lti return they 
tell these friends of the free homes, the plenty 
and prosperity, that await them in the new 
land. There is no fraud about this remarkable 
campaign for American settlers. The Cana- 
dian West is a land of great opportunity, and 
coriseqnently the innnigration de[)artment can 
go to almost any length in its inducements. 
(.)nc of its fa\-orite schemes is to form a jiart}'' 
of half a dozen or a dozen representative farm- 
ers in a certain district and send them through 
the West,- where they are royally treated and 
their expenses paid. Kine times out of ten 
these parties return to the States enthusiastic 
about the new cotuitry and its people, and new 
settlers are the result. 

Not until one has travelled from end to 
end of the Canadian West, not until one has 
actually lived among the settlers, eaten with 
them, talked with them, and slept under their 
roofs, does one r^^alize that this campaign of 
the Doiiiinion ■ (jpvernment jn '",the , United 
States is not what' I miglif' call indiscriminate. 
In other words, Canada is, in a way, selecting 
her new citizens from across the border. The 
policy of the immigration department is to 
Worl< in the most prosperous farming com- 
munities—to send into the West settlers, not 
poverty-stricken and indigent, but with iFlocks 
and herds and chattels of their own. Statistics 
go to prove this. During the year ending 
June. 30, 1907, 56^652 American settlers went 



into Canada, and with them they took property 
valued^ at'rfourteen million dollars, an average 
of liipre-rthan ^2^0 for every man, woman, and 
chii4^ who left the States. 

' In 'view 'of this apparent prosperity of 'the 
majority of those wlio leave their American 
homes tor a new west, the questions n.aturally 
arise: Why do they go? .What are the reasons 
or the. attractions that induce hundreds of 
thousands of Americans to seek new homes 
across the border.' 

There are several "popular" and easily un- 
derstood, reasons for the ex94us. The Domin- 
ion Government gives a settler absolutely free 
160 acres of land, and that settler may choose 
the location of his own liome ; and when these 
160 acres of land are under cultivation, with 
good barns and a residence upon them, this 
man's taxes will not exceed .$10 or !j?i5 a year. 
If there is but oiie settler living in a certain 
district, and that settler possesses eleven or 
more children, the Government will 'build a 
school fory him. In otTiei'" words, there must be 
a sch(3ol in any district that boasts of eleven 
children; and, moreover, if this school has an 
average attendance of six during the }'ear, it is 
entitled to an annual .grant fruni the Govern- 
ment, a grant which covers teacher's salary 
and nearly every other expense of the school. 

There arc other and potent reasons for the 
emigration. While travelling westward from 
Winnipeg in a "colonist" car, I became very 
well acquainted with a family of seven from 
Iowa — three strapping sons, two daughters, 
and the parents. They were of the most in- 
telligeni class of farmers, luuisually ])rosper- 
ous, and there seemed to be not the slightest 
reason in the world for their jeaving their fine 
old farm back in Marshall County, -less than 
f if tyj miles from Des Moines.- I asked the, head 
of the family 'for .his Reason, and he said : 

"Well, you see,' it's this way: As long as 
the boys were young, the old farm was big 
enough. But now all three of them want to 
start out for themselves. I didn't want to see 
them go to work as 'hired help,' and the farm 
wasn't big enou.gh to split up into four shares. 
So wc fig^urcd that if we sold it for ^5,000 and 
went up mtd Canada, every one of us \vould 
have a i6o-acre fafm with homes on them, and 
we'd'all;.j?e J:p"getl\er." ^ .^.'^^ 

.Tins is one reason that I found in almost 
ev.ery western community that I have visited. 
In western Canada the eighteen-year-old son 
is. given. a big farm free,, and, by emigrating, 
the father at once sees hini on the road to pros- 
perity. The opportunities now open in the 
West arc tending toward bringing about an- 
othc.r^ interesting condition — the , stcmhiing of. 
the- rush of rural^young .rqen into . American 
cities.,-^ Last year: 14,000. of those who crossed 
tl-je border were young men between the ages 
of eighteen and twenty-five, and during the 
coming year the immigration department of 
the Dominion plans on njaking a powerful ef- 



fort to draw twice that number of farm boys 
.intQ;::§askaLtchewan and Alberta, - f^^ ' ' 'v;'?'!'.";

^-..Canada another reason for their emigration, 
and one which it is not pleasant for an Ameri- 
can to (.Iwell upon. I have found considerable 
dissatisfaction with the States. ".Back in the 
States the farmer lias to raise five dollars' 
worth of produce in order to earn one dollar 
for himself," said an Ohio man who emigrated 
to Manitoba four . years ago.- "It's ; constant- 
graft from the time you take your potatoes or 
your fruit io the station until you receive your 
cheque; and while apples, for instance, arc 
selling at panic prices in the city, the farmer 
isn't offered enough to pay him for picking 
them up. from the ground. The American 
farijier \yho.is near.pnpugh to a big city to 
market his own stuff can make a mighty good 
living, but it's hard for the fellow who has to 
ship. Up here it's different. Every man owns 
his own farm, and it is bi,g enough to enable 
him to make a good living even if |3rices 
should go low." But the dissatisfaction of 
American colonists in the Canadian West does 
not go beyond conditions. I do not wish to 
imply that our emigrating people, though ex- 
patriates in the true sense of the word, have 
lost a whit of the love for the land they are 
lea\ ing. But, at the same time, one will not 
find fiv'e settlers in a hundred who favor an- 
nexation, and I do not believe there is one out 
of fifty of the older settlers but who would 
vote against it were such a proposition put be- 
fore them, This is not because they prefer 

, British citizenship," which in reality is a thorn 
in their side. I do not believe tliat it is gener- 
ally understood in the vStates that the Ameri- 
can emigrant who takes up a homestead in 
Canada nmst become a British citizen. This, 
however, is true. Before a settler is given his 
patent or deed, he is compelled to discard 
y\merican citizenship and swear allegiance to 
the crown, thus becoming, in word and fact, 
"a subject of the king." .As a result of this, the 
voting power of Americans in western Canada 
is becoming tremendous. For nearly 1,000 
miles westward from Winnipeg, along the .line 
of the Canadian Pacific, the population of the 
to^^■ns and country is more generally American 

. than that of the Slate of New York, and Al- 
berta, especially from the border-northward- to ' 
Edmonton, might be regarded as a typical 
American- State. -Between Calgary and Ed- 
niontdn', a distance of 200 -miles, one may 
travel along the line of the railroad from house 
to house and five out of every six people en- 
countered are Americans. Forty thousand 
people from the States have settled the coun- 
try between the two towns. Both Calgary 
arid 'Edriionton are hustling American cities, 
and 'SO a're-ia score of smaller towns ranging 
northward frdm'the Montana border. Many 
of these places, from Winnipeg to the far West, 
liave reeves. and councils made up of men who 
four or five years ago were tilling the fields or 




,HE closing of the labor recruiting 
bureau which for a year ]:iast has 
been maintained in Lon(U)n by the 
Canadian .Manufacturers' .Associa- 
tion, whether the closing be jier- 
manent or ordy temporary, has a 
significance which can be realized to the fidl 
only in Canada, where the developments that 
preceded the organization of the bureau are 
well known, writes a correspondent of the 
London Times. The most obvious signifi- 
cance is that the closing of the bureau furn- 
ishes a jn.siiiicaiion of the policy as regards 
labor that the l.aurier Government has assum- 
ed towards, tin- Manufacturers' Association 
almost ivom the time it came into office in 
The ( ".ovcnnnent then .gave an assur- 
♦uice t(j the trade unions that it would so or- 
ganize its immigration propaganda in the 
I'nitcd Kingdom as not to overcrowd the cen- 
tres of industry in Canada with skilled labor. 
Later on. when the recent trade "ijoom" in 
Canada hecanie well de\elope<l, the 2\lanufac- 
turers' .Association made rejieated appeals to 
tlie Government t(.) depart fronv this polic}-, 
and permit its immigration officers in the 
I'nited Kin.gdoni to act as recruiting agents 
for Canadian factories. The Government re- 
fused to accede to this appeal on the ground 
that it would be unfair to use Government 
money, to which all Canadians contribute, to 
bring in skilled labor to -compete with the 
skilled labor already settled in the country. 
The i\lanMfaclurers' Association was persistent 
in its ajjjjeals ; and it organized its own re- 
cruiting bureau in Lonclon only when it was 
realized that there could be no hope that the 
Government would change its policy. The or- 
ganization of the bureau was decided upon at 
the W'innipe.g convention of the association in 
S'-pt end)!'!-, ujofi; and a1 the ne.xt amiual con- 
vention — tlnil held in Toionto in Septend.)er 
last — ;ifler the Imreau had been in existence 
for ei.L;ht or nine months, there ^\-ere bitter 
comidaints that the Government at Ottawa 
would not recognize the bureau, or authorize 
its immigration agents in tlie United Kingdom 
to work in any degree in association with its 
superintendenl. li was then insisted that' the 
Government feared the trade' unions; and 
much emphasis was laid on what was de- 
scribed as the illogical |)Oi.ition of the Govern- 
ment in regard to innnigration, as demonstrat- 
ed by its willingness in inducing farmers, 
farm laborers, and railway ■construction men 
to emigrate to Canada, '-while it; would not raise 



a hand to help Canadian manufacturers to re- 
cruit skilled labor for their factories. 

Six weeks after the convention of the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers' Association at Toronto, 
at which it was insisted that the crying need 
of Canada was a lar.ge inunigration of artisans 
and sl.:illed factory workers, there came the 
end of the great expansion of trade which set 
in five or six years .ago ; and by the end ot 1907 
most of the large centres of industry and dis- 
tribution in the Dominion were confronted 
with the unemj^loyed iiroblem in a more or 
less acute form. From Toronto there was an 
ur.gent ai)peal from the idiilanthroinc an.d 
ch;ir ';dde organizations that the Government 
shoidd restrict immigration; aufl from Winni- 
peg, ()ttawa, London ((Jul.), and Abintreal, it 
was reijorted that hundreds of immigrants, 
who had come in 1907, were out of work, un- 
able to obtain work, and in man}' cases were 
suffering great privations. The Government 
has had to carry the l.)lame for some of this 
congestion ami distress; and the distress 
would undoubtedly ha\ e l)e(.-n much more gen- 
eral and nuire aggravated had tin.' Go\-ernnien.t 
during the recent !)rosper()us times lalcen the 
advice of the association and directed its im- 
migration propaganda to the bringing out of a 
large army of artisans aiid factory workers. 
Had it done so conditions during the winter of 
1907-8 would have been such as to have told 
adversely on immigration for years to come. 
The existing lack of eni])loyment in the indus- 
trial centres and the problems it has ])resente(l 
to the nnuncipal authorities go far to justify 
the caution which for ten years past the Gov- 
ernment has exercised in regard to the immi- 
gration of skilled labor; and now that the 
Manufacturers' Association has voluntarily 
closed its London bureau it seems no longer 
possible to assail the .Dominion C/Overnment 
in the vehement manner in which it was at- 
tacked at the last amuial convention of the as- 
sociation. 

The decline in the demand for skilled labor 
\yould alone warrant the association in staying 
its hand in the matter of recruiting lalapr in 

the United Kin.gdom. But, apart from, this, 
the new innnigration re.gulations, adopted in 
November last by the Dominion Government, 
would of themselves have necessitated at least 
a temporar}' change in the labor policy of the 
niaiiufacturers. A year ago, when the London 
lHireau_ was organized, there were no regula- 
tions fixing the amrftt.ut of money ■w.luclv^an:; 
immigrant must bring with himj to' ensiirc ' his 



being permitted to land at Montreal, Quebec, 
Ilalifa.x, or St. John; and many immigrants 
were permitted, to land who had not enough 
money in hand to maintain them for a week 
<;ficr they had reached their inland destina- 
tion By the new regulations an immigrant 
nuust today be ])ossessed of .^50. After the ist 
of l''ebruary and until the 1st of April he must 
have .'i^25 in hand, or the steamship company 
will be compelled to carry him back. During 
the year in which recruiting was going on at 
the labor bureau one of the chief difficulties 
was to secure f<jr inunigration into the indus- 
trial centres of Canad;i mcn'aiul women who 
could prep.'L}- their ocean passage and the cost 
of their transportation by railway inland. It 
was not practicable for employers in Canada 
to advance these charges, because they had no 
guarantee that contracts made in England 
would be fulfilled after the imiiiigrant had 
reached Canada. The new regulations added 
materially to this difficult)', and must have 
.greatly reducer] the number of men and wo- 
men who could I)e sent out by the bureau so 
lon.g as the re.gulations remained in force. 
Lately also the labor policy of Ihc .Manufac- 
lurers' A.ssociation has been assailed from 
both si<les of the House of Commons at Otta- 
wa, so that a combination of circumstances has 
led to the closing of the bureau. It is an- 
nounced from the association's headquarters 
in Toronto that the bureau is to be closed only 
lenq)orarily- lUit it will be to the manufac- 
lurers' interest if this policy of the association 
is ])ermanently aliandoned, as the recruiting of 
labor in the United Kingdom has again served 
to draw public attention to the fact that, while 
manufacturers are adequately protected by 
the tariff and the boimty enactments, there 
can be no adequate protection for labor so 
long as manufacturers arc permitted to import 
labor fro!n any countiy except the Lhiited 
States wlthrmt any re.slriclions. In this re- 
spect the nalioiud policy of Canada differs ma- 
terially from the prcjtectivc policy in the Unit- 
ed States, because for more than twenty years 
it has been unlawful for American ■ manufac- 
turci-s to import labor, and the contract labor 
laws have long been ri.gorously enforced at all 
the Lbiited States ports. , '

keeping store in the States, and in church and 
vschool life, as well as in politics, American in- 
fluence is everywhere apparent.' There are at 
the present time between 375,000 arid. 400,000 
American settlers from Winnipegwest, with a 
])ossible voting population of 120,000, a per- 
centage which is naturally high because of the 
fact that thousands of men wit.hout families 
are seeking their fortunes thci-e. Of these 120,-, 

000 males above twenty-one years of age, -it is: 
estimated that at least 40,000 have already be- 
conie 'British citizens, and the others will un--^ 
doubtcdly "swear allegiance" as soon as their 
three years of residence' in the country expires 
and they arc ready for their patents. 

And what does this great army of Ameri- 
can voters in Western Canada signify? What 
will be the ultimate result of the controlling 
influence they are now exerting in Western 
Canadian politics^ and which they wiltcomi 
tinue to exert more and more each year? 
These are questions of tremendous intere8t''t'o- 
the people of the States, and they bring' US 
once to the tmusual condition which now ex- 
ists beyond the border. The hundreds of 
thousands of Aniericans in the West do not 
consider that thc}-^ have merely adopted a new. 
country; instead, the sentiment is general 
among them that they are making a .new. 
country, and that they are copartners, on equal 
terms of ownership and rights, with their Can- 
adian neighbors who have emigrated from the 
eastern provinces of the Dominion. They do 
not regard themselves as aliens, but as pion- 
eers — the first conquerors of the soil;' and, 
singular as it may seem, they even now speak: 
of the foreign immigration that is coming in' 
a steadily increasing flood, from Europe into 
their country. Their Canadian neighbors have 
ceased to regard them as invaders, and both , 
are unanimous in the opinion that the immi- 
grants from Europe arc the most undesirable 
of all that are coming into the country. The 
Canadian prefers an American, and the Amer- 
ican a Canadian, to any other neighbor— un- 
less it is one of their own people. 

Everywhere through this new "W^esti ;onc 
finds prosperity and plenty. In no better' way 
is this proved than by the building of rail- 
roads. In 1S81 there were only seventy-five, 
miles of railroad in Manitoba and' the West. 
Today S,ooo miles are completed and in ser- 
vice, and despite the fact that her railway 
mileage per capita is already greater than that 
of any other country on earth, there are today 
9,000 miles of new lines under ' ' contract - or 
construction in Canada, arid mdstrof It: '.in*' tHe'i 

west:':;::^'. ;': . •■ ' ,,r ^ fjTi:^,}. :i^^'.:.; 

All along these lines new towns and' cities 
have sprung up, and are springing up, with 
remarkable rapidity. And these are "colonist 
cities" in every sense of the words. They 
have little in sympathy with the eastern pro- 
vinces, and even less Avith the States. Their 
"builders" already regard the WeSt as Greater 
Canada; the towns and cities are of their Owii 
making, and, the work has aroused a new na- 
tional sentiment in both Americans and Cana- 
dians, that sentiment which w\\ ultimately, 
give birth to-a great republic on our north. 
Municipal ownership is triumphing to a mark- 
ed degree, and the liquor question is being- 
handled as in no other place in the world. 
Every American and Canadian /townsman^and 
farmer in the West is interested in this IiqUor 
question, and as a result the traffic is aSso- 
lutely in the control of the people. Froi-n 
Manitoba to the Rockies, a distance of 800 
miles, there is not a single saloon! The only 
place where one can get liquor is at a hotel 
bar, and a hotel must be of a certain size, with 
a certain number of rooms, before a license 
will be issued to it. 

■ Perhaps the most striking proof that I 
have encountered of the amalgamation of the 
Canadian and American colonists- into one 
people, with the same interests, and to a great 
extent the same ambitions, is in their social 
intercourse. When I went into western Can- 
ada seven years a,go, the national prejudice, 
bred and encouraged by the eastern newspa- 
pers of both countries, was very manifest, and 

1 found Canadians preferring the English, 
and the Americans mingling sociall}"- almost 
exclusively among themselves. Such things 
as ";\mcrican clubs," Fourth-of-July cliques, 
etc,,' were quite common, and the Canadian 
sons of the soil were prone to regard the 
"Yankees" as aliens, immeasurably less to be 
preferred than their English cousins. During 
the course of seven years, however, this feeling 
has completely changed, and I have met sfco'res 
of colonists, both American and Canadian, 
who believe that they should join in setting 
aside a "great da}'," to be celebrated in the 
manner of Fourth of July or the Queen's 
Birthday, but which should be exclusively 
typical of the West. In many of the to-.vns 
there are now business and social clubs made 
up both of Canadians; andfAmericans, and in 
the rural districts neighborhood -'organizations 
promote good fellowship. 

I believe the strongest and the truest' epi- 
tome of the situation in the Canadian West 
today was given to me by a^ Canadian settler 
at Moose Jaw. For five years he had lived in 
the States, and he said to me: 

"If they say -back in the States that Cana- 
dians, and Americans are not, the best of 
friends out here in the West, tell them that 
they are mistaken, tell them that they are 
fools, or: — that they lie 1"

AN OUT-DOOR LIVING ROOM 

HE garden is an outdoor living- 
room, but we are too prone to 
coiLsider it a place in which to 
dig. We forget that it can be 
made as comfortable a place in 
which to receive our guests as 
our. paTlqrs, and it is certainly a 
■far ■ rriore " enjoyable place to 
spend an evening after a li;ird 
sinnincr"s day's work in an office tiiaii a stuffy 
room in a Iiotisc, or tlic cramped quarters on 
a porcli. 

'I'hc most. important article of furniture for 
this outdoor living-room is something to sit 
on. Have some good comfortable chairs and 
'benches'bn wiiich you can rest after tlie stren- 
uous ivork of spacling, weeding and spraying. 

' During these breathing-spells you. can gloat 
over ybiir 'garden and ■ plan how" to make it 
'better, which !wi 11' malce yon forget the fatigue 
of fighting the weecls and tlie Inigs. 

The commonly accepted garden-seat is a 
'rustic" chair or bench made from cedar. If 
you do not care to go to tlic expense of buy- 
ing them, tliey can be made easily. Use cedar 
poles which liave been cut in the fall after the 
sap has stopped running: the bark will then 
cling to the wood, if cut \vhen the sap runs, iC 
])ecls easily. Paint all the cut portions with 
red-lead paint and countensink the nails, t 
do not like this rustic fitrniture nearly so well 
as that made of cypress and painted whi"te or 
green. These seats may be had with or with- 
out backs, and straight or circular in form. 
Whatever you have, it must be comfortable. 
Have the scats well coated with paint to pro- 
tect them from the weather. 

Siimnier-honses, arbors and [)crgolas arc 
really lu.xuries in the garden, but so much en- 
joyment can be gotten from them that you 
should have one of them. 

Put the summer-house where it ■will com- 
mand a view of the garden without giving it 
undue ])rominencc, and plant vines around it 
to cover it. Plave a floor in it, si.K or eight 
inches above the ground. Here you can serve 
afternoon tea, or the children — who will get 
as nnich or more pleasure out of it than the 
grown-ups — can play. 

Arbors and pergolas can be made useful as 
well as ornamental. At the pixscnt time 
nearly every garden of any size has a pergola, 
but many times it is entirely out of place, for 
a pergola is really a vine-covered passageway 
leading from one point to another. vScoixs of 
the ])ergolas built nowadays start from no- 
where and lead you to nothing. 'I'licy may, 
however, be \-cry effectively used if |)lace(i on 
one side of the .garden, where they will screen 
the garden and its occupants from the curiosity 
of a neighbor. 

If properly used, vases will add greatly to ■ 
the beauty of the garden. In a more or less 
formal garden, they may be used along the 
tops of walls, on the buttresses, beside steps 
or in the angles of walks. In them half-hardy 
and tender jdants may be grown, all summer, 
and' I have seen the German iris used in them 
very effectively. 

Water is an al.isolutc necessity in the gar- 
den, but the method of introducing it will de- 
])end entirely upon the purse of the owner. The 
cheapest way is a tap and hose, but a small 
pool or foinitaiii will add very nnicli to the 
pleasure one will get from the garden. 

/V small cement b,asin can be built for a 
hundred dollars. . In it you can have goldfish 
and pond-lilies, and a little jet of water shoot- 
ing up from the centre pii.whjch a hollow ball, 
an inch or so in diameter, is.lield. It is.always 
very interesting to watch "the stream of water 
play with the ball: you can watch it Ijy the 
iionr without tiring. 

The method of Ircatiilg the margins of the, 



pool mu.st be .settled by one's taslc. Thcymay 
project a few inches above the ground, or they 
may be covered with sod clear to the water's 
edge. ,. 7 

If your taste runs to something; more cpn-. 
spicuous, you may purchase a cast-iron foiiii- 
tain. These can be had in iinnmierablc lorms 
and sizes. 

Fountains may be used- very effectively in 
connection with a rockery, the water falling 
down over little cascades among the ferns or 
other plants. 

If yoM are so fortunate as to have a well on 
the place, do not try to bide it, but surround it 
with a. good well-head. An attractive well- 
head can be made of field stones laid up in ce- 
ment mortar. A more pretentious affair may 
be had in the form of a 'Venetian, well-head. 
These are the capitals of old columns hollowed 
out. 

If one has the fancy lov it, he may l;o fur- 
ther than inerel}- furnishing his \N-ell with a 
head. How api)roi)riate an old-fashiinicd well- 
sweep would be for a garden of perennials, ov 
an old-fashioned garden edged with bo.x. 

An equally charming effect can be (had by 
putting a little house over the well, and from 
the rafters hanging a pulley, through which a 
rope or chain is run, on each end of which is a 
bucket. There is something 
fascinating about putting a 
bucket, hung in this way, down 
a well. The unoilcd Vi-hcel 
stpieaks and groans as it .goes 
ai-ound and, as the bucket 
comes up, there is the splash of 
the dripping water and the 
scrape of the bucket against 
the curbin.g. 

There is more sentiment at- 
tached to the sun-dial than to 
any other piece of garden fur- 
niture. .As a timepiece it can- 
not be depended upon, because 
it records the passage of time 
only on days when tlje sun 
shines ; neither would one wish 
to depend upon" it if he desired 
to dutch a train. But it is a 
thing of beauty, and a garden 
having one is the richer for it; 

A sim-dial must have a solid 
foundation, and it must be deep 
enough in the ground not to be 
affected by frosts : for a sun- 
dial out of plumb can not he 
accurate, and gives one, upon 
looking at it, a fecUng of un^ 
rest. 

I prefer a plain pedestal, and 
such a one, made of tcrra-cot- 
ta, can be pmxhased for ten 
dollars or more ; marble ones are somewhat 
more cx[3ensive. .'V Nvcioden pedestal will ser\-c, 
ijut it is not nearly so lastin.L,': neither does it 
have the appearance of stability possessed by a 
stone pedestal. 

What a delight it is when walking through 
a garden to suddenly come upon a Japanese 
lantern stowed away in a secluded corner. 
These ciun'ously shai^cd stone laiUerns arc put 
by the Japanese, so 1 am told, in dark unfre- 
quented places to drive away e\-il spirits, and it 
seems to me that we should place them in se- 
cluded i)lace.^, not in conspicuous locations such 
as the niidillc iif a l;uvn, where they destroy the 
beauty of the landscaiie. 

There are numerous other little attractions 
which one may add to his garden, such as bird 
houses,' wall fountains, gazing globes, gazebos 
and Japanese shishis, all of which will add in- 
terest to the garden. llui do not make the 
mistake of overloadm.g this outdoor livin.g 
room with quantities of useless bric-a-brac. — 
T. W. in Suburban Life. 




number of tools which it is 
really necessary for .one to'lfavc. 
is not large, but if thciamat'e'ur 
gardener tries .tp , get .-along 
with a iioe, a rake and a-spade, 
he is sure to have long, tedious 
hours. of hard work. 

The tool which will be n.iost 
usetl during the season is, of 
course, the hoe, for the weeds grow rapidly, 
f'iy using a wheel-hoe you can save all th.it 
backaching work. I kept a ihree-fourth acre 
vegetable .tjarden in .good shape all sunnner 
with one. Only a couple of hours were needed 
in which to stir the surface of the whole gar- 
den. This was done re.gidarly once a week 
;ind after each rain. 

The wheel-hoe is the handiest tool in the 
garden. It may be fitted with plows, rakes, 
cultivator-teeth, flat-hoes which work like the 
scufflc-hoe. and aeedsowing attachments. They 
cost anywhere from $3.50 up, according to the 
kind you get and the number of attachments 
that you wish.

and others lar.ge. It is the small-wheeled 
ones that have all the altachnients. 

in the sjiring. after your garden is ])lowed 
or spaded, the rakes may be substituted ft^r the 
hoes and the ground levelerl. Then the little 
])low sliare is ])ul on. and the drills in which 
the seeds are to be .sown can be made — that is, 
if you jj-e going to .sow them by hand. It is 
easier, however, to have a seed-sowing attach- 
ment on the wheel-hoe. It costs about $7, but 
1 really believe that it is worth it. It saves 
one from getting down on his knees, or doub- 
ling up like a jackknifc, when sowin.g the seed, 
and, as the machine is regulated so that the 
seed mav be sown any thickness desired and 
the work (hjiie much more evenly, a .given 
quantity of seed will .go farther than if sown 
bv hand. .As sodu as the seed-leaves show 
above the ground, culti\-atin.g commences with 
the regular cullivalor-teeth. .And this should 
he continued all summer lon.g. usin.g scufflc- 
hoes lo cut off the weeds, or the teeth of rakes 
to keep the dust-mulch in gcjod condition. 

in selecting a wheel-hoe, it will be neces- 
sarv to consider the size of the pockctbook. 
I jn-efer the one with double wiiecls, for it can 
be used in most places to better advantage 
than the single-wheel hoe. It is an extremely 
handy tool to have late in May and early hi 
June, when the weeds are growing fast. It is 
"made to straddle the row. You should fit it 
with scuffle-hoes, wliic'h ca.i be .so nicely ad- 
justed that all the weeds except those between 
the plants can be cut off. It is especially use- 
ful on such crops as onions. 

The large-wheeled hoe is i)referrcd by many 
amateur gardeners because of its ease of opera- 
tion. It is ea.sy to run — easier 1 think than 
the small-wheeled ones— but it has the big dis- 
advantage of not having detachable tools. 
However, if the hoe is to be used only to main- 
tain a (lust-mulch, it does ecpially as well as 
the small-wheeled one and involves less labor. 

Of the ordinary hoes there are a great vai-- 
iety.' The common one is usefid for. straight 
hoeing, and, if kept sharp, does good work, 
but there are special hoes now coming into 
use which are much better; they do the same 
w6rk and do it more easily. There is a heart- 
• shai:)ed hoe which is particularly useful for 
making furrows. There arc hoes with scal- 
loped edges, which, if kept shar]), will cut 
weetls' with about one-half the effort that is 
necessary to draw the ordinary straight-edged 
hoe through the .ground. 'JMie best hoc I ever 
used for liocing corn loqked a good deal like 
a r.ike, hut the teeth were, thin and half an inch 
broad. '' . • ' • 



.One trouble with all these hoes is that- the 
operator walks over the ground he has.alr,eady • 
worked, and treads'the weeds which have .just 
been cut off 'back^ihto the : earth,-. \yhere. thjjy 
take root againr^;ith a scuffle-hdejit .is dififer- 
cnt; ■ Tlie best- wky- to tise'this'is for thc opera;-" 
tor to wa|k backwai-d, so that the newly-stirred 
ground sliall not be walked on. Alost of these 
scuffle-hocs have straight edges and arc push- 
ed, but there are V-shaped ones which are 
made to pull, the ends of which are turned up 
so that the i)ossibility of cutting off a plant is 
removed. ^Vhen using an ordinary hoc, one 
invariably Lentis his back. There is no neces- 
sity for doing so, but somehow, nearly every 
one does it. With a scuffle-hoc, this tendency 
is entirely ob\'iated. A'ou can pull or push a 
scuffle-hoc all day without getting a backache. 

There is a scuffle-hoc made mounted on 
a wheel which is pushed "steady by jerks," as 
is the ordinary wheel-hoe. Although I have 
never used it, I hke its appearance very much. 

The spade is a necessary tool in the gar- 
den, for there is always more or less digging lo 
do. For digging celery. I. have found a small 
spade to be much l^etter than those of the stan- 
dard- size, but if one ha.s only a little celery 
it would not be worth his wdiile to .get one. If 
' it is necessary to sjoade the 

garden rather than plow it, liy 
all means do it with a spading- 
fork. It has four or five strong 
prongs. The difference in 
weight between this and. a 
spade is considerable, so that 
by its use one saves himself 
lifting, a good many pounds 
while digging over the garden. 
Besides, it is much easier to 
push into the ground. 

A good garden line is in- 
dispensable. Get a good linen 
line and keep it on a reel. Keep 
it dr}^ or dry it out if it be- 
comes wet, and it will last for 
years. 

For. weeding small plants 
like oniqns, radishes, and' such 
like, a lumd-w^edcr. is, useful. 
There arc two' types|^,pne is 
like a hand with ., bent 'fingers 
and the other is a narrow band 
of iron bent at a ri,ght angle. I 
have used both witli equal suc- 
cess. 

A cart or wheelbarrow, or 
even both, \yill be found neces- 
sary.. The best kind of cart for 
. ' the , small garden is one whicIT 

.has a platform with a detach- 
able box: ; for wdienever it is 
necessary to carry water in a barrel for spray- 
ing ptirj)oses, you can put the barrel and pump 
oil it in place of the bo.x. 

For sctti^ig out plants, one can get a variet}' 
of trowels, cin-vcd, straight and angled. I have 
found the angled trowel exceedingly useful in 
setting out such small plants as cabbage, cauli- 
flower, and the like. 

Alarch is an excellent time to prune fruit 
and other trees. If the trees arc large it is 
often necessary lo get up into them to remove 
dead wood or surplus limbs, but on smaller 
trees a great deal of diis work can be done 
from the ground with long-handled tools. 
There are straight and curved-bladed saws 
which are good. The curved-bladed is the 
best, however. 

For cutting off many of the smaller 
branches, the long-handled tree-pruncr can be 
used. Pruning-shears are necessary. Do not 
buy cheap ones; they are always a disappoint- 
ment. 

Do you ever have any trouble in cutting 
asparagus? I did until I purchased an aspara- 
gus knife. There are several forms of these 
knives, but they are all made long, so that one 
can get down three or four inches under the 
surface of the soil to cut it and do less damage 
among the shoots which have started. — R. G. 
Convei-se. 



ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 

In the month of .March there is a great deal 
of work to be done in preparing the .garden for 
the coming summer. The first and biggest 
item is to complete the plan for the garden 
and order the seeds. (jct your order for seeds 
in just as early as possible, so as to avoid dis- 
appointment and delay in receiving them, or 
getting the reply, "out of stock." 

I'rune the hedges into shape some time this 
month before growth starts. This is bctter.than 
to wait until next month, after the plants haye 
sarted to grow, . ' 

Frequently there arc fruit trees on the place 
which bear ]ioor fruit. In .some of the limbs 
of each tree insert cions of .good varieties by 
cleft grafting. Three years will be neces.sary 
to work over the entire tree. 

I'lant carlv, smooth peas just as soon as the 
.ground can be worked, Do not attempt to 
i)ut the wrinkled sorts in until later. They rot 
easily. 

Have a hotbed and grow radishes, lettuce, 
tomato plants, cggplftntsj peppers and all the 
tender vegetables wHicli'iiiust be started under

Start asters, zinnias, stocks, and other aii-.

the house. 

Grass seed can be sown now if the ground 
is ready for it. These early planted seeds 
make better plants than the late-sown, be- 
cause they have a chance to become well es- 
tablished before the hot weather sets in. 

Repair the lawn where the grass roots have 
been pulled out, scratch up the surface of the 
soil, sow seeds and roll. If the grass is thin 
all over the surface of the lav/n, scratch the 
whole over with a rake and sow about a pint 
of seed to six hundred square feet. • .j .v*'. j 




HOW TO MAKE THE BEST OF SHADY 

BORDERS. 

SILADED border is to be found i|n 
almost every garden, and mor.e 
often than not it is an eyesore. 
When the shade is not dense, it 
is a far simpler matter to make a 
success of the planting than if 
the border is heavily oversha- 
dowed and gets no sun at all. 
One of the chief things is to 
make a good beginiiitig. by having the §oil dug 
thoroughly. Sdjl that, gets little or no sun is 
generally hgavjs and perhaps .sour,, and. .it 
\yQuld.^b^e„use)css, to plant in. jt withpiit^rnakr 
ingA^pme ^ati'enipt to improve if. 'It "should 
be diig at least two feet deep, plenty of road- 
grit, coarse sand, leaf-mould, lime and brick 
rubble being mixed in as the digging proceeds. 
This proceeding will have the effect of mak- 
ing the border more congenial to the roots of 
the plants. It will give them a good start, 
and in gardening — especially in gardening un- 
der unusual difficulties, as in this case — to 
make a good start is to make a bold bid for suc- 
cess. As a rule, when plants get established 
they are well able to look .iafter themselves,; it 
is especially so 'with those plants ihpst' stiit- 
ablc for ]5lanting in the shade. 

To make the most of a shaded border iha 
plants should be disposed in bold clumps, us- 
ing the foliage plant.s as a foil to those with 
brilliant flowers, and ari'anging^ thein judici- 
ously with this end in view. Among' shrubby 
plants suitable mays be mentioned the-'Ber- 
berises, notably B. Darwini and the Mahoriia,' 
the Pheasant Berry (Leycesteria formosa), 
Gauithcria Shallon, Butcher's Broom, Rhodo- 
dendron, Pernetta mucronata, dofible pink 
Pramble and the strikin.g white-stemmed 
Bramble (Rubus biflorus). Then many 
stron.g-growing herbaceous perennials thrive 
well in the shade if they are well planted at 
first, such, for instance, as Pyrethrum uligino- 
sum, .Rudbcckia Golden Glow, p.erennial Sun- 
flowers in variet}', j\Tiss Alellish being one of 
the best, and Golden Rod (Solidago Virgau- 
rea). Michaelmas daisies wUi thriye almp^^ 
anywhere if they have; a fair rppt'^^u^ 
Japanese anemone is, of cptiirsej pne..pf-.tfte,^^ 
plants for a shady border/ anS there is notHing , 
more delightful to plant with it than the^scar-, 
let-flowered Lobelia cardinalis Queen Viditbria; ■ 
'Lupines make a brave show even on. a shady 
border, while Canqjanula latifolia and C. pcr- 
sicifolia may also be grown there with suc- 
cess. Nothing is much more delightful in a 
garden than a cliini]) of Solomon's Seal, and 
this is a plant that thrives best in shade. Some 
of the lilies grow quite well in a sunless bor- 
der, particularly L. croceum, umbellatum and 
tigrinum,, Galcga officinalis and G. lidrt- 
landi, Geuni cocciiveum and G. Ileldreichi may 
also be reckoned among plaiits suitable for a 
shady border. Commoner plants that might 
be grown are the Periwinkles, St. John's 
Wort, Ivy, Woodruff and Lily of the Valley. 
.There .'^re doubtless many other plants that 
.^!cpuli|5;be grown more or less successfiilly^on a 
'§11ady' border. 

If the border is backed by a wall then it 
might be covered with Ampelopsis Vcitcliii, 
A'^itis Coignetiae and other vines whose colored 
foliage in the autumn is one of the charms of 
the .garden. Clematis Jackmani and Poly- 
.goiium baldschuanicum are two excellent clim- 
bers for a shaded situation, and if trained on 
rough tall i)t)les they make an admirable fea- 
ture in the border. Some of the strong-grow- 
ing roses, such as rugosa, Conrad F. Meyer, 
Dorothy, Perkins, . Aimee- A-^ibert, Crimson 
Rambl(;r . and Flora .-thriv.e. yery,, well provided 
the shade i,s not'too denSe'. ", "If an ugly' fence 
backs the border it may be readily covered 
.with ivy.

"\ I RUNNING IKfCUfiATORS. . 

HE incubator should be set up. 
carefully according- to direc- 
tions, and the incubator cham- 
ber gradually brought to the 
proper temperature. The tem- 
perature which the thermome- 
ter should siiow depends some- 
what upon its position in the 
incubating- chamber. If the 
Hicrnionictcr merely records the air tcnipcra- 
lurc on a level witli the toji of the cg-f;s, as 
llicy lay upon the trays, and is suspended near 
the centre of tlic ciiamber. then a temperature 
of I023<; -will bring the ciiickens out promptly 
on the twenty-first day. 

The eggs should not be placed in the in- 
cub'ator until after the operator is able to 
maintain a fairly uniform temperature. Unless 
the regulator is properly adjusted to the right 
temperature a^5id all the parts in good working 
order, it is an easy matter for the temperature 
to run too high, and thus injure, or totally des- 
troy, the hatch. The temperature should be 
maintained as uniform as possible. All viol- 
ent fluctuations are unnatural and injurious. 
This is especially true of temperatures above 
the proper incubating temperature. Cooling the 
eggs a few degrees below the proper incubat- 
ing v-temperatures does no harm, and in case 
the ventilation of the machine is not sufficient 
to supply the germs with' enough oxygen, this 
cooling may be necessary for a good hatch; ' 
■ Ventilation and Moisture. 

■ ■ 'The ventilation of the machine is ne.\t in 
importance to the temperature; During their 
dcvelopinent the germs absorb oxygen, and 
throw off .carbon dioxide or carljonic acid gas, 
asTf'is'sBhiistimes^iialie^.'' If trie'tarboli'dibkidc 
is allowed to accumulate, or in o'ther words', if 
the vitiated air is not repltjced' by pure air, 
with sufficient rapidity, the germs will, be 
weakened, and those which are somewhat na- 
turally weak, will be killed. It is my impres- 
sion that bowel trouble, and non-absorption of 
the contents of the yolk sack, two very com- 
mon ailments of incubator chickens, are fre- 
quently caused by lack of fresh air in the in- 

■ cubating chamber, during the hatch. 

The eggs must be given plenty of fresh air. 
When this is overdone another trouble is en- 
countered. The eggs lose too much moisture, 
and the chicks dry fast to the shells, thus des- 

'troying many chicks, and- producing .many 
cripples. On the other hand, if the eggs do not 
lose enough moisture, the chicks are weak and 
flabby, and do not have sufficient room so that 
Ihcy arc able to break their shells and thus 
make their escape. l>ctwecn the two ex- 
tremes of too much moisture, and too little 
there is a medium where the moisture condi- 
tions are just right, and w-hich when closelv 
adhered to in practice, gives best results. — 
J. H. Stewart.

I see so many articles in poultry papers 
about the I'lymoutli Rock being the "liest 
Fowl" or the Leghorn being the ■■Greatest 
_Egg Machine," etc., tliat I feel like saving a 
'few words in defense of the breed that lias 
proven for me the "Best on Earth," those "Ar- 
istocrats of the poultry yard," the beautiful 
Single Comb Buff Orpingtons. Xo one can 
view a flock of the "Golden beauties" without 
contracting a severe case of "hen fever" for 
which there is no cure. 1 have seen it done 
dozens of times. You may Inn e your favorite 
•breed, but there is no denying ihc fact that 
there is soinething magnetic about Buff Orp- 
ingtons which draws you towards them and 
compels ypur admiration in spite of yourself. 

Reader, the next time you attend a poultry 
show, keep an eye on the Orjjingtons, and see 
for yourself if they do not command more at- 
tention than any other breed. In regard to 
their iaying qualities, I do not know wb.ere you 
could find another fowl to ccpial them. ] ha\-c 
one flock. of thirty-six Orpingtons which were 
hatched in March and began laying in Octo- 
ber, a?id have been laying from 17 to 24 eggs a 
day^evcr since. Any time I go in the poultry 
yara I hear them, continually singing and 
cackling, which to my ear is the sweetest mu- ' 
sic in the world. 

I have visited poultry 3-ar(ls this winter 
where you never hear any singing or cackling, 
and which reminds me very much of the silent 
city of the dead. The principal trouble with 
most poultry raisers is, that they do not feed 
their fowls enough food or variety. In order 
to get winter eggs, you must feed more than 
enough feed to sustain life only. 

It fakes about three ounces of food a day 
to keep a hen alive, warm, and in good condi- 
tion. If you. .want her to lay eggs, you must 
feed her over the three ounces. A hen that is 
laying, will require about 25 per cent, more 
feed than the hen that is not laying. Never 
feed your flock on a one grain ration and ex- 
pect, them to lay egg.s in winter. If you feed 



only one grain, your hens will not get enough 
egg material to lay over one egg a week (luHhg 
the cold months. Feed your Orpingtons 
plenty of feed and variety and do not be afraid 
of getting them too fat, as it is intpossiblc to 
get a pullet too fat for laying, and you will get 
eggs and plenty of them tlie entire winter. 

In conclusion I will say that if your present 
breed is satisfactory stick to them. If not, trv 
the "Fowl Beautiful," the Single Comb Buff 
Orpingtons, and I venture to say you will ne- 
•\}er ha-ve occasion to change again. — Chas. F. 
Goelz in The Poultry Keeper.

I) IIY. as a rule, does the calf that is 
raised on the cow do better than 
the average -calf "that is fed milk 
from a bucket? Simply because 
the calf, by sucking the covyj^ gets 
its milk slowly; the sahya*;ha& 
time to flow arid mix with the milk, thus aid- 
ing digestion. In feeding from a bucket (usii- 
ally twice a day), the calf is very hungry; it 
gulps down its half-bucket, or whatever 
amount.it is given, in a few seconds; so much 
milk is taken'into the stomach in such a space 
of time that indigestion, scours, bloat, and 
eventually pot-bellied calves, are the result. 

Many say. '■If you want a gi3od calf you 
must let' it siick the cow." Not a bit of it, pro- 
vided it is fed right. While many farmers arc 
raising their calves successfully in this way, 
and more so every year as the separator gets 
a better foothold, there are localities, especially 
in b«f districts or on the ranges, where this 
practice is virtually unknown, and it is not 
thou.ght j)ossible to raise a good calf except in 
the natural way. This last-mentioned class of 
men, seeing unhealthy and undersized calves 
that have been fed skim-milk, consider that 
they arc the inevitable results of feeding skim- 
milk. Such calves arc the unfortunate victims 
of'-rtieir-'owner's ignoranclp-.tir^carelessness.' The 
sk1$3jmilk calf, raiseH- -accof cliri^^^ td' " fnbdern 
methods') '-where a good separator is used, dif- 
fers little frorri the calf raised in the natural 
wav. If there is any difference, it is in favor 
of the skim-milk calf, not as one would look at 
them at the age of, say. five or six months, 
when the nice, sleek ■■sucker" comes in from 
the range, but a month after weaning, that's 
the time to see which calf is superior. The calf 
fed skim-milk, is accustomed to eating grain, 
and is not checked in grp.wth iii the least by 
weaning: whereas, the one'that has been raised 
by the cow has not learned to eat grain, and is 
materially checked in growth when suddenly 
deprived of. niilk and requireid to subsist entire-

T?his; 4S .the 
matefial that niakbs flie'bone, hair, 'hoofs and 
muscles, and this is not taken out in separ- 
ation (I take it for granted that any farmer 
who calls himself a dairyman, or if he makes 
milk at all, unless it is produced for city con- 
sumption, has a separator). 

The skim-milk fed calf is not always as fat 
duriiig the first six months of its existence as , 
the one raised on the cow. It generally has a 
better development of muscle and bone, how- 
ever. 

It has been the geneial o})inion among 
farmers that scj^arator skim-milk is not a 
strong ov nutritious feed, and that a lar.gc mess 
must be .given to make U]) in quantity what it 
lacks in quality. The result was that calves 
were over-fed and indigestion would be pro- 
duced, Avhich was followed by diseases pre- 
viously mentioned. It is certainly a mistake to 
think that because the cream has all been re- 
moved the calf needs more of the skim-milk 
or that because the calf is not doing well, it is 
not getting enough milk, and allow it to gorge 
itself, which if will readily do if given an op- 
portunity. 

'1 he d;iirynian, whose fir.-^t (jbjcct is to pro- 
duce as much milk as jiossihle that he may sell 
the butti-r-fat, m;iy o\-ei-|(jol\ the \-alue still in 
skim-milk after the fat has been taken from it, 
l-'roni 10 to 20 ])er cent of the \-alue of the milk 
lies ill the skim-milk if jiroperly fed to calves. 

.'\ neighbor who usccl creamers as a means 
of getting cream from his milk, once said to 
me that the calves were welcome to what 
cream was left in the milk as it would not hurt 
them. While 1 did not argue the point with 
him, 1 tried to show him how a bag of oil-cake 
meal would be cbeajier than butter-fat for his 
calves had he a better system of creaming his 
mill-,-. .'\ few }-ears a,go he bought a separator 
and, bein.g a inethodical man, found at the end 
of the first week that he had 2 3-4 pounds more 
butter than the week before from the same 
number of cows, and he was milking only six 
at the time. Now he thinks that oil-cake and 
crushed oats better and cheaper for his calves 
than butter-fat. 

System of Feeding 

There are many ways of feeding calves, such 
as tying in stanchions while being fed, feeding 
from individual buckets, or frnm troughs. One 
thing certain, everything in which-, calves arc 
fed must be clean, or there will be tro,uble, 
especially in the summer iiionlhs. Some years 
a.go the writer bored a hole in the side of a 
bucket near the bottom atul had a teat made 
of heavy white duck or canvas. This was se- 
cured firmly over the hole, a sponge was in- 
serted into the teat, soime milk was poured in 
the bucket, and the teat could be milked almost 
the same as that of , a cow. The bucket'^was 
secured on a stand about the height of ^ cow's 
udder; it was also firmly fastened by putting a 



was then taken frpni ; the>herd"and fed>in this, 
way all winter. Suffice it'to say that it was ^thc 

best calf in the bitnch in the sprnig, simply be-- 
cause it could not get the skim-nnlk from the 
bucket any faster than it would get it from a 
cow in the natural way. 

Being so well pleased with the experiment, 
not so much because the calf had a teat to suck, 
as the fact that because it .got its milk slowly, 
rthought of a way of feeding a half a dozen at 
once 'Svithout having so many buckets. Next 
the separator room, in my stable, is a large 
box stall. In this is kept "the calves. ' On the 
side next the separator room I fastened a 
trough long enough for half a dozen calves to 
feed from at once. At one end, a few inches 
above the trough,, a hole was bored, in which 
was inserted a piece of inch-ancl-a-half iron 
piping leading to the separator spout. An el- 
bow was put on, a tin funnel made to fit into 
the elbow, and the milk allowed to flow direct 
from the separator to the calves. The end 
next the machine is swung on a wire, fastened 
to the ceiling. When not in use, it is swung 
on a wire off to one side and hooked to the 
wall, the other end staying where it is. One 
end of the trough is low enou.gh for the calves 
at the lower end to get as much milk' as the 
ones at the end where it fiows in. When the 
calves are through drinking milk, some oats 
or some oil-cake meal is scattered along the 
bottom. >.6f ;the trough. This is readily eaten 
up, and when tlte calves are through they have 
forgotten to suck one another's cars, which 
they are sure to do if there is hothiiig to divert 
their^ attention. 
; • -'The. piping is cleaned in much the same 
manner as a gun barrel is cleaned. An iron 
ramrod and a swab do the trick in a minute. 
Hot water is then poured throug.h and it is 
clean' as needs be. It is not necessary to use 
])iping, ^an open V-shaped trough of wood or 
tin . .woijld " answer the purpose just as well. 
Here . the ' calves ^re fed summer and winter, 
and the-ionger it is in use the better it is liked. 
Some of its advantages are : the milk has not 
to be carried in buckets, the calves .get it 
warmer 'and in better condition, there is less 
labor in feeding the calves, and last, but not 
least, we get far better calves. 

One thing I have often noticed in this prov- 
ince is, that calves that get the first few months . 
all the milk they can drink, twice a day, and 
not; mitch. else, are not always the best animals 
wHeti they^-mature. They are what is often 
caliedi "skd-sided," which means, in other 
woriils/, a.,-poorjy-sprung rib, which, in turn, 
iii^afis-pbo'r. heart girth, thus lacking in consti- 
tution. J' 

A young calf should be fed often, not neces- 
sarily more than twice a day on milk, but some 
oats or oil-cakc n.eal, some turnips, and all the 
.good clover or fine timothy hay as many times 
a day as it will eat. Keep it full. Will not this 
help you to develop a better barrel, a nicer 
sprung rib, giving a larger heart girth? And 
this is the time to develop a good spring of rib, 
when the calf is small and the ,ribs are more 
leasily rounded. 

We think that it is better to raise our sum- 
mer calves in the stables, and not to allow them 
out until they are at least three months old. The 
calf that is turned out in a pasture to fight flies, 
try to pick a living in the boiling summer sUn, 
with half of the time no shelter, is sure to dis- 
appoint its owner in the autumn. — Canadian 
Dairyman. 

USES OF THE SUNFLOWER 

The rank-gi'owin.g ])lant, with its gaudy 
and striking blossoms, is a native of North 
America, and is known in botanical lore as 
llelianthus annus. \'aluablc as it is for orna- 
mental purposes, it has other uses, even in this 
country ; although it. is in foreign countries — 
into which it has been introduced — that it 
really attains to commercial importance. It is 
cultivated largely in Russia, princi|)ally for the 
oil which is ])roduce(l from its seeds and which 
is used for a v;iriety of pur])oscs, such as illu- 
mination, mixing paints, cooking, soaji-making 
and other uses. Not only Russia, but India, 
Egypt, Austria, Turkey and Italy cultivate the 
sunflower largely for these various purposes 
and for feeding- ^tock, the cake from which the 
oil has been extracted being used in this way. 
If for no other use alone than that of soap- 
making, the sunflower has a reason for its cul- 
tivation, as the great demand for this com- 
modity necessitates an unceasing iind almost 
unlimiled supply of such materials as are used 
in its mainifacture. It is said to be a good milk- 
producer ,and provender for i)igs, sheep and 
poultry. The latter eat the seeds with greedi- 
ness, and the plant can be raised anywhere — al- 
thoifgh, as in other crops; certain soils produce 
the best results and cultivation in'«reaaes the 
amount and quality of the yield — anyone who 
has a little groun<l and who will take the trou- 
ble to put in the seeds, can niake it profitable 
to raise poultry with comparatively little labor 
and expense. Of course other feed is neces- 
sary, hut these seeds make a valuable addition 
to the general bill of fare. Of all the varieties 
in cultivation, the ]\Iammoth Russian is said to 
be the best, not only as a food for stock, but 
more especially for the production of oil. , The 
seeds of this variety would naturally be, pre- 
ferred by the Russians for roasting to, be eaten 
like peanuts — as they are said to- do in that 
.country — and no doubt they are very palatable 



prepared in that way. In countries where food 
is scarce, one can ima.gine that the sunflower 
would he especially valuable for food, and there 
are portions- of the globe besides, Russia in. 
which it-^is.:'so>:used. ..Such a Brobdingnagian 
plant as the Mgmrnoth Russian sunflower must 
necessarily exhaust the soil ' in which - it • is 
grown, and it is doubtful if it would be wise 
to raise it upon land that can be put to. more 
profitable uses. There are, however, odd 
patches of ground on almost every farm where 
it is not practicable to raise more important 
crops, and they can be planted, with sunflower 
seeds without much outlay of cither labor or 
expense; but. as this plant is used in this coun-". 
try ahnost entirely for ornamental purposes ' 
and for seed, the market is very limited. The 
farmer, therefore, will not likely take much 
trouble to raise it excepting as an aside. In 
times of scarcity of coal or other fuel, it has 
often served a useful purpose for heating pur- 
poses, especially in some of the Western vStates, 
and very fortunate it was for those prairie far- 
mers who had a goodly supply of both stalks 
and seed on hand'at a time when other fuel was 
not procurable. To the, gardener who believes 
in the economy of ' labor, a roj^ of sunflowers 
jjlanted in close proximity' .to his peas, lima 
beans, and other climbing vines, will'be of great 
assistance, for they will serve as supports for 
the trailers and save hiin the extra work of pro- 
viding others. A field of sunflowers is a grand 
nectar-producing ground for the honey-bees, 
who revel in its sweets to their hearts! content, 
and to the satisfaction orth^ir. owners.'/ $'uch a 
buzzing of busy workers and'such an' extiltant 
hunmiing of mutual congratulations :as4s heard 
when they cxichange their .riiorning greetings 
on these happy hunting grounds! The broad 
smiling faces of the sunflowers follow with rev- 
erent adoration the, great King of Day in the 
heavens from morning till night, and when 
ni.ght comes accept with thankfulness the dewy 
benediction of the evening. Gorgeous and 
stately, they stand in^ all their pride and 
stren^ji, conscious of" tjie raagiiificence that . 
raises-tliAin far above the cbmrnbn'herd of use'r 
ful. flow.ers. They know that" when their bodies 
are crematecl they serve to keep warm the sons. ' 
of men; that their ashes — so rich, in potash—"'.' 
will enrich the ground and bring forth .food for 
their sustenance ; that their stalks, if not burn- 
ed, may be made into paper for the spread of 
intelligence and knowledge ; and that their blos- 
soms will produce a beautiful dye that will hcjp 
to malce still more beautiful a beautiful world. 
Verily they do not live in vain. One. use. of ■ 
the sunflower which should not'lje oveflookeii .f 
is that of wArding off disease in districts where 
fevers are prevalent. In localities where the 
ground is low-lying and damp and calculated to v' 
breed such diseases, sunflowers should Ue - 
raised in abundance. Their roots absorb the 
sourness and dampness from the soil and the 
malarial poisons arc eliminated from the at- 
mosphere. For this reason alone, if for no 
other, the sunflower should be looked upon as 
a true friend and appreciated accordingly. All ■ 
hail to thee. King Sunflower! Haughtiness 
is thy name, but truly beneficence is thy na- 
ture!— R. L. • 



POINTERS ON PRUNING. 

All kinds of fruit trees cannot be pruned 
successfully by the same method. No definite 
rule will apply to all cases. Tlie orchardist 
should know something about the nature of 
the tree to be pruned, and the effect that will 
be produced by ,thc operation. A few of the 
principles to be observed are as follows:, 

Pruning during the dormant season tends 
to promote v,'ood growth rather than fruitful- 
ness. Pruning during the growing season 
tends to check- wood growth and to promote 

fruit bearing. 

Pruning may he done at any time of the 
year, but most satisfactory results usually arc 
secured when the work is done in March. 

Trees that are inclined to grow very tiprighfc 
should be cut back to induce them to spread. 

.'\II superfluou.s, diseased and dead branches 
should he removed, and no limbs should be al- 
lowed to rub or cross. 

The centre of the tree should be kept open 
to admit the sunlight and cause the fruit to 
color and mature better. 

Growth may be directed by cutting back to 
a bud pointing in the direction that the branch 
should grow. 

Pruning should be done methodically and 
regularly. A certain amount of work should 
be done each year, instead of once in five years. 

The best implements for pruning arc prun- 
ing shears. A sharp saw will sometimes be 
needed, especially on trees that have been neg- 
lected. 

Leave all wounds clean and smooth with no 
long stubs, and paint those above one inch in 
diameter with grafting wax, or white lead. 

Pruning in itself is not stifficient. / It must 
be acconipanied by good sprayitig, proper fer- 
tilizing and intelligent orchard management. — 1 
A. B. C. in Farmiiig World, 
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EFORE Mr. Justice Phillimore, 
Franz Von Vcltlicim, 49, was 
charged Avith having sent to 
Mr. S. B. Joel a letter demand- 
ing a large sum of money with 
menaces, says the London 
; • 'rimes. Counsel ^fpr ;th;ei prose- 
.'i cution.. opened Jthe r'tasie ,.'at 
, , f , " length, reading' ' tlie. >lctter on 
which the char'ge was founded, and also other 
correspondence, and describing the circum- 
stances attending the prisoner's arrest. 

On Monday Mr. Joel gave evidence testify- 
ing, to the receipt of several letters, most of 
them signed "Kismet," but others signed by 
the prisoner and in his handwriting, all of 
tlicm demanding money and containing threats 
of Avhat would happen if the demand were 
not complied with, lie first saw the prisoner 
whea the Matter-, was on his trial* in Johannes- 
burg for the- murder of witness's brother," and 
did not see him again till he was brought up 
at the 'Guildhall on the present charge. The 
witness was cross-examined by counsel on the 
prisoner's belialf, chiefly in respect to the 
connection of his firm with tiie "Reform" up- 
rising in tlic Transvaal. After some further 
evidence, the case for the prosecution was 
closed. The prisoner was then examined on 
his own behalf. lie gave the name of I'ranz 
Von Vcltheim, but "did not say he was born 
in it." Pie proceeded to state that in the sum- 
^me^' of 1896 lie met Mr. i'>arney Barnato in 
'••LpiidonVand discussed with him the possibility 
of effecting a Boer rcvohuion in the Trans- 
vaal. To carrj^ out the project he went out in 
the following. year, at Mr. Barnato's reqiiest, 
to South Africa. The prisoner proceeded to 
detail at length the circumstances in which, 
as lie alleged, the "Kismet" letters were writ- 
ten. He asserted that he shot Mr. Woolf Joel 
in self-defence. 

On Tuesday the prisoner was further cross- 
examined at great length by counsel for the 
prosecution as to his meetings with Air. Bar- 
ney Barnato in Cape Town, the circumstances 
preceding his journey to South Africa, Iiis 
connectio|i/ Cape Mounted Police, 
hi's.'finiiid'al d^^^ SoTTth. Africa, and 

other 'matters. _He said the .object pf all his 
threatening, letters was merely to. frighten and 
annoy Mr. S. Joel. . Mr. Joel was recalled to 
prove that the prisoner's statements about -his 
interviews wjth , Mr.- •. BarWato were inconsis- 
■tent with fac.ts.. • j . / ..- i.;. • : ; 

On Wednesday his Lordship summed up, 
land the jury:,-'after' 20 minutes' deliberation, . 
found the prisoner guilty. 

Inspector Pentin, of the City police, then 
entered the witness box, and read the follow- 
ing statement of the prisoner's career*: Tiic 
prisoner's real name is Karl Friedrich Moritz 
Ludwig Kurtze, born December 4, 1857, at 
Hahausen, in the district of Gandershcim, 
Brunswick, and his father, who was a fores- 
ter at Hasselfelde, died there in 1870, leaving 
the prisoner luuler the guardiarsliiii <■', one 
Ferdinand Gustav Thon^as, of Hasselfelde, 
who states that as a boy the prison- 
er was of bad behavior, and on one 
occasion stole his father's watdi and some 
spoons, which he sold and went off with the 
proceeds. At F,aster, 1870, Mr. Tliomas took 
the prisoner to a school at Blankenburg, 
whence he had to remove him the same year 
owing to his mischievous tricks. He had pos- 
sessed himself of a schoolmaster's pistol, which 
went off in his pocket and marked his face 
witli powder. Tiic prisoner was then taken 
to an orpiianage at Brunswick, where he re- 
mained till April, 1872, when Mr. Thomas 
handed- him over to the captain of a stcamsliip 
at Brernerhaven, as he wanted to Ijc a sailor. 
The prisoner left that ship in the autumn of 
1872 and joined a German sailing ship, from 
which he deserted and joined an English ship, 
in which he came to London, when he com- 
municated with his guarch'an in the name of 
Louis Werder. His guardian heard nothing 
more of him till i.S/Q, wiien the prisoner again 
wrote to him from Louilou in the name of 
Werder. It is supposed tliat he iiad l)ccn em- 
ployed in various sliips in tlie meantime, but 
there is nothing definite to show tiiat. On 
April 3, 1880, the j)risoncr entered tiic Ger- 
man navy as a sailor at Hamburg, and on 
June 18, i88d, he was sworn in as a sailor 
under the name of Kurtze in the 4tli Company 
Second Sailor Division of the Germany Army 
at Wilhelmshaven, where he deserted on Se]> 
tember ,1, 1880, and then was suspected of 
stealipg a gold watch and chain and a gold 
seal with the family crest of Von Veltheim 
thereon from Captain Wilhclm Von Veltheim, 
wlio was .serving there. The next informntion 
nl)taincd regarding him is that, having left a 
ship named llie lieilawarra, of Sytiney, in 
which he scrvcfi as a seaman in the n.anic of 
Kurtze, he served in the same name and ca- 
pacity in other ships. During the interval be- 
tween one of these voyages he went in the 
name ot Oliver Jackson, and stayed at Keu- 
stadt, Germany, where he represented himself 
to be a .Britishmaval officer. When he left the 
Oriana at Fremantle on July 20, 1886, he pro- 
ceeded -to Perth, Western Australia, where he 
assumed the name of Von Veltheim, and said 
he was the son pfjBarpti. Von Veltheim. 

On November 19, 1886, he married a 
lady at Perth, and resided with her at Sydney 
till March, 1887, when he left and proceeded 
to Cape- Town. His wife afterwards left Aus- 



tralia by the steamship Sydney for England, 
arid on tlie voyage met a gentleman with 
whom she became acquainted. On arriving 
in London she went to reside at Westmore- 
land road, where she was joined by the pri- 
soner in 1SS7, and they lived there together. 
: T,h% prisoner, hearing of his wife's acquain- 
tance- with the gentleman whom she met on 
the voyage from Australia, began to attempt 
to blackmail' liim, alleging undue intimacy 
with his wife, and he demanded £2,000, but 
ultimately agreed to accept £750 to hush the 
matter up. The prisoner was warned that the 
matter would be. placed in the hands of the 
police; notwithstanding which he sent threat- 
ening letters for some time afterwards. In 
1S88 the prisoner went to America and got a 
situation at New Orleans under the agent for 
the West India Pacific Steamship Company, 
for. v/hom he afterwards went as agent at 
Santa Marta, Republic of Colombia, where he 
also acted as agent for the Santa Marta Rail- 
way company and the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing company. In. 1894 he visited Europe and 
went to Hasselfelde, where he was recognized 
as Kurtze b)'' a man, whom he asked not to 
betray his idcntit}'. About September ho ad- 
vertized in the Frankfurter Zeitung for a wife, 
and his advertisement was answered by a lady 
named Paula Schiffer, of Dresden. He return- 
ed to Santa ]\Iarta in October, 1894, and was 
afterwards appointed consular agent there for 
the United States. In December, 1895, he left 
Santa Marta for England, and he was report- 
ed to have collected $3,000 (£600), which he 
did not account for, belonging to the Anheust^;- 
Busch Brewing Company, whose agent he 
was, and to have defrauded his other employ- 
ers there. He arrived in London on January 
6, 1896, with his wife, with whom he stayed 
at the Hotel Mctropole. In the end of January 
he went to Germany, where he met Miss Paula 
Schiffer, with whom he had been in communi- 
cation after her reply to his advertisements in 
1S94. He asked the lady's father's permission 
to marry her, which was refused, and he then 
arranged with hef that they should be married 
in London, and obtained from her the sum of 
£ 500 to establi'gh a' business. He' returned to 
England to make arrangements for his mar- 
riage with Miss Schiffer, and he took rooms 
in Gower-street at a boarding house. Miss 
Schiffer also followed to London, and on ifay 
6, 1S96, the prisoner married her at the district 
registry office of St.. Giles's, describing him- 
' self as Karl Ludwig Von Veltheim (this mar- 
riage was subsequently annulled in the Di- 
vorce court on December i, 1902, as bigam- 
ous, his first wife being alive). The prisoner 
and Miss Schiffer went to Weston-super- 
INIare and Lynton for the honeymoon, return- 
ing to London in ]\.\\y, 1896, when it was ar-i 
ranged that the prisoner should go to America 
to establish a home for them there. Miss 
Schiffer gave him £1,000 for that purpose, 
making a total of £1,500 which he had ob- 
tained from her. She then returned to Ger- 
many. On July II, 1S96, the prisoner was 
again at Gower-street, where he met a (jreck 
lady named Marie Mavrogordato, who was 
well connected, and said to be well off. She 
had come to London to bid farewell to her 
only brother, who was dying in hospital from 
an accident, and the prisoner became on 
friendly terms with her. He did not go to 
America as he had previously arranged with 
Miss Schiffer, but followed her to Germany, 
when she, finding she was about to become 
a mother, pressed him to take her to America; 
but he refused, unless she gave him the other 
part of her fortune. This she declined to do; 
and slic states he then showed himself in his 
true colors and afterwards ga\'c her a pai)er 
sa^'ing she was free to do as she liked with 
her [jerson and jjrtjpcrty. He returned to 
(jowcr street in January, i<S97, resumed ac- 
quaintance with .Aliss IViavrogordato, and, in 
order to possess himself of her wealth, mar- 
ried her at the Kensington registry office on 
February 13, 1897, and obtained £300 from 
her. She afterwards found he was a married 
man. He absconded and went to reside at an 
hotel in the Kast-cnd muler the name of "Cap- 
tain A'incent," and she instituted proceedings 
to annul the marriage, in which she was suc- 
cessful. 

In South Africa 
On April 17, 1897, the prisoner proceeded 
l)y ihc steamship Ionic to Cape Town in the 
name of F. L. Kurt, in which name he joined 
the Cape Police at Kimbcrlcy on Jul}' 2.1, 1S97. 
His history came to the notice of the authori- 
ties by the publicity given in connection with 
the erroneous identification by his real wife of 
tlit^ (lead body of a sailpr fotmd in the Thames, 
;in<l he was called upon to resign from the 
Ca])e police in, December, 1897. In February, 
1898, he began to attempt to blackmail the 
Joel brothers, with the result that he killed 
Mr. Woolf Joel, for whose murder he 'was 
tried and acquitted at Johannesburig' in 1898. ' 
/Jter Ills acquittal he was rearrested on the 
charge of blackmail and expelled from the 
Transvaal on the ground that he was a pub- 
lic daiii;nr, Ihc case of blackmail being ])ost- 
poncd sine die. He was sent to Dclagoa Itay, 
and while there he wrote to Miss Schiffer, the 
lady he had du])cd in 1896, asking her to 
send him £200. On December 2, 1898, he 
returned to the Transvaal and was arrested ' 
and subsequently sentenced to four months' 
imprisonment for breach of the expulsion or- 
der. He was redcportcd to Lorenzo MarqueSi -r. 
where he was arrested as a vagabond, arid on 



June 9, 1899, a passage was taken for him to 
London at the expense of the Transvaal gov- 
ernment, but he left the ship at Cape Town 
and had the balance of his passage money 
(Cape Town to London) returned to him. On 
September 25, 1S99, be again returned to the 
Transvaal,\and4yiras,:,4e-^^^^ by the Boer 

government ior 'breach of -the expulsion order, 
and was eventually sent to Pretoria gaol, 
where, he was found a prisoner of the "Boer 
governmeiit when the British army took pos- 
session of that town. on June 5, 1900. As he 
was- a prisoner of the Boers, the British mili- 
\.rs.xy, authorities saw no reason to detain him, 
and deported him to England, where he arriv- 
ed in October, 1900. At the end of 1900 he 
went to Capri, near Naples, and in 1901 and 
1902 he was staying at Trieste, where he pre- 
tended that he was the only survivor of a 
number of men who knew where the late 
President Kruger- had buried treasurd of the 
value of about £s,poo,ooo, and on the pretence 
that he could obtain it he raised capital for 
which he gave bills of cxcliange amounting to 
500,000 kronen. In April, 1903, he was staying 
at the Strand hotel, Ncrvi, near Naples, where 
he met a married lady and went with her to 
Gene\'a, and, as the result, her husband in- 
stituted divorce proceedings against her. He 
again went to Capri and made the acquain- 
tance of a married lady named Ilulse, who 
was possessed, of means and property, and 
was living apart from her husband. He pro- 
ceeded with this lady to America and went.to 
reside at Sioux Falls, South Dakota, where 
Mrs. Hulse obtained a divorce from her hus- 
band, and the pri.soncr then married her in 
.the- name of Baron Von Veltheim on March 
I, 1964, at Yanktpwn, South Dakota. They 
returned to Capri, afid both were arrested there 
on a charge of bigam}' on the complaint of 
the lady's husband. They were released pend- 
ing inquiries, and returned to America, where 
the prisoner eventually deserted i\Irs. Hulse 
and their child, and it appears that he after- 
wards tried to raise money on property which 
she possessed at Capri. : • 

A Mock Marriage 
In June, 1905, the prisoner left New York 
for Europe, and on the voyage met a young 
American lady, who states that he followed 
her to Paris and eventually persuaded her to 
marry him secretly at St. Cloud, but she af- 
terwards found; that the raarriage waS'a.mock 
one, and -that ' the^- ^jrisbner had' obtained 'la 
friend of 'bis; to" officiate as priest. As a re- 
sult of this mOck marriage the lady was con- 
fined of a child in April, 1906, in a nursing 
home in London. She has now returned 'to 
her friends in America. In August, 1905, the 
prisoner went to Neustadt, Germany, where 
he 'made the acquaintance of the children of 
a widow named ^lathis, whom he had met 
about 20 years previously at die same place 
when he was passing under the name of 
"Oliver Jackson." Having ascertained Uiat 
Mrs. Matliis was possessed of considerable 
means left by her late husband, he went and 
saw her at Offenburg and renewed the ac- 
' quaintance with her, representing to her that 
he was part owner of a large mining business 
in America, and induced her to give him 
16,000 marks ( £800) on the pretence of in- 
vesting it in his mining property.' In Novem- 
ber, 1905, he received further sums from Mrs. 
Matins, making a total of 56,000 marks 
(£2,800) to be invested for her, and he said 
that he had personally invested 390,000 marks 
(£19,500) in the undertakings. He also pro- 
mised to marry this lady, and gave her an 
engagement ring. During 1906 he was stay- 
ing for a considerable time at Basel, and was 
said to have been spending money freely— 
probably the proceeds of what he had obtain- 
ed from Mrs. Mathis. In Npvember, 1906, 
the relatives of Mrs. Mathis, having become 
aware of her having entrusted him with so 
much money, applied for the reiiaymcnt of 
it, but, instead of complying with the rcciuest, 
he asked for more and even drew bills of ex- 
change on her, saying that, if she did not ac- 
cept them, they would both be ruined. In 
Februar}', 1907, he went to Antwerp and st-:'./- 
ed there, except for some short absences, mitil 
about August 13, when he went to Paris, 
where he was arrested for the present offence 
on September 19. He was then living with 
another woman, who was passing as Mmci 
Von Vcltheim. This lady is a daughter of a 
respectable gentleman at Antwerp. On No- 
vember II, 1907, Mrs. Mathis, having heard 
of the prisoner's arrest and other particulars 
regarding him, committed suicide by drown- 
ing, in despair at the loss of her own and her 
children's fortune with which she had en- 
trusted him. His extradition had been applied 
for by the German government for the fraud 
on Mrs. Mathis. No information had been ob- 
tained by the police to show that the prisoner 
has done any real business or work since he 
was discharged from the Cape Police in 1807, 
although he has been receiving and spending 
considerable sums of money. When he was 
arrested in Paris he had about £60 in his 
possession. This' was spent in Paris, with 
ihe' exception of about £5 which he had -Vvhen 
Extradited to this country. Otherwise he ap- 
pears to have no means, and, when kwaiting 
extradition from Paris, he applied tO a neVys- 
paper to assist him in his defence. ' ' ' '' \ 

Interruptions By. the'Prisoiner 
The prisoner several times interrupted the 
reading of the inspector's statement, saying it 



was a tissue of lies. He asserted that, when 
he was re-arrested by the Transvaal Govern- 
ment, he had gone there under a safe conduct 
from the president, and he was told on his ar- 
rest that the first prisoner of war was to be 
himself. lie offered the British government Mr. 
Kruger, and said he could get him .with.sas 
men, but Col. Maxse told him the Government 
did not .want himt . No wpman coulcl ever say 
he Jiad-.ever deceived her. If he had ever had 
anytbingjto do with them, they were perfectly 
well'.aw'are of the facts. He had always told 
them the facts, and he had never had any 
money from any of them, except from two 
who gave it Jiim for certain purposes. He 
went to New Orleans and worked on a wharf 
to maintain the lady with him. He eventually 
became manager, and had 22 great ocean 
steamships under his control. PVom there he 
was sent to organize a new place, with abso- 
lute powers. There were no banks open, and 
he was accustomed to carry $30,000 pr $40,000 
about with him in his trunk. He worked 
there for five years, and the business was still 
in existence and flourishing. 

Mr. Justice Phillimore said some of the 
statements read by the inspector had been 
taken down in a way they were not accus; 
tomcd to in England. He supposed, as to 
some of the matters, the prosecution had per- 
sonally satisfied themselves? 

Air. Gill said they had satised themselves 
by a mass of documents and numerous cer- 
tificates of the truth of the statements. 

Inspector Pentin said a great deal of the, in' 
formation was based on reports received from 
the police of various countries) from v/hom 
they had made inquiries. 

'J'hc prisoner, being asked if he had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not be passed 
upon him, said the record of' his alleged his- 
tory was an absolute tissue of falsehoods. He 
had never married any lady except one in 
3886, at Perth, Western Australia. The girl 
wanted him to take her av.'ay and they went 
through a sham marriage at a registry; he 
meant to be honorable and marry her properly 
later. He went as far as Zanzibar to chase 
Stanley (the explorer) out of the country, but 
when he got to l^anzibar- Stanley had left. 
Subsequently he wfent to Ifew* Orleans, aS' he 
bad -stated, atid got work- and' prdspered, and 
afterVvards proceeded- to 'South America to es- 
tablish a new business, There he niet the 
friend— the' Governor of a State — whosb riahie 
he had declined to mention and who later on 
in London introduced him to, Mr. Barney Bar- 
nato. Everything he had said about the Trans- 
vaal plot was perfectly true. He had to cover 
people, and lie would cover them now, al- 
though he had been found guilty. In the 
main points, he had told all the truth. He 
did not intend those wretched letters to be 
taken seriously. He ^as not such a fool as 
to think that such letters would produce 
money. His conscience was clear on that 
point. Mr. Barnato was not the principal 
man in the' scheme in which he had asked his 
assistance, but he was one of a number of 
them interested in it. He went to Mr. Woolf 
Joel and begged his pardon for the "Kismet" 
letters, and Mr. Joel gave him his pardon. 
\\\\y should he — a great millionaire — meet 
him three or four times and treat him like a 
gentleman and ask him to deceive the police — 
as the letters showed — if there was no busi- 
ness arrangement between them? Mr. Joel 
only wanted to be a sleeping partner. Why 
was not lir. Strange called tbere to prove 
that? . He (th^ prisoner) was tried for the 
murder of Mr, Woolf Joel and acquitted. 
Thank God, it was not a British jury then. 
He meant no reflection on the present jury, 
but the others were men in a different station 
of life, who did not measure up everything by 
pounds, shillings, and pence. They knew he 
was innocent, and accjuitted him. Why was 
he cheered as he was when he came out of 
gaol? Because e\'erybody knew he was in- 
nocent ; and not only that, but that he had 
risked his life rather than betray the names of 
those in the plot to the Boer government. 
There had been an attempt to assassinate him, 
who would not hurt a fly or touch anybody, or 
deceive any woman. He repeated that he had 
never got money from women, and that the 
story of the mock marriage and the sham priest 
was an invention. He had no idea of threat-^ 
ening Mr. Joel when he wrote the letters. He 
was not whining for mercy. If he had played 
the game and lost he wotdd not have minded. 
He had not jdayed that sort of game. The 
"Kismet" letters were silly — stupid, but he 
did not think they would be brought uf>- 
against him. 

i\Ir. Justice Phillimore. addressing the pri- 
soner, said; "I have heard your story and I 
have heard the account of yovir life. I am not , 
going to dwell upon tliat. I 'address you in 
the name you have chosen to* take, yourself— 
Von, Veltheim— although I know it is not one.' 
that yott have a legal right to aiid that bx|ak-- 
ing it you bring dishonor upon an horiprible 
family, I treat you in the name you have 
chosen — Franz Von Veltheim — and as such I 
Sentence you. I do not take into account all 
your inunoralities as bearing on your punish- 
ment, or things in your early life which, God 
knows, may long ago have been wiped out. 
I do not take this into account. What I have 
to consider is, first, that you have been found 
guilt}'' of one of the most serious crimes 
known to the law, and, secondly, I must not 
only punish but prevent, and prevention in 



this case must mean to prevent you from get- •' 
ting at the man you have threatened and to 
enable that man and societ}' generally to live- 
in peace from you. I only look upon your past' 
life as showing that you are a man who can;; 
be desperate and can do many forms of Avick-J 
edncss in order to get money and arc capable'li 
■ even of carrying out such threats as were cofi-'g 
tained in these letters. The sentence oi tHfsi; 
ccwrt is that you be- kept in penal servitude^ 
for-20"iyeats. - •-■.^i,^.:. . ^ ■■">l^j*= 

.'The -. prispner, -vvho Iseeiticd- some\Vhiit?<' 
stunned on hearing the sentence, was' then'"'. 
removed by the attendant warders. -- ' ' •* 
The following letter Avas read in the course'' 
of the trial, being described by the prosccu- 
tion as the first of the blackmailing series: 

"Solomon B. Joel. Sir — You and yours 
are now capitalists — i.e., modern brigands — 
Who safely j'jlunder the public under protec- 
tion of public law. I\Iore fools the public to 
have such. Well, I also for. once propose td,; 
, be a brigand, but in defiance of tbe law,, ac- 
cepting the consequences willingly. . It ' is^ the / 
last resource of a desperate man whom ruin 
stares in the face before seeking the only es- 
cape possible from utter misery by a bullet. 
Now, as I'm not the sort of meek character 
that gives up life v>-ithout a last struggle for 
success, or, failing in that, for revenge, I mean 
to play this last game with fate between your- 
self and me. As I have only my life left to 
stake in the game, and that not worth having 
as matters are now, no doubt you will hardly , 
admit the game to be a fair-Dne; but-itfs the 
only one open to me, in whicn^ I ^'mu's't 'win 
either a new start or revenge; arid, anyhow, 
it's only fair that you should 'ilbt. always' h'old 
all the trumps in a high stakes gaineV'as is ' 
your custom in business. This is' "how' the 
game stands — I must have £i2,oc)b at once, 
or face ruin and disgrace, which'I utterly de- 
cline to do. But if my race is run, so. shall 
yours be, on the word of a man that has no- 
thing to fear from man or devil. In a word, 
you shall find me the money that will save 
me or come with me to explore Gehenna. It's 
bnly poetic justice, anyhow. I give you credit 
for being a, hard-headed, clever business man. 
Npvv» don't ypu/take me to be a mere vulgar,. v 
; blaclcmailer+whb.. is trying to frighten you in-- ? 
to. giving Jiim money, or, perhaps, a harmless 
madman. Either would- be a fatal mistake; on: 
your ^part. . i anr remarkably ' sane// 1 assure '^ 
you, but in a desperate position, with enough 
decency left to infinitely prefer pblivion to ex- 
istence as a disgraced pauper, and enough 
virility not to want to die like a hunted rat 
in a hole alone and unavenged. Perhaps even 
you can understand that and think it is not 
very unnatural. Now use 3^our own judg- 
ment, as only you or your very dearest will 
have to bear the consequences. Advice is 
cheap, and no. one really cares for your safety 
but yourself, so only trust .your oyvn .judg-^ 
ment. Even a Czar or a. President is..a£,tlie' . 
mercy of a man who is not a fool and-fearjess, 
of consequences, and I must die, anyhow, if- 
you won't help me. ,So what have I to fear? 
All the best police could do is to .see your 
death avenged — never prevent it — and that 
trouble we shall save them, as we shall did 
together. I'm not anxious to die, but am 
now ready for it as the only decent way out 
of it all. So I'm not very anxious about your 
decision so long as I am sure that you'll have 
to share my own fate — and that I have made 
sure of. If here, or, on train, steamer, London, 
or elsewhere, I know I can find you when the : 
time has come, and you will never know w^o ; 
I am to the moment that. I strike. So. it'sipno.J 
use for you to bolt, it ■yvould only hasten, t^t 
end. Now let fate take its course. I am 
plain yow so that your death shall not be • 
murder, but yowv own doing really, though I 
will willingl}- take all blame for removing you ^\ 
to a better world — this or the other side of the '.J 
River Sty.x — where Barnato may be glad to see .' 
you again. Anyhow, you'll leave your money ; 
to console your friends here, wdiile I only leave 
debts. So you'll have, after all, the advantage 
over me. But I advise 3'ou to keep cool and 
consider well what you are going to do. Any - 
false move on your part cannot be undone and ; 
must be fatal; 'Kismet/ says the Tiirk, atld'f** 
I too. Let /fate take, its course. If-ybu ai-Sl-J 
fool enough, to look- to- the police for help and 
protection in order ,• to .' save your money •ypu ' 
won't surprise me, as fools belicye in impos- 
sible protection ■when in trouble. " Ybh- will 
certainly save your money for j-^our' lieirs, and '■' 
in that case neither you nor I shall need to ' • 
trouble about paltry cash; that's one last com- 
fort. On the other hand, if you should under- . 
stand j'our own interest and my determina- 
tion more thoroughly than I can expect from ? 
my knowledge of you, you will be willing to,, ■ 
comply with my demand and lend me the.,', 
sum I need to ' recover iny position. For t, , v 
mean , to repay you ;fo^.;;the^:sal?^,fOj^^ 
satisfactibn-f-nbt. as a'ri ,excuii^now^pl^ Rut-s', ■ 
ting, it as a loan. !. If it was possible , to openly . 
tell ypu now who I am you would probably- be / 
convinced that every word I say here I-, mean ,i 
to keep, even to the return of the .sum. demand- > 
ed.

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OLIvOWING IS the concluding por- 
tion of the report of tne Royal Com- 
niission which enquired into t.hc loss 
of tiic Dublin Crown Jcweisl^ 

1 5. rf tlie person who stt)le the 
jewels was, as we l)elieve he was, 
the same person who entered the 
Office of Arms on the night of Tues- 
day, 2nd July, and again" on . the night 
'of Friday, 5th July, it is clear that l,ie pos- 
sessed three keys — a latch-key for the outer 
door, a key of the sti-oi^g room, and a key of 
the safe. As there were at least seven latch- 
ke3's outstanding" and carried about in the. 
pockets of the persons who used them, there 
could be no great difficulty in oI)taining pos- 
session of a latch-key. Sir Arthur Vicars told 
..Sergeant Sheehan on the agth Septeniber thai- 
Mis own latch-key had been lost .on the prevf- 
ous 28th June, and that he did not recover it 
until the 9th or loth July, when it was found 
on his dressing-table. It is evident that this 
latch-key of Sir .Arthur Vicars', in whatever 
hands it was, might have been used to open 
the door at any time between the 28th June 
and the 9th July. There were four keys of 
the strong room. One of these, which had 
for a short time been in possession of Mr.\ 
Biirtchaell, was at the date of the disappear- 
ance of the jewels, and for a year before, kept 
concealed in !.Iie strong room, 'i'hcre was no 
evidence mat this key had ever been j'eriioved 
from the strong room until after tiie discovery 
pf.the loss of the jewels^ Another key of the 
' strong- room was in possession of Mr. P. G. 
Mahony, Cork Herald. Slivcy seemed to be 
under the impression that Mr. ilahony's key 
-was in the strong room with .\Jr. Jiurlchaell's, 
but wc are satisfied, on Mr. .Mahony's own 
evidence, that his key was locked up in a desk 
in his own house from soipe day in April, 
1907, when he left Dublin on account of his 
• health, until the evening o£ Saturday, 6th July, 
■when he delivered up this key to Sir Arthur 
Vicars, and that it had not been once out of 
his desk during that interval. There remain 
only Stivey's key and that held by Sir Arthur 
V'cars himself. W^c are of opinion that the 
strong room nuist have been opened on the 
night" of Friday, 5th July, by one or other of 
these keys, or else by a key fabricated by a 
skilled -workman from one of the keys of the 
strong room as a model. There was no evi- 
dence that an}^ of these keys was ever out of 
its holder's possession long enough to enable 
a false key to' be made, and we luul evidence 
from the police that an exhaustive inciuiry had 
been made amongst all the locksmiths and key 
mamifacturcrs in Dublin, and no such key 
had been made by any of them. We are also 
iof opinion, witli Inspector Kane, of Scotland 
■Yard, that it is difficult to believe that any 
thief would have taken the trouble and risk 
of getting a false key of the strong room fabri- 
cated, except for the ])nrpose of removing the 
valuables from the glass case tjierein. 1 he 
person who opened the strong room on the 
night of Friday, 5th July, touched nothing in 
it. . ' 

Sir Arthur Vicars' Responsibility. 
16. A\'e cannot attrilMUe negli;;eni-c lu Sir 
Arthur Vicars in the cnstixl.v o'l key of the 
strong room. Me seems to have taken as much 
care of it as any man could do of a key Avhich 
he carried about with him, and which was in 
constant use. Wc have already expressed an 
opinion that it was an iiuprud(;nt thing to give 
a key of the strong room to a man in Stivey's 
l)Osition, though we are fully convinced of 
Stivey's probity. Slivey himself says that he 
knew ol no reason for his having this key 
except that Sir Arthur Vicars wanted him to 
carry a ke\-. 

17. There were only two keys of Uie safe, 
Ijoth in the possessittn of Sir Arthm" Vicars. 
We are of opinion, upon the evidence, tha): 
the safe could only have been opened by one 
of these two keys, or by a key made by a 
skilled workman from one of these keys as a 
model. The following is Sir .Arthur \ icars' 
own account of the way in which the two kevs 
were kei)t : "So far as 1 know there are only 
two kevs for the safe, wiiich are always in 
my custodv. . . . 'J'he key of the safe 
wiiich 1 use I alway s carry with me along with 
other keys on a steel ring, except on full-dress 
nights, wlien 1 remove it from the buncli and 
carry it on a ring of its own in my uniform 
coat. pocket; the other key for the safe 1 have 
always kept concealed in my rcMdenee. 

. I recollect leaving llu. key nl the >afe 
in my writing table at my residence aboul 
two months ago, but the keys, with safe key 
included, were brought t.) me to my office by 
my servant, iMederick I'itt, within an hour. 
The keys were found by my maidservant in 
my writing desk, and siie directed Pitt to bring 
them to the castle to me." C Statement of 
]_'tli July, 1907— .Appendix A.) A lurther 
.Maleinent was made by Sir .Artliur \'icars 
about the second key of the sale to .Mr. llai- 
rol. Assistant Cominissiniier ol the Dublin 
Aletropolitan Police, on the afleriujon of Sat- 
urila\-, (ith July, the (la\- 011 wdiich the loss of 
the jewels was disc(jvered: "He told me he 
had a second key for the safe, and that that 
key was in a drawer in a writing table in his 
own hou.sc. I said to him, 'Would you go and 
see whether that key is now there?' lie .saiil 
■ he had so much to" do that he eonhl not go 
then,, but would go at the earliesi moment 
possible— about 7 o'clock. 1 asked him to lei 
nie know at once when he went lionu: wiieiher 
the key was there, and he said he would. And 
he telephoned to me that evening that the key 
was tliore just as Iie^had left it, and that he 
could sec no trace of 'it -hOiVing been tampered 
with."i ■ : '^.''-r';;-.' - . 



i8.' AVe tannot.^acquit Sir Arthur Vicars of 
want of proper care in the custody of the keys 
of the safe. These keys unlocked the safe 
which contained jewels of enormous value and 
importance, for whose safety Sir Arthur Vic- 
ars was wholly responsible. The safe was 
jdaced in a room which was easily accessible 
by day to everybody, and by night to anybody 
who could get possession of a latch-key. The 
position and value of these jewels mult have 
been known to very many ])cople, as Sir Ar- 
thur A^icars was in the habit of showing them 
freely to casual visitors in the library, where 
people were passing in and out. Tt was not 
necessary to open the safe except upon very 
rare occasions. Sir Arthur A'*icars himself 
s-v^: "I seldom have occasion to open it." 
(Statement iSth July, 1907. — Appendix A.) 
It appears on his own statement that he did 
not -open the safe between 12th June and 
6th Julj' of 1907. Under these circumstances 
it appears to us that Sir Arthur A'fcars ought 
not to have carried abotit a key of the safe or 
left one in his own house. Pie ought to have 
deposited the two keys of the safe in a strong 
room at his bankers or in some other place of 
equal security, and only taken out one when 
it was necessary to open the safe, and return- 
ed it again to its ])lace of security as soon as 
the occasion for using it was over. 

The Main Facts Undisputed. 

■ 19. We have thus given A'our Excellency 
a statement of all the essential facts and cir- 
cumstances connected with the loss of the 
Crown Jewels and of the conclusions we have 
drawn from them as to the vigilance and care 
exercised by Sir .Arthur Vicars in their- cus- 
tody. Your Excellency will observe that the 
main facts on which we base any. conclusion 
atlecting Sir Arthur Vicars are not in con- 
troversy. There has been no conflict of evi- 
dence as to these facts before us, and there is 
nothing to contradict them in the various 
statements made by Sir Arthur Vicars him- 
self to the police. 

The Privacy of the Inquiry. 

20. V\ e are verv sorry that Sir Arthur 
Vicars did not appear before us to give evi- 
dence or to assist us, through his counsel, in 
the examination or cross-cxannnation of other 
witnesses. We think the reasons assigned 
for his refusal to assist us are wholly insuf- 
ficient. Objection was as first taken to our 
inquiry being held in private. We were ready 
to hea'r an application far a public inquiry and 
to grant it, if good reason had been shown for 
it, but as soon as we intimated our readiness 
to -hear such an appUcation it was withdrawn,' 
and the objection to our Commission ba.sed on 
otiier and wholly different grounds. Objec- 
tion was taken to the terms of the reference, 
tiiought we think that the terms of the refer- 
ence were wide enough to embrace every mat- 
ter hi relation to the loss of the Crown Jewels 
in which Sir .Arthur A^'icars' conduct as their 
cu.stodian was involved. Objection was taken 
to the powers of the Commission, although we 
])Ossessed every power which an}' Royal or 
X'iceregal Comniission can possess without a 
special Act of Parliament. The absence of 
])(.iwcr to comiiel the attendance of witnesses 
was. made a matter of oi)jection by Sir .Arlhur 
X'iears and his counsel ; but the only witnesses 
asked by us to alleiul who refused to come, 
in addition to Sir .Arthur A^icars himself, were 
Air. Ilorlock, his clerk, and Miss Gibbon, the 
typist, both of whom based their refusal on 
tiie ground of the siijiposed interest of Sir .Ar- 
thur Vicars. Wc do not think that the ad- 
iniiiistrati(jn of an oath would have affected 
the results of an inquiry in which there was 
little conflict of evidence as to the details, and 
in which all the salient and essential facts 
were agreetl upon bv everybody interested. 

21. Wlien much evidence had been given 
before us which seemed to us to show great 
want of due care and vigilance on Sir Arthur 
A'icars' i)arl in the custody of the lost jewels, 
we thought it only fair to give him another 
opportmntv of appearing before us and telhu"- 
his own story in person. (See correspondence 
with Sir Arthur Vicars— Appendix D.) On 
the application of the Solicitor-General we 
agreed to take his evidence and that of any 
witnesses he might suggest, in iniblic, if he n. 
desired. Sir Arthur Vicars refused this otler. 
and we have not had the advantage of heanii- 
from himself directly his account of the vari- 
our, matters and occurrences in winch he was 
coiieerneil. 

Mr. F. R. Shackleton's Evidence. 
Although it was no part of our duly 
niuler ^'our i'.Ncelleiicy's warrant to conduct 
a criminal investigation into the robbery of the 
jewels, or to take evidence with a view to the 
ascertainment of the thief, yet as, on the evi 
deuce given before us and now m i)rmt, il 
appears that the name of Mr. Francis Richard 
Shackleton was more than itnce named as thai, 
of the probable or possible author ol this great 
crime, we think it only due to that gentleman 
to say that he (-aiiie fn.nn San Peiiio at great 
inconvenienci: to -ive evidence before us, that 
he appeared to us to be a perfectly truthful 
and candid witness, and that there was no evi- 
dence whatever before us which would sup- 
port the sugge;.liou that he was the person 
who stole the jewils. 

2.3. I-laving fully investigated all the eir- 
cuinstances comucted v.-ilh the loss ol the 
Regalia of the Order of St. Patrick, and hav- 
ing examined and considered carefully the ar- 
rangements- of the Office of Arms in which 
ihe Regalia were deposited, and the provisions 
I made by Sir Arthur \Mcarsr or under his di- 
rection,' for their sale-keeping, and having c- 
'gard' especially to the iiuictivity of Sir Arthur 
yloafs on the occasioiiis immcdiately'prcciidihg 



the disappearance of the jewels, wdien he knew 
that the office am' the strong room hatl bei.;u 
oijened at night by unauthorized persons, we 
lecl bound to report to Vour Excellency that, ■ 
in our opinion, Sir Arthur Vicars did not exer- 
qise''du<> ,yjgilance or piopjr care ab the cus- 
todiM' or the*' Regalia. "^-^ " ' ' 

We desire to express our obligation*; to our 
Secrctary, Mr. C. T. Heard, of the Chiet Sec- 
retary's Office, for the valuable assistance he . 
gave us in the conduct of our Incjuiry.

HOW CHILE IS GOVERNED 

Santiago has been called the City of the 
1-Iundred Families, not because an acute social 
censor might not double the number or cut 
that number in two, but because government 
in (gillie IS even more a family affair, perhaps, 
than ill any other country of South .\merica, 
and because Santiago is the capital. After its 
.separation from Si)aln and preceding the great 
war with Peru, there were four Presidential 
dynasties, so to speak, of ten years each, each 
President selecting his .successor and seeing 
him put in office, regularly and in good order. 
Forty years of onlerly government was rather 
a wonderful thing for South America, and dur- 
ing it the rugged little country made money 
and built its navy ^'I'-l ^^'^ ''^''"^'>' ^'^ win the 
struggle with Peru. Since then, as the .spread 
of commercialism and moilern practicality 
has tended to weaken the sway of the old land- 
ed aristocracy, there has been a niore or less 
open opposition between the families— that is 
to say, the Senate and Chamber of Deputies-- 
and the l.^xecutive, which consists of the presi- 
dent and his ministers. Cliilean government 
is of the extreme parliamentary pattern, and 
the families have rarely hesitated to compel a 
dissolution of the President's Cabinet wlien- 
ever his and their policies did not agree. In 
1889, in President Balmaccda, a man of culture 
and of an ambition for his country perhaps 
ahead of his time, they found one who would 
not yield to them. Revolution followed, manv 
lives' were wasted, and millions o' dollars' 
worth of property destroyed,- and the Balma- 
ccdists lost. I!alinaceda, who was aproud and 
very sensitive man, commJited .suicide; but 
the're is a.Balmaceclist par^lM in Cliilean.politics 
today. Ami although Santiago is a city of a 
P^cw Families still, in a /way, one of the very 
live questions in the Chile ol the present-— 
with its foreign promoters, its labor unions, 
night .schools, ineiiiieiit socialism, and indus- 
trial strikes— is how long the country w-ill be 
l uletl 1)}' an oligarchy of jealous families, and 
wdien these scattered units will be absorbed in- 
to political fferties each with its well-ilefiued 
policy, which, when it gets in power, it can 
hope to ckny out. — From "Santiago: The 
Metropolis of the Andes," by Arthur Ruhl.

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EAaEWlNG the book, just issued, by 
B. L. Putnam, "The Coming Sti-ug- 
gle in Eastern As'tai'' the London 
Times says : 

Afr. Putnam AA'eale's books upon 
the Far East appear with a fre- 
wdiich is almost disconcerting. This 
is the' fourth volume of politics and travel he 
has issued since a period immediately preced- 
ing the Russo-Japanese.- War. It must be ac- 
knowledged, however, that on each occasion 
he has contrived to break new ground; and 
he states in his preface that the present work 
is the last of the series. Alost readers, we 
fancy, will prefer Mv. Wcalc as traveller rather 
than as political prophet, or as amateur strate- 
gist. He has a gift of vivid and picturesque 
description, and he thoroughly understands 
and enters into the spirit of the Orient. When 
he ventures upon strategy he is prone to set 
evcrybody^right. with an easy assumption of 
infallibility which is not always warranted. 
When he assumes the mantle of prophecy he 
is liable to be led far afield by a too agile and 
unrestrained imagination, and his later work 
has been sometimes marked by a vagueness 
which occasionally lapses into inconsistency. 
Yet, though his speculations are not always to 
be accepted, they generally deserve careful ex- 
amination, and they are usually enforced by a 
fund of new information of exceptional value. 
His new book is a storehouse of fresh know- 
ledge about the later developments in tlfe P"ar 
East, and no student of Asiatic affairs can af- 
ford to ignore it. 

The new aj-eas discussed, by Mr. Weale in- 
clude Vladivostok and the Amur Province, 
AVcstern Manchuria, and the Russian territory 
between the Maiichuriaii province and Baikal. 
Mis chapters on Vladivo.stok are of unusual 
interest, and he plainly thinks that isqlated 
])ort, the defences of which have been enor- 
mously strengthened, has a great future be- 
fore it. He notes the steady itiflux of Chinese 
into the Amur province, and rightly declares 
that the Chinese "are going to be one im- 
mense factor in the Russian P\ar liast.' He 
hardly seems to realize, however, how strong 
is the probability that the Chinese may eventu- 
ally be destined to fill up the greater part of 
the region between Harliin and Lake BaikaL 
Alueh is said about the importance of Saghar 
lin, and Mr. Weale correct 1}- iierceives that' one" 
reason why Russia was so eager to retain the 
norl^iern 'half was that it virtually coinmajids 
the entrance to the .Amur rivci. The growth 
of llarbin. as set forth by the author, is cxtra- 
ordinar}-, and far exceeds in rapid develoj)- 
menl any mushroom town of W estern .Ameri- 
ca. That a chastened spirit sits nowadays on 
the city w.hich sprawls by the Sungari, autl 
that champagne flows less lavishl3% are on' the 
wdiole good signs. The "pace" that was the 
fashion in Harbin before the .war could not 
have been sustained indefinitely. Air. Weale 
offers many enlightening and, we think, ac- 
curate (^omments-abont the extent of the 
strain placed nj)on the Siberian railway during 
the war, and the manner in wdiich the Russian 
army was being fed at its close. The line was 
used chiefly for the transportation of men and 
munitions of war: in the later stages nearly 
all the supplies for the troops \verc being 
drawn from .Manchuria .•iml -Mongolia. Tin; 
llarbin flimr mills placed an enormous daily 
((uaiitity Ljf r.'ilioiis ;it the disposal of the com- 
iiiissarial. .Meat came first from China ami 
-Mongolia, and afterwards to a great extent 
from Western Siberia. This question of v the 
limited dependence of the Russian commis- 
sariat upon the railway is one of very great 
im])orl;uu e. Though apprehensions of Russia 
are hajipily no longer so vividly present in the 
minds ol the liuliaii authorities — thanks, 
among either re;isi.iiis, to the .'Vnglo-Russian 
eoiu'eiitioii — the potential capacity of the Or- 
enburg-Tashkent railway is still a subject of 
' anxious speculation among military meu. It 
is clear that it will not do to take the Siberian 
railway loo 'literall}' as an example of what 
the Orenburg line might achieve. Transcas- 
])ia and tlu' regions beyond arc no vast gran- 
ary like Manchuria, and tliere can be no "liv- 
ing on the eoimtry" in the regions of the 
( )xns. .A good e.N.-miple of .Mr. Weale's occas- 
ii.tnally loo \-ivid ;uul too hasty jierceplions is 
found in his reference to the projected line 
from Tashkent to Tomsk, still, in our belief, a 
N'ery distant jjossibil ily. He declares that it 
would "allow the slinng armies \vhicli Russia 
m.iint;iins in Turkestan r^nd Central .Asia to be 
transferred to the I'.ast by an iiidepeiuhml rail- 
wav' operation." The Russian garrison east of 
the Casnian is probably less than a hundred 
thousand men, and the portion which could he 
spared for the East wouUl exercise little effect 
on the course of events. Mr. Weale does not 
perceive that the real value of the line would 
I)c the facility it might give for bringing rein- 
forcements in the reverse direction. His su])- 
posilion that the line might be used ior Irans- 
jjortiiiy Turkestan cotton to possible textile 
mills in Siberia seems equally wild. ,^ 

The second |)art of the volume :is, clevotcd 
to a critical examination of the presentvcoudi- 
lion and policy of Japan, and the' third?. part 
deals with the situation in China and its possi- 
bilities. In common with many close observ- 
er,- in the h'ar h'ast, .Mr. \Veaie has gradually 
jjassed from eiitlmsiasiie admiration of Ja])an. 
through an intermediate stage of doubt and 
dislike, to a final attitude which nearly re- 
!^eniblcs denunciation and eyeh open ho.stility. 
There is a reason to .fearUlw6th 
the i)eri6'd 'Avhiih tl'i'd' JapaYie.4e-^^^ 
nberantly acclaimed as crodlike heroes is going 
a great deal loo far. The \ persistent cultiva- 
tion of an attitude of somewhat unworthy aus- 
• pic.iou will not assist in the settlement of the 



problems which still await solution in Ptaslern ' 
Asia. In some respects, however, Mr. Weale's 
judgments are defpnsible enough. His analy- 
tical remarks about the limited part which 
Parliamentary government really plays in the 
control of Japan are justifiable, and may be 
commended to the attention of- those iA?orthy 
jjcople who innocently fancy that the'couritrj' 
is administered after the fashion of Westmin-; 
ster. Less thail a fiftieth of the population' 
have votes, as against one-sixth in Great Bri- 
tain ; and final power remains in the hands 
of the oligarchy of Elder Statesmen. A good 
deal 6f what he has to say about J;q>anese fin-- 
ance and commerce methods is also' true en- 
ough ; but throughout he does not make suf- 
ficient allowance for the extraordinary difficul- 
ties Japan has had to face in consequence of 
her almost su[)erliuman achievements. We 
ma}- note, by way of correction, that it was the 
battleship A'asliima, and not the Shikishima, 
udiich Ja])aii lost through a contact mine; and. 
when Mr. Weale talks of "that immortal -flo- 
tilla which Jay -rotting on the road t'o Manda- 
lay" it is manifest that hc' has forgotten his 
Kipling. 

When Mr. W'eale turns to China he is on 
less debatable ground, ;md it is satisfactor}^ to 
observe that he amijly realizes that the Chinese 
mean to have a voice in the disposal of their 
own destinies. \^et even in the Chinese sec- 
tion Mi'. Weale sometimes lets his weakness 
for descrying political complications run away 
wdlh him. Few people are dreamy enough to 
believe that tljc Yunnan railway will ever in-- 
dticc I'lance to seek to-carry the Tricolor "per- 
haps as far as the head waters of the Yang- 
tszc." It would probably be much nearer the 
mark to say that the boundaries of the French 
.Asiatic dominions are now finally set, and that 
France is likely to have too many preoccupa- 
tions in Europe to think about fresh adven- 
tures in .Asia. ]\lr. Weale refers more tlian 
once to the necessity of establishing a British 
bank in Alanchuria. The obvious answer is- 
that the British banks in China arc enterpris- 
ing enough, and if they saw a prospect of luc- 
rative and steady business in 'Manchuria they 
would, no doubt, go there. We see no war- 
ranty for the vision of Japanese domination 

. on the Yang-tsze, and wc cannot conjure up 
the spectacle of Japan flying at the throat of 

• A'merica, while Russia steals quietly down and 
seizes- Northern Korea. Mr. Weale's latest 
book is, in short, rather too full of horrific vis- 
ions ; yet w--e should be sorry^ if a single word 
of ours deterred any one from reading a work 
which, in spite of its defects, is a meritorious 
contribution to the study of exceedingly com- 
plex issues. )

Of course Ihe forcslr)- problem is i^rcater 
than any question involving only the late ot 
the pulp and paper trades, but in the develop- 
ment of our complex civiHzation the products 
of the pulp and paper mills form an element 
tliat- grows more vital and more- ramilying 
each year." Further than this, the position 
which Canada occupies as the possessor of 
over one-third of the water jiowers of the 
world, with a greater area of paper-making 
iind)er than is now left to ihe lot of any other 
nation, and as the home of a people unequalled 
for their slcill in woodcraft," assures to our pnl]) 
and paper industries a pre-emijiencc which can 
be jeopardized by only one thing — our own 
~ failure to realize our opportunity. 

To appreciate what the products of the 
pulp mills already mean to our industrial life 
and to what degree their importaiice will grow 
in the near future we have only to review the 
development of our neighbor nation, the Unit- 
ed States.- Although experiments • had been 
made in the production of paper from cellulose, 
or wood pulp, as early as 1844 in b'uropc, and 
■ the process was introduced into the Lnited 
States in 1854, the iniproVenient by which it 
became commercially successful was not em- 
ployed till 1S67, and it only becan-ie^ a regular 
industry about 1S70. At this date eight cs- 
tablislunents were reported, whose combined 
annual product was worth $172,350. Ten years 
■later there were fifty establishments reported, 
.. M'iduaii annual product of $2,256,946: 

In' iSsO, in. the days of rag. paper, there 
■wtre in the United States 443 mills, whose 
cajiital Avas $7,260,864, and whose product was 
^-alued at ."^ 10.187,177. Uy 1880 there were 742 
e.stahlishnienls, witii a capital of $48,139,652, 
producing- paper and pulp to the vahic of $57,- 
3'66,8obi wiiile in lyoo there were 763 establish- 
■merits, comprising over 1,200 mills, with a 
capital .of $167,-507,713, producing paper and 
pulp to the value of $127,286,162, showing a 
remark-able expansion in the capacity of the 
mills and the value of their output, liy 1905 
the capital had again increased to $277,445,471 
and the value of .products to $188,715,189, 
while the mills paid out wages to the amount 
qf over $38,000,000. Besides this home- manu- 
facture there was imported into the United 
States for its own paper mills in 1905 pulp to 
the amount of 167,504 tons, valued at $4,500,- 
000, and of paper to the value of $5,623,636 aiul 
paper stock $3,796,595. The exports of Ameri- 
can-made paper and manufactures of paper 
were $8,238,088. This takes no accoimt of the 
miscellaneous industries— growing in number 
every year — whose raw materials are paper 
and pulp in some form; and whose annual 
value of output would make a vast total. 

From being made of rags and miscellane- 
ous fibres, the course of the industry has been 
changed till nine-tenths of the paper is made of 

wood pulp, the spruce, balsam, poplar and 
hemlock woods forming, the chief supply, not 
only for making paper but for the numerous 
articles that are now turned out from pulp, 
such as puljiboards, sheathings, and linings in 
structural W(jrk, leatherboartl, i^ul]) bottles, 
boxes and cases, indurated fibreware, moulded 
figures and designs for interior decorations, 
wall and floor coverings, wood flour, etc. 

But since this revolution has been brought, 
about in the paper industry of the United 
States and new uses for' wood pulp are being 
announced every week in .America and Eur- 
ope the consmnptii )n of pulp-producing wcjods 
has increased till the ueople of the L,'nited 
vSlatis have awakened to the fact that the 
supplv of pulp timber in mcjst Slates is [jrac- 
ticallr exhausted, while over the whole Union 
the consunq^tion has far outstripped the repro- 
ductive capacity of the forests. Up till two 
years ago this was denied by those interested 
if! certain departments of the American pulp 
and paper trade. 

Xow, when the mills' in AVisconsiii — plant- 
ed in the midst of what was regarded as a per- 
petual sujiply — have had to inqjort f)idpwoo(l 
to the extent of 70,000 cords during the past 
season, all the way from Oneljcc by rail, while 
.'^omc of the paper mills of Elaine — the State of 
"inexhaustible" spruce limits — are getting sup- 
plies of wood from New Brunswick and One - 
bcc. the American famine in pulpwood can no 
lon.gei- l)e denied. 

The famine was inevitable, but. like most 
other famines, it \vas neither foreseen nor i)ro- 
\-i(led against by the a\-erage man concerned. 
In Ion years after the inti-oduction c)f the wfjod 
))ulp paper process the price of news jAint Avas 
brought down from an average of 9 cents a 
pound to 4 cents, and since then the inqirovc- 
ments in machinery an j/the increased ca|jacity 
of -the irtills-have further reduced it, till it rc- • 
Vcen'tly, sold at 2 cents a pountl. This cheai)en- 
ing has, in turn, made possible the enormous 
increase in the size and circulation of the mo- 
dern daily newspaper — one of the marvels of 
the age, and as fearful in its power for evil as 
grand in its possibilities fir good to the world. 



The increased demand f pr . w6qc| ,tci maintain 
other industries,- added to the i-cmarkable cle- 
velopnient of the paper indi'istry, explains the 
wood famine \\-hich is now gi\-iiig the states- 
mmi of the I'nitetl vSta'tes such concern, and cx- 
p'lain.s wh}' each year the United vStates is be- 
coming, more dependent on Canada for the raw- 
material for its- paper mills. 

.' During the year ending June) -1907, thc- 
United .States- imported pulpwobd 'froin^ Can- 
. ada tb this amount of 650,366 cords, -or. enough 
to manufacture, sa)', 520,000 tons of' news pa- 
yer, while its imports of ground pulp • from 
Canada were 149,827 tons, valued at .$3,2301272. 
Uesides this it imported pulp from Other couti- ' 
tries, chiefly Norway, to the amount of 62,283 
tons,' valued at $3,118,585, largely chemical 
l)ulp. These arc official figures of the United 
.Stales, but while the Canadiim official returns 
show. an export to the l-'nited States of 452,846 
cords in the nine monili> ending ^lareh, lOCjj, 
or at tlie rtite of nyw 003,7(14 cords, for the 
year, it is the opinion of The ]-'ulp and Taper 
.Magazine that the actual quantity of pulpwood 
hsijjped to the United States amounts to froin 
800,000 to 1,000,000 cords per year. "This 
opinion is l)ased on the fact that the records of 
the cordage of e-\i)orts of wood, which is not 
dutiable, are loosely kept: that large quantities 
go QUt of Canada from border streams, like 
those between Maine and New I'.runswiclv, 
without any record, and large quantities go 
similai;ly unrecorded from remote shpres of - 
Georgian Bay and Lake Superior across tlie- 
lakes. 

.•\ccording to a special report of the United 
States Census .Pitireau the consumption of do- 
mestic spruce wood used by Utiitcd Stales 
|)ulp mills increased 47 per cent, in quai-ility, 
and 122 per cent, in ])!-ice in the fi\-e years fr^nii 
1900 to 1905, while the consum[)tion of Cana- 
dian ^ruce wood by United States mills in- 
creased 102 per cent, in quantity and 150 per 
cent, in price in the same period. The aver- 
age cost of wood used for mechanical and 
chemical pulp was more than dnnbled in the 
five years named, for every varietv of pulp- 
wood except domestic poj^lar. Canadian pop- 
lar had increased 176 per cent. If these per- 
centages coiild be applied to the conditions in 



1907 the increase would be still greater. 

To illustrate the nature of the crisis to- 
wards wliicli the United States is swiftly tend- 
ing we ma}' turn to the mills of New York 
Stale. This State has 108 mills, largely clus-- 
tered in the north-eastern counties, ;iccessiblc 
to the great spruce forests of the Adirondack 
Mountaing. Twenty years ago the mills of 
\^^atcrtowii, tlietchtef paper-making centre, had 
.supplies of pulpwoocl at their doors, audit 
was believed 'th&'. limber would last forever. 
Now the source of home supply is eighty or a 
liundrcd miles awa}^ and an increasing pro- 
portion of mills jiaye to get their wood from 
dbvni the St. Ua^vrence in Quebec or by rail 
fi-oin that Province at a distance of 200 miles 
or more. The mills of this State have a yeaVTy 
capacity of 987,000 cords of wood, and on the. 
basis of a gro\\-th of ten cords an "acre they 
would strip nearly 100,000 acres a year, and if 
the lnml)er cut off this regicju (estinnited in 
the census at 245,000,000 feet a year) is added, 
the whole spruce areas of the Adirondacks 
would be wiped out in seven years were these 
mills confined tb their own State for raw ma- 
terial, 

I'nable to secure supplies at home, many 
L'nited States papermaking concerns have re- 
cently bought lai-ge tracts of forests in Canada, 
the a,ggre,gate of these purchases in Quebec 
and eastern Canada ;;iready exceeding 25.000 
square miles, while additions to these pur- 
chases are being made every month; The Un- 
ion Bag & Paper Cp., one of these companies, 
fi-ankly explained to its shareholders, as the 
reason for reducing its dividends that it was 
necessary to acquire large bodies of timber in 
Canada "on account of the rapid increase in 
the market \iv\cc of pulpwood, and the rapid 
disappearance of Ihe spruce forests of this 
continent.' According to The Wall Street 
Journal, The International Paper Co., which 
controls over thirty mills, has in a little over 
a year acquired 1,255.000 acres more of timber 
limits, most of them in Canada. As this coun- 
try is the only .source of wood supply outside 
its own borders it is apparent that if the export 
of pulpwood from Canada were cut off the 
paper nianufacttirin^ industry of th'e Republic 
would collapse. , 



Let .us now look at the situatiop at' home. 
The first paper mill in Canada, says The Pulp 
and Paper Magazine, was started at Jaccptes 
Cartier, Quebec, by a I\Ir. Jackson, in August, 
1800, and was in successful operation till 1857. 
The second mill was started at St. Andrew's, 
Quebec, in 1803, the same year in wdiich the 
i Fourdrinicr machine, which was to revolution- 
ize papermaking, was introduced into England. 

According to the census of i$5i, Upper 
Caiiada^had five mills and Lower Canada, had 
also five. The census of 1871 gave 12 mills to 
Ontario, 7 to Quebec, i to Nova Scotia and i 
to New Urnnswick. The census of i88r re- 
corded 36 paper mills and. 5 i)ulp mills. 

The subsequent progress of the pulp a/id 
paper industry is recorded in The Pulp and 
Paper Handbook of Canada in the various edi- 
tions as follows: — .

The total capacity of the nulls producin.g 
chemical pul]) by the sulidiite and .soda pro- 
cesses in 4899 was about 500 tons per day, and 
in 1907 about 550 tons per day, so that the in- 
crease in' the last eight years has been almost 
wholly in mechanical or ground wood pulp. .

The era of manufacturing pulji from wood 
ill- Canada began in the decade of 1880-00. The 
yearly capacity of its pulp mills at the presenu 
titne is about 700,000 to;is. of..-pulp and 290,000 
tons of paper. Pulp .first figures in the trade 
and navigation returns of Canada in 1890, 
when the. total export was valued at $168,180, 
Df wdiich .$460 went to Great Britain, $147,098 
to the United States, and .$20,662 to other- 
countries. In 1897 the total export was $741,- 






HE LONDON TIMES published re- 
cently an article, occupying nearly 
five cdluWns, giving details of the 
warships'' lately launched, and now 
under construction for the I'ritisli, 
American, German, French, Italian, 
Russian, and Japanese navies. We make the 
following extracts : — ^ 

At thfc close of 1906 the naval situation was 
entirely satisfactory to this country. Not only 
had our progress been steady and continuous, 
rcsultir.g in an absolute strengthening of our 
naval position, but, owing to the hesitation of 
other Powers in view of the advent of the 
Dreadnought, our position relatively to theirs 
had iir.proved also. During 1907, while we 
have been able to push ahead, adding new 
vessels to our fleets, the other Powers have on- 
1}- just ])egun the c(insti-uction of vessels on the 
Dreadnought i)rinciple. The rcsult_^is that 
(.ireat llrilain has obtained ;i consideralde lead 
in vessels of the new type, and should, in the 
spring of 1910, have a fleet of ten Dread- 
noughts and Invincibles in commission and 
effective, while at that date neither in Europe 
nor in America will a similar ship have been 
completed. It will not be. indeed, until about 
twelve months later that the great vessels 
which Fiance. Germany, and the United States 
have been laying down, or are preparing to lay 
down, will pass into an effective state; and al- 
though, therefore, it is not necessary — and may 
be inexpedient, for reasons which Avere set 
forth in the Times twelve months ago by Sir 
William White— to rush into a big programme 
this year, there can be little question that we 
shall have to bestir oni-selves in the pro- 
grannne for 1909-10 if the t\\-o-l'ower standard 
in its most rigid form is to be maintained. In 
this connection it may be recalled tiijit, until 
Mr. llaldane at Blair Atliol indicated that the 
standard contemplated the inclusion of the 
United States, the official interpretation ap- 
plied only to the two next strongest European 
naval Powers. 

During the past year three battleships, four, 
armored cruisers, six destroyers, nine torpedo- 
boats, and three submarines have been put in- 
to the water. The aggregate disjilacemcnt of 

these vessels put afloat exceeds 130,000 tons; 
and of this amount 55,800 tons is taken up by 
battleships, 66,350 tons by armored cruisers, 
,-md 5.750 tons by destroyers, th^ balance being 
distribiitcd amongst the smaller vessels. The'' 
total armored dispHcepient of vessels launch- 
ed in 1907 exceeds that of the output of alfthia 
other great naval Powers together by upwards 
of 7,000 tons, fn comparison, too, with the 
ISritish output in recenl: years, this record is 
xvvy satisfactory; for it exceerls the disidaee- 
ment of ships latmclied in 1906 by 45,000 tons, 
the aggregate of 1905 by 36,000 tons, and that 
of 1904 by ]5,.^oo tons. Moreover, the vessels 
launched during 1907 are restively of greater 
fighting capacity, iiiey are hiore'' colnpletel}'- 
armored, have increased speed, and carry nfOre 
heavy guns. A notable feature of the-'^sllip-' 
building has been its acceleration, due in a 
large measure to improved dockj'ard organi/.a- 
tioii and to more inotlern equipment a.nd plant. 
The date of launch docs not as a-rule give an^ 



indication of the rate of progress of the con- 
stnjctioji of a shipj but in- this country, and re- 
cently, it has been 'determined by the progress 
of the preparation for laying down another 
vessel on the same slip; and everything points 
to the fulfilment of the pi-omise *that battle- 
ships shall be completed within two years, and 
the Invincible class in a slightly longer period. 

The following ships were launched in 1907 
and are now completing: — 3 battleships, 4 ar- 
mored cruisers, 6 destroyers, 9 torpedo-boats, 
and 3 submarines. There were completed dur- 
ing the year 4 armored cruisers and 12 first- 
class torpedo-boats; while 2 battleships and 2 
armored cruisers, launched before 1907, must 
be added to the list of \-essels now completing-. 
The ships building or to be laid down before 
the end of the financial year arc : — 3 battle- 
ships, I nnarmorcd cruiser, 7 destroyers, 19 
torpedo-boats, ;uu\ 17 submarines. 

The United States 
In the current issue of the Naval Annual Mr. 
T. A. Brassey says: — "The n-iost important 
change in the relative strength of navies in the 
year under review is the fact that the United 
States has now l)ecome the second naval power 
in the world." In his aiipiial re])ort which was 
issued last month. ]\Ir. Melcalf. the secretary 
of the United Stales nav}', while accepting as 
accurate the statement that the American nav}' 
at t!i(; present time is second in point of ef- 
ficiency, argues that its jjosition is largely due 
to the fact that during the past fiscal year its 
sea strength and fighting efficiency has been 
increased I)}' the conipletion and delivery of a 
n'umber of new battleshii)S and cruisers of the 
largest and most approved ty[)es. lie asserts, 
however, that tlie l.'nited States \vill not main- 
tain this position \-ei-y long unless Congress 
authorizes the l.)iiilding of .-idditional ships. 

Jn this connection it is noteworthy that Sir 
William White, in December of 1906, said in 
the Times : — 

At present it is probable that the United 
States stands next to us in warship building 
capability, but at a great distance. 

The battleships and arinoreti cruisers com- 
pleted and commissioned for the American 
navy during njoCt-y number ij. Seven battle- 
ships and 3 armored cruisers were "laid down, 
launched, or completing," in 1907. 

Germany 

.A.ssnming that no more battleships or cruis- 
ers of the Dreadnought type were laid down 
in this country for two years, the result of the 
German programme, if their "ships arc com- 
pleted in three years, would be that in the 
summer of 1812 the two I'owers would be on 
an ecpialily as far as Dreadnoughts andln- 
\ iiicil)les are conccr.ned — -that is to say, each 
would have seven of the I'ornier and three of 
the latter; but Great Britain would still have 
a very considerable margin of superiority over 
Germaiiy, in. regard to the older types of. b^t- 
tleship.s:and armbred cruisers.- 

Of the order programmes,'' two ^ battleships 
of the''D(5ntschluiid type wet'e' completed for 
Germany in 1907, Two more vessels of the 
same type are conqileting afloat. Two ar- 
mored cruisers were also . comjilcted' besides 
four second-class protected cruisers. ' No ar- 
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mored ships were launched for Germany dur- 
ing 1907, and only one protected cruiser. Four 
battleships of the Dreadnought type, two ar- 
mored cruisers, and four protected cruisers are 
building. 

The German ships under construction or 
completing include eight battleships, four ar- 
mored cruisers, and eight prptcctcd ci-uiscrs. 

France / , 

The Im-ciicIi na\-al programii-ie for 1908 is a 
continuation of the ])rograninie of 1906, and 
does not contemplate the addition of battlc- 
' .ships or armored cruisers, beyond the six of the 
former and four of the latter already authoriz- 
ed. In 1908 two armored cruisers, twelve- de- 
stroyers, and six Submarines arc to be complet- 
ed ; six battleships, two armored cruisers, ten- 
destroyers, and 35 submarines are to be con- 
tinued ; and ten destroyers and five submarines 
are to be put in hand. 

Italy 

Good progress was made with warsliip con- 
struction for the Italian navy during 1907, two 
battleships being completed for sea, while an- 
other vessel of the same type was launched, 
three armored cruisers were begun, and one 
armored cruiser Avas put into the water. The 
vessels begun, completed, or authorized during 
1907 include six battleships and five' Armored 
cruisers. 

Eussia 

The reconstruction of the Russian .fleet is 
proceeding slowly; and although only two ar- 
morefl cruisers were completed for service dur- 
ing the past year, there are six battlcshij)s and 
armored cruisers at present completing aflotit, 
and iliei-e is now none on the stocks of the ol- 
der progiainmes. One battleship and one ar- 
mored cruiser were launciied in 1907. The 
sliips in hand include six battleships aiid four 
armored cruisers, 

Japan ^ , 

.A large proportion of Japan's last Naval 
Budget was allocated to the restoration of the 
Russian prizes and Ihe i-epairs of ships. Nc) 
official announcement has been made of the 
number and types of ships of the new con- 
struction. It has been stated, however, that 
japan is about to lay down three more 'Battle- 
ships of 21,000' tons di,splacciiient, and that one 
of them may be built in this country. Several 
torpedo-lx.iat deslroyei-s ;ind submarines (jf 
new design have recently ])een (jrdered at Innne 
and abroad. The vessels begun, completed, or 
authorized during 1907 include four baSlieships'.' 
and four armored cruisers. ' ' ' -■ '

959, of which $f64,i38 went .ib Great , Britain 
and .$576,720 to' 'the United States. In nine 

montli^i of the fiscal year ending j\Iarch, 1907, 
the e.K]mrt of pulp was .$2,984,(945, .of Avhicli 
$558,600 went to Great l.-iritain, $2,397,448 -^to 
the United States, and the balance\p France^' 
Mexico, Japan, the West Indies and Italy.. 

The exports of Canadian-niadc paper in the 
nine .months of 1907 were valued at $1,657,740, 
besj.de3 j$20,4i2 of wallpapers. Great Britain 
-vvas 'the largest, iii-iporter of paper, the jiinbuht 
sent to that country in the nine months being 
.$920,272, to Australia $33.3-326, New Zealand 
$139,687, and to the United States $109,273. 
This is a large increase in recent years, the ex- 
ports for the whole of the year .of V903 amount- 
ing to less than $900,060, ihclitdiiig. ". waH 'pa- 
pers-. - 

This is a good record, both in regard to 
manufacturing and the export trade, but the 
possibilities of , the pulp and paper busii;ess in 
its various ramifications, under a rational sys- 
tem of forest conservation are beyond the con- 
ception of the ordinary citizen,' who has' not 
followed the course of events in this special 
Jield. Nature has marked out Canada to be 
the leading pulp and paper manufacturing 
country m the world, if we -hiake the right- use 
of the resoiirces' a beneficent ''Providence;' has 
given us. To make mechanical pulp ecbnoni- . 
" ipally cheap water powers are needed, ■ and 
these we have. The cpiality of our wood and' 
the (piality of the labor to handle it are botli'' 
unsurpassed by any country in the world. 

But what will happen if the unrestricted 
(J.xport of wood drains the country of the raw 
material upon which these industries are 
founded.^ We will be like .the drunkard who, 
after spending his^ith^e arid; m.Qney;in,t^^^ • 
oon, finds himself kicked" out ihHhc'"streetrun- 
pitied. by those who have despoiled him, This 
analogy goes deeper than may appear at first 
thought, because if we allow our land to be 
stripped of its forests v.-e not merely deprive 
our posterity of the great benefits of these in- 
dustries, but we commit the. greater crime of 
criphng our^water-powers aiid turning our 
fruitful lands iinto deserts,, as. is, madelclear^by, 
those writers who- deahwith the. forestry-aspecli:' 
'•Qt the- qiiestit^i " ■.,^' . - -; ^ 

■ But the export of. -pulpwood is- pobr 'li'u'si-^ 
ness from every standpoint. ' When the present 
accessible areas are stripped bare to supply 
American nfills it will co^t the- couiitr}^ mil- 
lions of dollars to build railways to tap more 
remote regions, and meanwhile all we have de- 
rived is the paltry price of pulpwood to the 
land-owner, pills' th'e'freight, which is in the 
hnvest scale fixed by the traJjSportatipii.jSOiiir 
panics. The more Such a raw' niatenal- goij^ 
treely out of the country the more strongly en- 
trenched does the industry become in a conn- " 
try which competes with our own both abroad ' 
and at home, and the longer delayed will bc 
the period -when our own products will have a 
permanent hold upon foreign markets. 

In comparing iiie improvident policy of un- 
restricted exports of pulpwood'. . with a na- 
tional forestry policy combined with' a iiational 
pulp and paper ])olicy the writer recently gave 
the following illustration : — The value of a 
cord of spruce pulpwood shipped from the 
Eastern Townships to the United States four' 
years ago was about $3.50 ]3er cord ; while a 
cord shipped in 1907 is worth $6 to $7 in the 
rough, or .S^8 to $10 when peeled. To the lat- 
ter value-^the highest valuation in the history 
of the Pi-ovince and being in itself a confirma- 
tion of the preceding statement, as to develop- 
ments in the U'nited States — add the aVcrag-e 
i-ailway freight ($3 a cord), and the money left 
in the Brovince from the export of the cord of 
wood ,s, say, $10. Now if the same cord of wood 
is made into ground pulp in Canada, the result 
would be $20 per cord, and if it were mamr- 
factured into new-s print the value would be 
$45 per cord, or if Into jiaper of the higher 
qualities, the value would be $50 .to $100 per 
cord. Applying these results to the . pulpwood 
exported from Canada and taking the returns 
of the nine months of the official year as cor- 
rect, the wood now exported to the United 
vSlates would, if made into paper in Cainula at 
an average of $50 per ton, yield.a pi-oduct 
worth over $30,000,000 a year. On- the basis 
of the r^al totals of^'xpd'rts the product would 
be oyer .$40,000,000, and to this must he added 
the increased manufacturing in lines of indus- 
try that- would develop where the raw material 
is some form of manufactured pulp or' paper, 
such as already noted, perhaps doubling that 
total. >^ ^ 

Beyond this advantage is the benefit to the 
farmers, merchants. and jriiil\vays :fron-i traffic 
createtf by the towns^hi,'; which such industries 
would be sealed. Thb railway freight tariff, 
for example, on pulpwood i.s;onc of the. lowest' 
ill the sc.-ilc of freight rates. .On pulp it is 
double that on [)iilpwood, and on piiper about 
ten times, while the value to the railway of the 
tr.'iffic arising from the miscellaneous transac- 
tions of a town is a hundred or a thousand 
times greater than the hauling of a critde nia- 
.terial like logs. ' 
,: There is no side from which this problem' 
can be viewed that does not show it to be.thc 
part of wisdom to conserve ami develop our 
own resources. In such a iiolicy there is .iio 
antagonism to the United tates ; it is simply an 
act of self-preservation. The Americans them- 
.sd.ves are endeavoring, at painful present sac- 
irificcSi;i5);r^^ forest^ tliey have i-lpst, , 

"a'ncrthiey: caftnot blame lis for doing n'pvir'in Oiir . ' 
own interest that which they, had they ixaliz-

Berkelj-, in a woll- 
" • known stanza, told liow tho dram.a of 
civilization had slowly travelled west- 
ward to lind its loftiest development, 
but alio its linal catastrophe, in tlie 
New World. Every man who waa 
weary, hopeless, or disillusioned talked 
'as if he had caught these various dis- 
eases from the decadent epoch in 
which he was born. But why should 
civilization thus wear out and great 
communities decay? And what evi- 
dence was there In fact they did'.' Tiieso 
questions, though ho could not give to 
them any conclusive answers, were of 
much more than a merely theoretic 
Interest. For, If current modes of 
speech, took decadence more or less for 
granted, with still greater confidence 
did they speak of pi-ogress as assured. 
Yet, if both were real— they could 
hardly be studied apart— they must 
evidently limit and qualify each other 
In actual experience, and they could 
not bo Isolated in apeculation. Wcis- 
maim had definitely asked how It 
came about that the higher organisms 
grew old and died, seeing that old ago 
and death were not inseparable char- 
acteristics of living protoplasm, and 
ithat the simplest organisms suffered 
;;"'no natural decay, and perlshea, -when 
they did perish, by accident, starva- 
tion, or specific disease. Tho answer

the death of the Individual was so use- 
ful' to" the race that natural selection

: exterminated the potentially Immorta). 
'one "was tempted to enquire whether

The struggle for 
existence betv.een different r.iecs and 
different sociotics had admittedly play- 
ed a great part in social development. 
But to extend Weismann's idea from 
the organic to tlie social world would 
imply a prolonged competition .Ijetweon 
■groups of communities In v.hlch dc- . 
cadence was the rule, and groups In 
which it was not. ending in the sur- 
vival of the first and the destruction 
the second. The groups whose mom- 
1)ers suffered periodical decadence and 
dissolution would bo the fittest to sur- | 
Vive just as, on -Weismann's theory, 
those species gained in competitive, 
efflcienev whom death had unburdened 
of the old. Decadence, oven If It W-'is I 
a realitv, never acted In Isolation. It 
was' alwavs complicated with, and 
often acted through, other more ob- 
vious causes. It was always, therefore, 
po.ssible to argue that to these causes, 
and not to tho more 'dubtle and elusive 
influences collectively described a 
"dec.idenco," tho decline and fall of. 
great communities was really due. , 
there wore historic tragedies which did • 
most obstinately refuse to be thus sim- 
ply explained. It In vain that h.s^- 
torlans enumerated the Pi'»'l>t' calam- 
ities which preceded, and no doubt 
contributed to the final eaiiistrophe. 
Civil dissentions, military disasters, 
pestllenfces, famines, tyrants tax- 
Katherers, growing burdens and waii- 

■ fon' wealth-the gloomy catalogue was 
unrolled before their eyes, yet some- 
how. It did not in all cases wholly sat- 
isfy them: they felt that some of those 
diseases were of a kind which .a vlgc^- 
ous bodv politic should easily be able 
to survWe, that others were sccomiarj 
fivmntoms of son-.o obscurer malady, 
and ufaT in neither case did they sup- 
nlv tliom with the full oxplanalioiis of 
wliich they were in search. ^onu^6cv 
for instance, the lonpr agony and ti e 
llnal destruction of Roman Imperial- 
ism In the West, the mo.st momentous 
eatUtrophe of which we had histonc 
record. Rome fell, and (ireat was the 
fall of It. But why it fell, by what 
secret mines its defences were breach- 
ed and what made its garrldon so 
faint-hearted and ineffectual — that 
was not so clear. It there was no pro- 
gress, decadence was slow; and but 
for what Western Europe did and 
'wlial it failed to do during tho long 
struggle with militant Mahomedanlsm 
■there might still bo an empire In the 
Kast l.'irgelv Asiatic In population, 
Christian In religion,. Greek In culture, 
Roman by political descent. Had this 
been tho course of events, largo por- 
tions of mankind would doubtless 
have been much, better governed than 

. thoy aro. It was not so ■clear that 
' they would, have been nioro "progres- 
sive." Progress was ■with tho West, 
with .communities of European type. 
And if theli;- . onorsfy of develoinm^nt 
■'\\^cre somo day to bt exluiustod, who 
believes that tlioro remains an exter- 
nal aourco from ■which It could bo ro- 
ndwod? Where were tho untried races 

• 'competent to construct out of the 
. ruined fragments of our civilization ii 
. now and better habitation for tho 

spirit of man? They did not exist; 
and if tho world ■were, again to be bur- 
led under a. barbaric flood, it would not 



be like that which fertilized, though It 
fast destroyed the western provinces 
of Rome, pjt like that which in Asia 
-submerged for ever tiie last traces of 
Hellenic culture. 

He did not himself believe that this 
age was either less spiritual or more 
sordid than Its predecessors. Ho be- 
lieved, indeed, precisely tho reverse 
But, however this might be, was it not 
plain that if society was to be moved 
by the remote speculations of isolated 
thinkers, it could only bo on condition 
that their isolation was not complete? 
Philosophy had never touched the 
mass of men except through religion. 
And though th«'' parallel was not' com- 
plote. It was safe.-.to say that science 
would never touch. thorn unaided by its 
practical appliances. Its wonders 
might bo catalogued' for purposes of 
education, thoy might bo Illustrated by 
arresting experiments, by numbers and 
magnitudes which startled and fa- 
tigued tho imagination; but they would 
form no familiar portion of tlio Intel - 
lo(!tual furniture of ordinary men un- 
less they were connected, liowever re- 
motely, with t:.e conduct of ordinary 
life. There was .another, and an op- 
lioslto danger in wliich it was possible 
to fall. The material world, liowso- 
evor it might have gained in sublim- 
ity, had under the touch uE science 
lost in domestic charm. For this mood 
only religion or religious i)liilo.-;ophy 
could supply a cure. But for tlie for- 
mer the appropriate remedy was tho 
perpetual stimulus which the inlluence 
of science on the business of mankind 
offered to their sluggish curiosity. If 
in the last hundred years the whole 
material setting of civilized life had 
altered, ^{.hey owed it neither to poli- 
ticians nor to political institutions. 
Thoy owed It to tho combined efforts 
of those .who had advanced science and 
those who had applied It. If their out- 
look upon the universe had suffered 
modifications In' detail so great and so 
numerous that they amounted to a 
revolution. It was to ■ men of science 
wo owed it, not to theologians or phil- 
osophers. The conclusions at which 
ho provisionally arrived wore that 
thoy could not regard decadence and 
arrested development as less normal 
in human communities than progress, 
thougli tho point at which the energy 
of advance v,'as exliausted varied in 
different races and civilizations; that 
tlie internal causes by whicli progress 
was encouraged, hindered, or reversed 
laid to a great extent beyond the field 
of ordinary political discussion, and 
were not easily expresed in current 
political terminology; that tlie infiu- 
once which a superior civilization. 
■\vhether acting by example or imposed 
by force, may have in advancing an 
inferior one, tliough often beneficent, 
was not likely to be self-supporting — 
its withdrawal would bo followed by 
decadence unless the character of the 
civilization was in harmony both with 
the acquired temperament and tho in- 
nate capacities iof those who had been 
induced to accept It; that, as regards 
those nations which had ' advanced in 
virtue of their own Inherent energies, 
though time had brought new causes 
of disquiet, It had brought also new 
grounds of hope; and that, whatever 
tlie perils In front of them,' there "were, 
so far, no symptoms either of pause 
or of regression in the onward move- 
ment which for more than a thousand 
years had been characteristic of West- 
ern civilization.

is tliere to stay. Mr. Roosevelt thinks 
quickly and act imi'ulslvely, nearly al- 
ways riglii, hilt .sometimes with a 
Iiaste that .suKgests a lack of suf- 
ficient premature thought.

Cleveland fishes and shoots ducUs; Mr. 
Roosevelt rides a hunter, jumps fenc- 
es, wades streams, shoots bears and 
wolves and exults In the hardships oC 
tlio trail.

IteadinK wa.s tlie lif.^long liobliy of 
N.npoleon's IflKun-. In the l)ure room of 
the penniless sub-Iloiitenant of artillery 
at Valence, tho book box, his brother 
Joscpli asserted, was larger than tho 
tninU wliicli sufficed for Napoleon's 
sc.Mnty wiirdi'obe. In Paris, before I!ru- 
nialio brouKlit liini forward to the first 
raiil:. he .spent bl.s time princip.'illy in 
the Cibllotheqiie Natlonale. A veritable 
library accompanied lilm to Egypt; and 
once definitely settled In France as 
I'Mrst Consul lie selects, in tho Malmals- 
oii, tlie quietest iind most pleasant room 
for his lirst lil)rary. Sep.-inited by a 
loan 'council chamber from Josephine's 
brlllifint and noisy reception rooms, It 
looked out on three sides on tho quiet, 
leafy garden. A door opened on a mln- 
latnie bridge across the moat. On this 
brldKO an awning was fitted up .■ind .-i 
small table and chair placed, 'i'hiis on 
summer days th'i consul worlcr^d in the 
oticn air within easy reach of his worlis 
of reference.

Mr. Cleveland ha.s n family of sever- 
al children and Mr. Roosevelt is al.so 
blessed In oven a greater mca.sure. In 
informal conversation the nation calls 
one Grover tho other Teddy, and In 
newspaper mention the initials G. C. 
and T. R. sit'ficlently Idontifles tho 
man. Both have had careers of fasci- 
nating vicissitude and hotii have risen 
swiftly — each via Albany. Tlic former 
has passed . through the flames, been 
severely scorched, but now is safely 
rehabilitated; the latter, is now going 
through tho. flames .incident to the 
slacking of tho Industrial . pace and l.s 
equally certain' to' emerge in honor. 

At tho present 'time; 'with a- panic 
just oyer and. with a presidential elec- 
tion Just ahead, ' tho career of' Mr. 
Cleveland cannot fail to be particularly 
interesting because of the parallels it 
suggests In the conditions now exist- 
ing. For examiilo: Mr. Cleveland 
went to tho White House by way of 
the Governor's chair at Albany. Jlr. 
Roosevelt followocl In his footsleps. 
JJr. Ilugfics Is now tScyihg to do tlio 
same thing. One cantiot take ah in- 
voice of the latter.'s chance of succeed- 
ing without comparing his qualitici 
with those of Jlr. Cleveland, who did 
succeed. Mr. Huglies has honesty and 
is about as little known to tlie country 
at large as Jlr. iCeveland was when he 
went to the Governor's mansion at Al- 
bany, and yet, at present, the country 
is only mildly excited about Mr. 
Hughes, while in 1881 the personality 
of Grover Cleveland had seized upon 
tlio imagination of the people as if a 
sort of telepathic cpUUinic had swept 
tho country. Whether the iiarallel will 
have any farther significance will in 
due time bo reall'/ied. 

Mr. Cleveland offended tho labor el- 
ement of tho country in the great Pull- 
man strike of 1894. He sent federal 
troops to Cliicago to rescue the city 
and the ccnintry from a reign of terror 
and tho strike w.-is crushed. The name 
of Cleveland wa.s. muttered in hatred 
by thousands of angry men in those 
days and his personal iiopuhirity with 
the masses of laboring men was shat- 
tered. Mr. Taft offended tlie laboring 
interests by his Injunction decisions 
from tho Cincinnati bench. Mr. ch-vo- 
land was right In the course he took 
and candid men will acknowU d^ie the 
justice of Judge Taft's rulings. Will 
the latter suffer aa much in the cam- 
paign to come as Mr. Cleveland did in 
years following 1894? 

Mr. Cleveland in 1887 demanded a 
severe reduction of the tariff. It was 
on the evo of a presidential election 
and the politicians of his party were 
frantic. They put party success fore- 
most In all things and considered Mr. 
Cleveland's act in forcing the issue at 
that time to be i)olltlcal suicide. At 
the present time, on the eve of the 
campaign of 190,S, tlicie are many Ro- 
publicaiis ivho believe that the mo- 
ment for tariff n.'vislon is here, but 
the politicians are striving to keep the 
Issue chloroformed until after the elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Cleveland vitalized the Monroe 
doelrine in a ringing message on tlio 
Venezuelan houmlary dispute and by 
the bold stand lio took compelled Eng- 
land to recede from her insolent atti- 
tude and to accept the doctrine In Its 
real sense. This was the most diirlng 
act of his career. At the present time 
our relations with .Japan ;ire such that 
Mr. Roosevelt may yet be confronti>d 
with tile problem of settling the emi- 
gration (luestion by the same vigorous 
and significant means. 

Mr. Cleveland's last term was m.-ide 
memorable by the p.inie of IS!);!. lUr 
alienated tlic^ support of hl.s iinrty by 
.soundlii.'j the death knell of free sill 
ver. and his resolute stand In tliut 
crisis s.'ivcd thi^ credit of Ilie nation, 
j)rcvenl('(l rinancial riilii, and cost hint 
the favor of the musses niid the lead- 
ership (,r his l)art.^■. When lie U:-(i \;uy 
liresideney In 1S97 he \\'as pracllcall 
a man without a party and in 
minds of the free .silver eloincnt of the 
nation was utterly discreilltetl and in 
exile. At the jireseiit time the country 
is just recovering from the panic of 
1907. It has resulted becansi' cr(Miits 
have grown out of all i)roi)orlloii to 
the cash siqiply. The country lius 
been betting away beyond its resourc- 
es. The show-down which was Ine- 
vitable was duo to come and it came 
ill Mr. Roosevelt's iidni inlstratlon. For 
tills he will have to bear the blame, 
in tho long run ho will be justified for 
clearing tho financial atmosphere, but 
for gomo-montlis to. come he will be 
certain to suffer in popular favor as 
Cleveland did after the panic In. 1803. 
Cleveland lost the support of the 
cheap money oleinont; Hoosevolt has 
lost tho support of tho niuch-monoy 
element.' 

Perhaps there aro many other jmral-

"Otiier. and gontlet; thought for those 
I was to leave behind came upon me.

I called 
aloud tlirco or four times 'I am not 
much hurt,' grasped my glasses, which 
lay near me. and touphed my limbs to 
make sure they' were not 'broken. Then 
I saw my companions slowly approach- 
ing. They told me a good half hour 
had elapsed after my fall before I 
spoke. 

"I had lost consciousness, and that 
explains the dark veil. Later the pow- 
er of thinking returned. I was con- 
scious only so lomr as I was falling of 
tho perception of beautiful images.

A Clinptcr of History 

History records tho declaration of a 
state of war with Great Britain in 1S12 
as a precipitate action. 'file lack of 
sufficient preparation for war on land 
and sea was notorious. There was u 
strong sentiment, especially in New 
EruTluiid, against war. The hotheads 
triumphed. 

■yet we may road in an editorial par- 
agraph of the London Times* Jan. 12, 
1908, that the imminence of the war 
was talked of four years and five 
months before war was decl.ared. Here 
is tho paragraph: 

"The Aiiiericaii Jlinisler. it is said, 
does not hesitate to give it as liis 
opinion that war will bo declared on 
tlic part of America against this coun- 
try, as soon ns the Ordors-in-Council, of 
Nov. 11, arrive out. The meaning of 
th.^ abovi- .sCiteinont, If II he corre<:t, is 
this, th.-il France may make whatever 
Orders she pleases with respect to neut- 
rals; but Great Britain must not pre- 
sume to impose any restrictions what- 
ever, for fear of Incurring the hostility 
of tho United States." 

The American Minister .at the Court 
of St. .lames in 180S was U'llliam Pliik- 
ney, of Maryland. Appointed by Jef- 
ferson, ho 'held over' while Madison 
was president, until in 1811 ho resign- 
ed. He was afterward Attorney-Gen- 
oral In Madison's Cabinet, and was tlio 
author of the brief w;ir i-eHolutioii ad- 
opted by the House of I lepresentatlves 
In June of tlie next year. 

.As a matter of fact, war as an 
oiitconjo of the p(■^plexU^• of Amorleiin 
cominerco and shipping, caused by the 
frequent I nli'rf.Tence witli our merchant 
service by British warships, was talked 
of as early as ISOT. When Madison 
took office the throatonod freedom of 
Amerlc.-in eonmierce wa.s one of tho 
problrms ho facial. l''or v<'itrs. too, the 
popuhir conviction that the lirltlsh In 
(J.aoadii, were responsible for Indian up- 
rlslngK In the Northwest had caused 
ill-foclln.n.

AN OLD|::A(SEj;SECRET. 

Porridge fop ' Bre'altfa^t as an Aid to> 
Longevity is Golden Reci«ie. 

When you arc an octogenarian, and 
When you have just retired from active 
business llfo;i,:,you'» see , ■■•,a . new,. ■ kind of 
lifc-:-that. of 'lelsiirer^beforo;' ypu, and 
you mufit settle" whiit/you ^ are 'to do. 
Among other thInBS,'"ryou' must' settle 
about breakfast.' .What' shall;. I cat? 
Wiiat shall I- drink';: -And what shall 
1 avoid? :• ■ • / 

,1' know of no particular reason as 
yet why my breakfast of liberty should 
materially differ from my breakfast of 
tho days of slavery, unless it be that 
I can talfo it more leisurely. My an- 
cie.-it regime for breakfast was a liberal 
one; It has always been for mc the most 
substantial meal of the day— simple but 
wholesome. It comprised oatmeal por- 
rlJgo as a foundation, and it is on that 
subject that I should like to engage 
you a little. 

Porridge per so is not an attractive 
article of consumption. I prepare my 
dish from a recipe of my own, and I 
willingly present the rcnlpo to you. 
During the plum season I take two or 
three or four, according to size, of 
those large red 'Victoria plums — stew- 
(!d of course — these 1 put into my dish 
of porridge with, say, two or three 
tablespoonfuls of the rich juice — to 
moisten the mass. AdiJ to this a tea- 
spoonful of golden syrup; then a square 
piece of dry toast, tho size just us it is 
usually found in the toast rack. Cut 
this up into small cubes and mix ad 
lib; a Uttlo milk may be added to mois- 
ten tho whole. Out of tho fresh plum 
season 1 use a luigo baked apple in 
tlie same way. it will bo found to bo 
a pretty substantial and, to my way of 
thinking, a most palatable dish. Bacen. 
eggs, buttered toast, marmabiae, tea or 
coffee, etc., are mere subsidiaries; por- 
ridge is the perennial dish. 

Porrldg,;, as everybody knows is 
made of oatmeal, and oatmeal Is made 
of oats, and oats, according to tlie r.a- 
ther unkind definition of Dr. Johnson, 
is "a grain which In England is gener- 
ally given to the horses, but in Scot- 
land supports the people." English 
horses undoubtedly tiirlvo on oats, and 
English people fed on oatmeal long bo- 
fore tho great dictionary maker launch- 
ed ills sarcasm. Markham, in his "Eng- 
llali Housewife." 1G53, speaks of oat- 
meal as a viand In regular use In Eng- 
land. After giving directions lio,w it 
should be prepared, ha' says: "The use 
and virtues of It are" beyond all rec- 
Isoning." 

Those were tho days of Old Parr and 
Henry Jenkins, and who sliail ray that 
tiie lives of thesG two vcnorabln old 
parties were I'ot projected, from myth- 
ical and ante-blrth-roglstratlon times 
Into times when their death was un- 
questionably reglptered, by a constant 
use of oatmeal porridge? I am assum- 
ing, of course, that botii of them were 
borji where they said thoy were, for it 
cannot bo proven that they were not, 
and tiint oatmeal porridge formed a 
substantial portion of their sustenance. 
This is more probable than that Old 
Parr invented a pill which prolonged 
his life so long tiiat he must have been 
a sad incumbrance to his relations and 
friends, wiio in tho end were probably 
not sorry to be rid of him. As to' poor 
old Jenkins, he Is said to ^ha%^e' ended 
Ills days hi the workhouse. 

It i.s alI';vory well to go " on getting 
older and older, so long as you can en- 
joy yonr porridge and other good things 
of a niorning. and bo able to trot about 
making yourself pleasant to tliose about 
you. and finding some enjoyment in life, 
and so long as yon are not a burden 
to others, and do not stand in shoes 
which otiiers would be pleai^-.d to put 
their feet into. When that point of 
life has boon reached, tho sooner your 
exit is made the better for all con- 
cerned. 

'Revenons a notre potage.' There can 
be no doubt that porridge for breakfast 
was coeval with the human race. I do 
not think the word Is found In the Bib- 
le. l)ut wo all know that Jacob sold 
. pottiige, and ICsau came from tho field 
' and he was f.aint and at the point of 
I deatli, and he sold liis birthrlglit to 
Jacob for a mess of pottage. That pot- 
tage was made of red l^ntilis, doubtless 
thickened with oatmeal. 

Of course wlien I Ijegln to consider 
tlu! question of porridge I have to re- 
mind myself that there are at least two 
kinds of porridge — perhaps more. One 
might almost say there is porridge and 
porridge. 

You all remember the kind of por- 
ridge which IMrs. .Squcer.s administered, 
as Nicholas NIckleby records, to the 
boys of Dotlieboys Hall, after having 
doKi'd them with a big wooden spoonful 
of brimstone and treacle. You remem- 
ber tho largo kettle and the Uttlo wood- 
on bowls Into which Mrs. Squeers pour- 
ed a brown composition, which loolced 
like diluted pincushions without the 
covers and was called porridge! A 
minute piece of brown broad was In- 
serted in eacli bowl, anil you remomber 
th.at when the boys had eaten their por- 
ridge by means of the bread, Mr. 
Squeors said solemnly: "For what we 
have rocoived may the Lord make us 
truly thankful." and morched oft to his 
own breakfast. 

This is one kind of porridge. Then 
tliere is the mossy, half-boiled, lunqiy 
porridge, which lia.s somotimos to do 
duty !.i b'.irdJng liouscs and aboard 
steamboats. No. No. Tho porridge X 
have In my mind's eye Is tho kind that 
Mrs. Peyser or Adam Bede's mother 
used to make — and which made Adam 
so strong and stalwart "Yo might li.a' 
made the parrldgo worse," said Airs. 
B.sle to Dinah; "1 can ate It wl'out Its 
-turning my stomach. It might h.a' been 
a trille thicker an' no harm; an' 1 .alius 
pulton a sprig o' mint In myson; but 
how's ye t' ken that? Tho lads arena 
like to get folks as'll niaiie tlieir par- 
rldgo as I'n made It fiir 'em; its well 
if they got anybody as'll make parrldgo 
at all." 

I think T linvo justified tho position 
I have taken up, that porridge for 
breakfast is a thing not- to he despised. 
Now, let mo say a word about fruit. 
Personally I have very great faith in 
rip-v, fresh fruit of all kinds as being 
conduclvo to health and longevity, but 
it does no suit every constitution. Rich- 
ard Baxter, tho great Nonconformist dl- 
vinfe of the seventeenth century, speak- 
ing of tho faults of Ills youth said: '1 
was mucli addicted to tho excessive, 
gluttonous eatln;; of apples and pears, 
whicli 1 think, lahl the foundation for 
tile imbecility and fiatulenco of my 
stomach which caused the bodily cal- 
amities of my life. To this end, and 
to concur with naughty boys wlio glorr 
led in evil, I Iiavo gone into other 
men's orchards and stolen their fruit, 
when I had enough at homo." 

This was very naughty of RIcliard 
Baxter, f (|uote Iilin because In niy boy- 
hood, 1 too, may have robbed the same 
orchards as he robbed, for 1 am of his 
fionily and llvi-d In Iho same noighbor- 
lio-)(l. I, too, was a gluttonous devour- 
er of apples and pears, much of It 
"stolon fruit," though I had enouKli of 
it at home. Now, my belief, contrary 
to the oxporlonco of Baxter; Is tiiat this 
large eonsiimptlon Of frult In my young 
day.s laid the foundation of good health 
which has lielpod'-mp all through my 
life. — 'An Octogenarian,' In tho London

Beludcor Save llaqulmaaz 
Groat Interest is being excited In sol- 
ontlHc and e.ommerclal circles la.!*Am- 
orlca by the splondld results of, tlio 
skilled and assiduous efforts of Dr. 
Sheldon Jackson, a Presbyterian clergy- 
man, to presorvo from extinction tho 
Esquimau tribes of Alaska, says the 
Pall Mall Gazott.\ Few persona in Eng- 
land may be aware that in the middle 
of tho la.st century a scheme 'for utiliz- 
ing camels in Arizona was tried. This 
was a disappointing failure; but many 
people are now saying that if tlio at- 
tempt had been backed by Dr. Jackson 
it might have been crowned with suc- 
cess. 

A most difficult problem has been tri- 
umphantly solved In Alaska, whero 
ther,^ were fifteen years ago only six- 
teen reindeer. Today, in consequence of 
Dr. .Slioldon Jackson's persevering ef- 
forts, there .are In tho territory I'l.OOO 
of these , animals. This able plonoor 
some years since reall;;od that starva- 
tion must bo the fate of tho Esquimaux 
unless some means of sustonenco other 
tlian the chase could be devised for 
them. Ho noticed that with the ad- 
vent of white .settlers tlie whales, soal.ss 
caribous and walruses woro disappear- 
ing. He I:new that tho Siberians, living 
In climatic conditions closely resembling 
those of tho vast peninsula, wero self- 
supporting, simply becouso they pos- 
sessed immense herds of roindoer. Not 
only Is tho animal wonderfully pro- 
lific, but Its flesli Is excellent for food. 
Its hide iurnlshes good clothing, and 
its strength, docility, and endur.anco 
render It avallalde either for carrying 
or dr.awing loads. 

Dr. Jackson is a philosophical eth- 
nologist. Ho carefully studied tho Al- 
askan temperament, and he became 
convinced that the Esquimau of the ter- 
ritory, nomadic by hereditary custom, 
wero unfitted for' any of the white 
man's .vocations, except that of herding. 
He believed ^that reindeer herding would 
be a pursuit of fascinating interest to 
those natives. 

The initial success of the experiment 
induced the United States to take up 
tiin scheme in earnest, and reindeer sta- 
tions are now -scattered. ..widely over 
Ainslca, while new ones are 'cdiistantly 
being established. The Industry In a 
general way is under tho supervision of 
the Bureau of Education, which is .at- 
tached to the department of the inter- 
ior. Dr. Jackson is the bureau agent 
of education .In tho northern section of 
tho territory. i-. , 

Experience l3-;'provlng -'the' immense 
value of the deer as draft animals. In 
the winter: of 1896-97 the superinten- 
dent of one of tho stations traveled 
four months with reindeer teams, tra- 
versing two thousand miles of barren 
country, the deer 'living entirely on 
moss which they dug from the snow. 
On another occasion <a relief expedition 
sent to ice-bound whalers nt Point Bar- 
ron- took along three liundrcd reindeer, 
which were driven 800 miles, with tho 
temperature from 20 to 50 degrees bo- 
low zero. Tho animals reached their 
destination in perfect health, and sev- 
eral fine fawns wero born on the ■way 
For several winters the reindeer have 
been used to carry mails to tlie little 
vlllagos along the co.ast of Bering Sea. 
Jfost useful results have followed the 
Introduction of these animals. The na- 
tive hotel has now changed its char- 
acter, and is now a house, often fur- 
nished quite comfortably, with 'pictures 
and. oven masloal instruments. 

Oarden miracle 

Professor Bottomley recently reveal- 
ed a mystery which ho has been nurs- 
ing for many months. It has been 
generally held for many years that tlio 
growth of plants depends largely on 
the presence of bacteria, some In the 
soil and some in the roots. 

They are of many sorts. The most 
mysterious group has the power of ex- 
tracting free nitrogen from tho air and 
transferring this essential substance 
to clovers, be.ans, and other leguminous 
plants. A special colony of those have 
been under tha microscope at King's 
College, London, for si.x months, and 
tlie first photograph was shown by 
Professor Bottomley. 

l-jvory man of science in tho hall 
cheered the spectacle of these dots on 
tho roots, for thoy revealed a now mar- 
vel. The bacteria, after years of en- 
quiry, have been actually and visibly 
harnessed to a new work. Professor 
Bottomley Is the first man to linvo at- 
tached these "nltrogcn-n.xers" to plants 
that are not leguminous. By watering 
tho roots or seeds of strawberries, to- 
matoes, wheat, barley and oats with a 
bacterial solution he has increased 
their growth by something like a third. 

It Is yet more Important that tho 
maturity is imniedlately accoloratod. A 
gardener, as .a result of using bacterial 
solution, has sold beans In Covent 
garden six weeks after tho seed was 
sown — an incident that sounds mlraou- 
lons. By Innoculatlng seeds and soil 
one may convert the roughest moor- 
land Into good agricultural land ■wortli, 
perhaps, several pounds an acre.

THE JAPANESE NEW YEAR. 

Special Food for the Celebration — Of« •; 
ferings to the Gods and to Friends. 

Tho Japanese celebrate the Nevr Year 
Day as tho Americans do the Christmas 
Day, writes Frank Toklo in the Japan 
Currenti'i^-A.^!f.ew. days previous to tho 
iBt of January aro busiest, not only on 
account of the multitude of shoppers 
but also on account of tho largo amount 
of hills the shopkeepers have to collect 
from their customers for tho year cnd- 

In Japan the shops • sell * their ' goo'ds"i|^! 
extensively on trust. A ■ considerable';,"''^ 
niimbor of cuatomors of these shops do 
not remit promptly. The bills remain 
in the hands of tho customers some- 
times for a. whole year. 

So the shopkeepers are obliged to hire 
a number of collectors. Those carry tho 
bills in their bags and call upon tho 
delinquent . customers, for . .payment , at / 
the and of.-tho year. J---''t.7: 

Ac'cording to the custom in Japan tho 
bills and money lent personally may bo 
collected until tho mldiiiglit of Dec. 31. 
With tho dawn of tho Now Tear Day 
tho aro liable to be left unpaid until 
tho end of tho year comes around again. . 
So the .eQllootors :strettuoualy-; hunt.'iip- .' 
the payers of the' bills throughout tho 
niglit with a choohln, a Japanese lan- 
tern. 

A delinquent debtor who does not caro 
to pay the bills which he expects to bo 
sent to him will close his- door early 
In the evening and go to bed. So very ■ 
often their collectors aro to be seen 
hovering about on tho street until tho 
dawn still carrying their choohln in 
their hand. M'hen they enter tlio debt- 
or's house thoy will say good evening 
instead of good morning. 

The- Japanese, in order to celebrate the 
Now Tear Day, iireparc a day or two • 
ahead a peculiar food called mochi. 
which Is a' sort of unleavened bread 
mado of a kind of rico which has a 
greater measure of tenacious quality 
than other kinds. Bushels of rice aro 
steamed in a largo barrel-shaped uten- 
sil, whicli Is placed on top of a flat 
boiler. , , 

After 'the rice is suftlcleritly .et'camed,;!;' 
to make It soft enough to be kneaded 
into dough it is taken out, a portion at 
a time, into a stoiio mortar, in wliicli 
It is kneaded. Half a dozen men and- 
maidservants stand around tlie mortar. 
The men- hold In their hands, ploltaxellko . 
wooden tools' with, .blunfc points, NWhllo ':' 
tho maids hold wooden poles, point 
blunt, for poking purposes. 

Keeping time with the songs they sing 
tho men swing their pickaxes, whlla 
the women Iteep turning tho rice -witli 
their poles. In about fifteen minutes tlia 
dough is iveil kneaded and is then plac- ' 
cd on a largo fiour spread board. Tha 
lady of tho family sprinkles flour on 
the hands of half a^dozen other, ladles . ; 
who are waiting to help, kimona sleeves '> 
tucked up. 

Tho lady of the family cute the dough 
Into pieces of different sizes, and the 
other ladles take thorn and make them 
Into mochi. These are. usually ...round,' i. . 
an incli or two In dlameter,'■'anal;^r^m^'■^"' 
half an inch to an Iiich thick, with' 
thoir tops in tho shape of a bald head. 
Tho work begins just after midnight 
and ends at 10 or 11 o'clock. An aver- 
age family make about a hundred mochi 

The larger ones are used aa offerings 
to tho family gods. . Half a dozen dif- 
ferent si:!cd mochi are piled on a table, 
tiie smaller on top of tho larger, and 
on top of them ail is placed an orango 
with tho leaves of .a tree which corres- 
ponds to tho holly for Christmas. This 
offering ls::mado to the tabernacle for 
gods ;-ver3r .early In tho morning of the 
1st of January. , 

On the Now Year no laborious work i', 
should be performed: not oven a broom' -'A 
should bo carried by a maid. Food is 
cooked tho day before and can bo oaten 
in tho niorning without troubling tho 
mnlds beyond arranging it 'on the table. 

The offertory food is cooked separate- 
ly with tho first bucketful of water 
drawn from the sacred well In tlie rear ' 
of the communal Shinto slirine just- af- 
ter the bell strikes midnight. 

Tho first thing one should do after 
midnight is to greet the follow members 
of the family with "Oniedeto!" meaning 
"I wish you happiness'' or; - "A,. Happy 
NeWi Year !" Then, as a matter of isero- 
mony he' should eat zonl, a • delicious 
sort of soup. After tho zoni is eaten 
the family goes to bed. They riso late 
in the forenoon. 

The maids prepare for a ceremonial 
feast wliich Is to bo performed about 
one o'clock in tho afternoon. Tho menu 
consists of sake, tiie rico wine, which 
is called . for the occasion ^otoso, and 
vegetables ■ cooked -btt ■ the'/ previous ev- • 
onlng. A very little or no meat' is eaten. 

A Shinto priest, who is known fo'r tho 
occasion as Banzai, performs nn Itiner- 
ant servico in tiie liouses of the parish, 
boginning with tho daimlo's mansion 
and visiting every house and hovel, one 
a f ter another.- He mutters ;the . Shinto 
rituals in front of the tokonoma and 
drinks otoso In a saucorliko lacquer cup 
into wliich a maid pours out of otuzu, 
a silver bottle. 

One cup of otoso In each Iiousc makes 
tile Banzai so saturated wltli it after ho 
lias gone round a number of the house."? 
In tlio parish, that in the rest he be- 
comes rather disparaged, an object , of 
laughter to all the children of the, com-- 
munlty who folIBw after him wherever 
lio goes. 

After tho Banzai goes away each fam- 
ily i)artakos of the toast and drinks 
otoso. Wlien the feast is over one 
dresses up In haorl and kakama, an 
overcoat and skirt, generally made of ' 
silk. 

Ho iKsnes forth from his Iiouso and 
goes first to the dalmio's mansion — tho 
feudal customs still survive and tho 
time honored datmio invites every resi- 
dent of Ills former dainiiate to have a 
cup of wind, or otoso, in Ills mansion. 
One goes to pay respect to the daimlo, 
not often personally, but for tho drink- 
ing of otoso. Then he goes around to 
greet his personal friends v.lth "Ome- 
doto!" If Ills friend is a more casual 
acquaintance, ho leaves -his card in a 
card receiver, which is placed In front 
of every house. The rest of the day is 
spent in various New Year sports. 
Young men and women congregate in 
groups on the streets and Institute .an 
outdoor game of hano tsnki, or in other 
words makuro uehi. Hane tsuki is a 
game in wlilch any number of persons 
thai the place can hold may take part. • 
Usiinlly six to twenty participate. 

At niglit the young people gather In 
a bouse and play cards, Iho Japaneso 
cards, called hyaka inin iasim. The liy- 
nku min i^shu consists of' a hundred 
cards, on each of which tho. second two 
linos of a noted' classical four-Uno poom 
generally love-poem or sonnet. Is writ- 
ten. These hundred cards nro spread 
on the matted fioor and around tho 
spread tho card party makes a ring. 

A tpersonjlB^: chosen. fro)n?lamong the 
party&to^ireMiUMflrst ttvo-illhes of each 
of tho pooms one after another. Tho 
moment the first word of one of tho 
poems is iironounced, every one in tho 
ring recalls in his mind tho Last two 
lines, and mnkos a rush for tho card 
that eontaiuH the linos, ^ i The;. ono who 
gathers most of the .> ciirds'-'-wins tho 
game.

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N interesting controversy is proceed- 
ing in England as to the truth or 
falsity of the phenomena known as 
spiritualism: .The >,di3pus3ion< has 
ansen-frpm a rep^o^ 
Research Society .'df which Sir Oli- ' 
.'V / ver liodge,' the eminent scientist, is 
■ -ai leading member. Sir Oliver declares that 
' fhe is grea^;ly impressed by the results of carn- 
■ est and critical inquiries. He has studied the 
. phenomena from every standpoint that science 
and spiritualism have placed within his reach, 
and has become a convert to the new cult. He 
is confident that the day is approaching when 
mortals will be able to see and converse witli 
friends who have crossed the border and now 
stand behind a veil. This veil, Sir Oliver says, 
is in places worn very thin. Soon it will be 
dri^wn aside and we shall be enabled not alone 
to. converse freely with our departed friends 
.when all the secrets of the other life will lie 
made manifest to mortal senses, but sec them 
as well. This view^ is vigorously comballcd 
by many eminent churchmen and sciciuists, 
who attribute spiritual effects and demonstra- 
tions to ovcrlicatcd imagination or necro- 
mancy. Locally, the venerated and beloved 
Bishop Cridge, of the Reformed church, has 
written a letter to the Colonist, in which he 
gently combats the theories and comments of 
Sir Oliver Lodge. After declaring that spiri- 
tualism is necromancy, the bishop quotes from 
.the Bible, to ishow that if spiritual communica- 
itions "have aught of the supernatural in them, 
to what conclusion can those who hold the 
Bible come, but that they are emanations of 
lying spirits, such as his who went forth (as 
the Bible says) to deceive the false prophets 
'in the days of Ahab ?" 

Another' eminent divine has entered the 
lists in the person of Rev. Arthur Chambers, 
vicar of Brocklehurst, Hampshire, England, 
who has, written several books on spiritualism. 
^ In' these works Mr. Chambers declares his 
■firm -.belief in the doctrine that the so-called 
. dead can and do converse with their friends 
'on earth.' Though a clergyman of the Church 
•of England he announces that he is a spiri- 
'.tuaHst and quotes copiously from the Bible 
in support of his position. 

It is not my desire or intention to enter into 
the discussion, and I refer to it only as a pre- 
face or introduction to the narration, of a series 
of remarkable manifestations which I witnes- 
sed in an eastern town where I visited about 
four years ago. Some of these manifestations 
were of a nature that bordered on the grotes- 
que and deceived only the ignorant; but others _ 
were of an extraordinary character and were 
presented in a manner which, to say the least, 
startled and puzzled, the beholder, if it did not 
convince him of the spiritual origin of the 
manifestations. I propose to narrate these 
events for the benefit of the Colonist readers. 

In the mid-summer of 1894 I happened to 
be at Toronto. The weather was extremely 
hot and existence in or out of doors was c^:- 
ceedingly unpleasant for anyone who had been 
accustomed to the cooling breezes of the Pa- 
cific coast. As I had several idle days at my 



disposal, a friend, whom I shall call Tomp- 
kins, suggested that we ' should ,>gp', ,|o, tilly; ^ 
Dale, a small tovy-n in the State of Ne\y York, 
about 60 miles south , bf -the' city of Buf- ' 
falo. ■ At Lilly ■ Dale:, ^it was'^. explained, a 
spiritualistic encampment or convention was 
'in progress, antl mediums from all parts of the 
continent had gathered there to corapare notes 
and hold seances. . . 

Acting upon this advice and accompanied 
by Mr, Tompkins I left Toronto at eleven 
o'clock on a certain morning in Augu^it, and 
at six o'clock the same evening we landecf 
fron) a train at 'Lilly Dale. The way leu 
through a lovely valley, so pleasant and beau- 
tiful, "dotted with pretty farm houses, endiow- 
ered in. Virginia creepers and flowers and sur- 
rounded by choice fruits of every variety in 
full bearing that I was reminded of Sol. SmilTi 
Ru^^ell's play of Peaceful Valley which was 
wont to draw delighted crowds years ago at 
the theatres. The hills on either side of the 
vallev are low and many are cultivated from 
foot to sunnnit. Here and there were pretty 
lakes, on the bosom of which gasoline 
launches and rowboats carrying pleasure seek- 
ers darted to and fro. 

Our arrival at l<illy Dale was heralded by 
a loud peal of thunder and vivid flashes of 
blinding lightning. The rain fell in torrents 
and in a short walk from the railway station 
10 the principal hotel our light clothing _was 
wet through and we were drenched to the skin. 

The hotel is called the Leolin. It owned 
and conducted by spiritualists and is one of the 
best and cleanest hostelries it has ever been 
my good fortune to -visit. It stands in a square 
and is surrounded by >vell-kept lawns and 
flower gardens, and during the short season 
of eight weeks in each 3'ear is patronized by 
the "faithful," as well as by visitors who, like 
myself, are in search of novelty and infor- 
mation. 

In the centre of the village there is an audi- 
torium where lectures are given daily, and 
public seances and balls are held each evening. 
The village is inhabited almost exclusively by 
spiritualists. 

On the morning after our arrival the sun 
shone brightly from a clear sky and the pools 
of water that had forKied overnight .were soon 
dried. 

At breakfast we occupied scats at a table 
with two elderly ladies. One of the ladies was 
peeling an orange, while she eyed me curious- 
ly. Presently she said: 

"Excuse me, sir, but do you not come from 
a distance?" 

"I come from Canada," I answered. 

"But not from near-by Canada?" she quer- 
ied. "You have had to cross plains and moun- 
tains and streams to get here. 

"True," I said. "I am from British Col- 
umbia. 

"I thought so," the lady said. Then, after 
a short pause, "You're a writer?" 

To illustrate her meanin,g, she made a mo- 
tion as if she were handling a roll of paper.

."How did you guess that?" I asked eva-'' 
iSiyely; !v ■ , 

■ "It is not a guess, sir, it's , a fact. Wc 
.spiiritualists never guess. A tall, d,arkj^■,^ull- 
bearded young man stands back of yQuf/ciiair 
and tells me'tliat he .is a near relative, of yours 
who lately passed onl His 'naine, ■ he^^ays, 
is^C— ." 

' A creepy feeling ran up my spine. This 
woman had described accurately and given 
the name of a relative who had recently died. 
I was three thousand miles away from my 
home and knew none at Lilly Dale save Tomp- 
kins, but here was a woman whose knowledge 
surprised mc. While I cogitated over the 
strangeness of the situation, the lady suddenly 
gave my name in full. Before I had recovered 
from my surprise the lady turned to Tomp- 
kins and said: ' 

"I see an old lady wearing a widow's cap. 
She is looking over your shoulder and says 
she is your mother. Her name is Caroline 
Tompkins." 

My friend almost jumped from his chair, 
so startled was he to find his mother's name 
known to an entire stranger and mentioned 
under such circumstances. Wc finished our 
breakfast and after a few commonplace re- 
marks the quartette separated. 

After breakfast wc strolled through the 
village. On both sides of the streets were 
bannerets and signs which informed visitors 
that the occupants were writing, slate, trumpet 
or seeing mediums, or clairvoyants. The 
entire permanent population appeared to be 
mediums. Many of the. cottages were- hand- 
somely built and some were furnished" ex- 
pensively and tastefully. As we strolled our 
attention was attracted by a sign which bore 
the inscriptiori: " , - ^ 

"R. Keeler,' Slate Medium." 

I had heard of Mr. Keeler before. In a 
book entitled "Spiritualism Ex])osed," 1 had 
read that he was an arrant humbug, that his 
slate-writing was a trick and the result of 
clever manipulation with the assistance of aj 
confederate. 

We were ushered into a small apartment 
where Mr. Keeler sat at a table. He handed 
me a few small slips of paper and bade mc 
write on them the names of persons with 
whom I wished to qonnnunicate. I wrote on 
six of the slips and ffolUed them tightly. Two 
ordinary school slateg were then "carefully 
sponged to show that- there were no words 
or marks of any kind upon their surface.' A 
small piece of slate pencil was placed between 
the slates which were then tied together with 
a rubber band and after the medium had fin.g- 
ered th.e slips for a moment he handed the 
slates to me to hold. Almost immediately a 
scratching was heard from between the slates, 
and in an incredibly short space of time — say 
three minutes — the scratching ceased, the rub- 
ber band was removed and on one of the slates 
there were six messages from persons whose 
names I had written on the slips of paper. 
There were personal allusions in two of iTie 
messages, but they mostly dealt -with general 
subjects and were very indefinite. The prob- 



rcSrWat presented- 'if'sel f t o my ni ind was/ how 

the writing, if done by human hands, could be 
performed in so short a time as three minutes, 
and each message be in a different hand. 

Of course, I have seen many clever things 
in necromancy. Only the other dav, at the 
Pantages theatre in this city, a many from 
Maskclyne &; Cook's, London, performed 
slight of hand tricks that knocked Mr. Kecl- 
er's demonstrations into the shadows. lie put 
on and took off gloves, tore boutonneires from 
his coat lappcl and replaced them with others. 
He changed his neckties all in full viev/ of the 
audience, his crowning act being to pass be- 
hind a screen wearing a white hat and a suit 
of light hue and emerging in .five seconds 
fully attired in a dark Prince ; Albert coat, grey 
trousers and 'a tall black hat. 'This man did 
not claim any connection with spirits, but his 
tricks were marvelous. 

Tn Mr. Kceler's demonstrations the hand- 
writing did not resemble that of the spirits it 
purported to be from, but there were allusions 
to matters that could have been known to 
none in Lilly Dale save the writer. Were the 
messages the result of mind-reading? On 
the wdiole the Keeler interview was not satis- 
factory. I saw no evidence of -collusion, al- 
though later on my suspicions were aroused. 

As I left the Keeler Cottage 1 was attracted 
by the sound of a man's voice as it rose and 
fell, sometimes low and melodious, at others 
harsh and stentorious, from a pretty grove of 
trees. I was told that an Indian medium was 
addressing a meeting of the faithful. I entered 
the grove and there saw a tall, muscular 
looking man addressing about one hundred 
men and women. The weather being warm, 
the orator had removed his coat and vest. He 
swung his arms rapidly, while from his lips 
there issued a stream of jargon beside which 
the Chinook wa-wa would be melody. 

"What's the, matter,. with the man?" I ask- 
ed a bystander.'* 

■ "Hush!" replied .. hfe to whom I, spoke. 
"He's, speaking in iin .unktiown tongue: ' Hell 
translate it presently. Listen !" 

r'A'O-aited^ patiently until the stream of gib- 
berish had ceased to flow, v/hen the medium 
announced that he was a plenipotentiary from 
the Most High Avho had been sent to I^illy 
Dale with a message which he would present- 
ly impart to his hearers. In the meantime he 
would be glad if any who suffered from .aches 
and pains \vould take their seats on a bench 
that stoodi among the trees. Four elderly wo- 
men ahd:,a man, all rheumatic, came forward 
and sat dbwn..; The medium proceeded to rub 
the aching- parts with his hands, all the time 
indulging in another flow of jargon to assist 
the incantations. Presently he said to the 
man : 

"You're symptoms is gone— you're- cured." 

"Well, if I am I don't know it. The pain's 
as bad as ever," said the patient. 

The medium scooped a hole in the earth 
with his hands and directed the patient to 
place his foot in the hole. 

"Now," said he, "the pain''s left your foot 
and gone into the ground. How do you feel, 
sir?" 

"I feel worse than ever," the- man ruefully 
replied. "The pain's left me foot and gone in- 



to''me body. I don't want no more of this 
treatment," he remarked, as he hobbled away.

':\hc made a clip in the air at the medium 
with her parasol, wdiicli he dcxteriously avoid- 
ed by dodgin.g, and passed out of the grove, ut- 
tering maledictions as she went. 

Nothing abashed, the fellow proceeded to 
explain his mission. He saW he -was -,.,g^fte.d. , 
with the .unknown tongue' and his 'object was 
to find mothers for 500,000,000 .spiritual chil-. 
dren, which were held in Paradise w^aiting to 
be summoned to take their places on earth. ^ . 

• "But, alas!" sighed the speaker, "they ain't 
no women that wants these spiritual babes. 
Now-a-days babies is out of fashion and the ' 
pore little things is shivering in space without 
any comforts such-, as food and clothes an' 
other things to ttiake them' strong an' hearty." 

; The 'audience' /seemed greatly impressed 
with the description of the unfortunate chil- 
dren's plight, and one of the old women on the 
bench rose to offer herself as a sacrifice on the 
altar of motherhood, but she was dismissed by 
the orator with a wave of his hand and the 
remark, "you're forty years too late. You 
should have applied sooner." 

Wc left the man in the grove with his 500,- 
000,000 motherless babes and his, -ivUinknown 
tongue and parsed on till we : came-'ifora^f^^^ 
tage whichSbi^^e across its front the iiifbrma-, 
tion that "Madame Lachapellc, a renowiied ' 
trumpet Ttiedium," resided and gave seances 
therein. vA' trumpet medium, I would explain, 
is a person who uses a megaphone for the 
transmission of messages from the spirit 
world. These trumpets are usually of tin, 
vary in length from two to three feet and, are 
raised by unseen hands and placed' close 'rito' 
the interviewer's head while the messages are 
being delivered. The interview takes place in a 
darkened room. Our seance with Mme. 
Lachapellc was of a very unsatisfactory char- 
acter. She told us nothing that was of any 
value. She could not tell bur names, although 
there were three megaphones standing near a 
table, and her attempt to quote a remark . of 
Wm. Ewart Gladstone was so atrociously , tin- 
grammatical and incorrect, that, we paid our 
dollar atfd fled from the place. '.. . ., y 



Experts on Art of Livin; 




HAT shall we eat, drink, and avoid 
— this is the valuable informa- 
tion which the Review of Re- 
views puts before the readers of 
its February issue. The advice 
is specially worthy of attention, 
because it is the advice of experts in 
the art of living. The idea was suggested 
to Mr. .Stead by La Revue, of I'aris, 
which addressed an enquiry to eminent 
Frenchmen as to their use of alcoholic liciuors. 
Mr. Stead put a wider ciueslion to British men 
of letters, scientists, artists, etc.. as to the best 
way in which to preserve their health, ensure 
their happiness, and generate the maximum 
amount of working power. The replies are 
set out in the February Review of Reviews. 

Sir Theodore ]\[artin says: "I have never 
taken much note of my food or drink at any 
time of my life. From my youth onward I 
have followed one rule as to what I eat— ;;-so 
that it was good — fish, flesh or fowl. I always 
ate sparingly, and required that it should be 
cooked carefully, but plainly. Rich dressing, 
or the garniture of appetizing sauces, I avoid- 
ed. Firsts because 1 did not like them, and 
nexti jibe^cause they disagreed with rne. Sim- 
plicity land moderation were, my rule. 

"As to wine and spirits, I never cared for 
them, and drank little of either — always mix- 
ing- my wine with a large ])roportion of water. 
After middle age I began to care less and less 
for wine, and for the last twenty years a .glass 
of port wine, largely tempered with water, 
satisfies all my wants. A cup of coffee I have 
ahvays found. the best restorative from brain 
exhaustion." 

. Dr. Alfred Russel Wallace's Advice. 

Dr. Alfred Russel AVallace- says : "Ci) Food 

Eor the first seventy years of my life I ate 

evqrything or anything that I liked — and I 
liked too much pastry, nuiffins and such like, 
as well as potatoes, bacon, etc. I had a strong 
digestion, but when about sixty could not as- 
similatc this, so a little later I had to give up ' 



all starch foods, and have since lived chiefly 
. on one good meal of well-cooked meat a day, 
whereby I have lost a chronic asthma and 

other allied troubles. 

(2) Drink. — I drank beer and wine in mod- 
eration in early life, but about twenty-five 
years ago gave it up altogether, and have been 
better williout it. iM-om experience and ob- 
servation 1 feel sure that towards old age alco- 
hol becomes more and more hurtful. 

(3) vSmoking. — Never practiced it since early 
youth, when its effects literally sickened mc 
of it ! I believe that towards old a.ge the mini- 
mum of carefully selected food, that can be 
thoroughly assimilated, is the best. Each 
person must find what is best for himself. 
Tea and coffee I take regufarly, but without 
food. I work best morning ar.d evening, after 
a cup of tea." 

Sir William Huggins says: "(i) Food.-^ 
A very moderate amount of meat once a day, 
with a larger proportion of good bread and 
farinaceous food, and about one pint of milk. 
Fruit when in season, and fresh vegetables. 

"(2) Dripk. — Coffee and milk' at breakfast, 
weak China tea in the afternoon. As a rule, 
water only. 

"(3) Smoking. — No tobacco of any kind." 
A Great Critic's Diet. 

:Mr. W. M. Rosetti says: "(i) Food.— I 
have all my life been a moderate eater, but not 
attempting to eat less than I feel inclined for, 
I eat whatever I have a taste for — meat, fish, 
vegetables- (the last not in any great quantity), 
pastry, etc., being rather fond of cakes and 
.s-Avcets. Very little raw fruit. Being gouty 
from 1878 onwards, 1 for two or three years 
was rather cautious in diet, but as the ten- 
dency to gout did not get aggravated, I then 
returned to ni}'- ordinary habits. 

"(2) Drink.— Up to 1879, age forty-nine, I 
used to drink about a pint of beer at dinner. 
Then, on account of gout, I totally discon- 
tinued beer, and have never resumed it. I 
am now essentially a water-drinker, using also 



tea jmd cocoa, and at times coffee. Do not 
scruple to drink a glass or two of wine (avoid- 
ing port) when the occasion presents itself. 
Also pretty frequently drink at dinner a trifle 
of neat whisky — say one and a half teaspoon- 
ful." 

Lord Roberts says: "In my opinion there 
should be little or no smoking, and modera- 
tion in food^and drink." 

A Theologian's Food. 

Dr. A. ^.1. h'airburn, of Mansfield College, 
says : "I have worked hard, few men in 
England have worked harder, but I have al- 
ways been a rigorous abstainer as to drink 
and tobacco. I am a healthy man, and have 
taken freely of the good things of this life, and 
have asked no questions for conscience's sake. 
One of my first lessons, learnt from a dear old 
teacher of mine, was this: Never think of 
what you eat; the greatest men have tlioui/ht 
least of it, aiul have always been great eaters; 
they have not feared to face the day and its 
duty on a .good breakfast. This T have always 
striven to do. .Xs to drink and tobacco, I have 
nothing to add save that I know neither. He 
who does his work in the strength of either 
fails to do it well. Work done by the strength 
, of. wine or the soothing influence of the pipe 
is certain to be ill done. Nothing, indeed, 
could be worse for a man who means to live 
than to need the help of either." 

Bernard Shaw, Vegetarian. 

Mr. Bernard Shaw says: "I have not eaten 
meat for twenty-seven years. The results are 
before the public. 

."I find modern customs in eating among 
the unwholesoniely rich people horribly mono- 
tonous. One would imagine that the more 
meals people eat the more care they .should 
take to make each meal as different from the 
othtr as ])ossible. Yet at present dinner and 
hmch are really two dinners; and breakfast is 
rapidly becoming a third dinner. The extra- 
ordinary popularity of afternoon tea is really 
due to the craving for a meal that is not a 
dinner. 'J'he old system of breakfast, dinner, 
and tea, in which dinner was the only meal at 
which meat was eaten, will probably be re- 
established when people realize the need of 
variety not only in food, but in meals." 



The G. T. P. Ry. Terminus 




AVING decided upon Kaien Island, 
a few miles south of Port Simpson, 
as the terminus on the Pacific coast 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific, the 
mana.gement of that new transcon- 
tinental railway set about finding a 
suitable name for it. With this object, the 
directors offered a prize of two hundred and 
fifty dollars for the best name, to consist of not 
more than ten letters. Over twelve thousand 
competitors submitted names, and the award 
was made to Miss IMacdonald, a lady whose 
family has been closely identified with the pio- 
neer (lavs of the Canadian Northwest. Miss 
Macdonald's name for the new port, which will 
some day be a town of .great importance, is 
Prince Rupert, which words contain twelve let- 
ters. Two other competitors, who compHed 
with the conditions, offered the name of Port 
Rupert, containing ten letters, and to each of 
the three the Grand Trunk directors awarded 
the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, af- 
ter deciding upon Prince Rupert, though that 
name was not eligible in the terms of the com- 
petition. 

Prince Rupert, the dashing young cavalry 
leader of the Cavaliers nearly three hundred 
years ago, was really the first British-Canadian 
business ina.nnatc. He was the chief promoter 
of the li nelson's Bay company, and its first 
governor in 1670. In that xear Charles II. 
granted a charter to the Prince and seventeen 
other noblemen and gentlejnen, incorporatjug.i 
them as "The Governor and Company of Ad- ' 
ventm-crs of England trading into Hudson 
Bay," and securing to them the sole trade and 
commerce of "all those seas and straits, bays, 
lakes, rivers, creeks, and sounds, in whatever 
latitude they shall be, that lie within the en- 
trance of the straits commonly called Hudson 
Straits, togetiier with all the lands and territor- 
ies upon the countries, coasts, and confmes of 
the seas, bays, etc., aforesaid that were not al- 
ready actually possessed by the subjects of any 
other Christian Prince or State." The first eet- 
tlcmcnts of the country thus granted, which, 
ivas to be k'nown as Rupert's Land, were made 



on James Bav, at Churchill and Hoyle's rivers. 

It is to Fort Churchill that the people of 
Western Canada are now turning their atten- 
tion as the port on Hudson Bay from which a 
trade line of steamers to Liverpool will, before 
long be established; "The Canadian Northern 
railway is already within five hundred miles of 
Fort Churchill, and people of all shades of 
political opinion arc agreed that it should be 
extended to that point as rapidly as possil)le. 
The only difference of opinion is as, to the 
means. Some contend that the construction of 
the railway should be under the. guarantee of 
the Dominion government, while others hold .' 
that the liudson Bay extension of the Canadian 
Northern should be ..under;,the guarantee and 
control of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Al- 
berta, 

Ifor many years the Hudson's Bay company 
held undisputed sway over Rupert's Land, an 
enormous territory still shown on the maps of 
Canada until quite recent date. ■ In 1867 the 
federation of Canada formed the Dominion, 
and it was at once found that there were great .' 
objections to having the enormous territory of ,; 
Rupert's Land witjiin the bounds of the Do- .' 
minion and under the absolute rule, pfia. British j;'; 
private corporation, the Hudson's 'Bay '.cbhi- :;' 
pany. Accordingly, at the instance of the Do- / 
minion, the Imperial parliament in 1868 passeq 
the Rupert's Land Act, providing for the acqui- 
sition by the Domin.ion of the Northwest Terri- - 
.;|ories. In the year 1S70 the Northwest Ter- 
•■■'ritories were formally added to the l^ominion, 
and IManitoba (which formed part of them) was - 
created a province, and admitted into the Con- 
federation. 

In 1905 the ])roviuccs of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta were created from a portion of the re- 
mainder of the Northwest Territories, and 
there is still a vast area of valuable territory 
aciiuircd by the purchase frc>nii;'t)iefe Hudson's :
